Having gone Firft alone into the Minifter's Ca^

binet, he faidj that he had been direded by General 
Bonaparte, to reprefent to me feveral Circumftances 
which (lood very much in the Way of that perfect 
Recondliation and good Undcrftanding between the 
Two Countries and their Governments, which it was 
the Firft Confurs fincere Wifli to fee re-eftabliflicd^ 
in order that fuch Obftacles might be removed be- 
fore the Arrival in London of the French Ambaffa.- 
dor ; becaufe although the Circumftances ia Queft 
tion, had already produced a very difagrceable EflFeft, 
whilft only M. Otto, as Minifter, had to witnefs 
them, they would acquire a great Addition of Force 
if they fhould ftill exift when the Ambaffador fliould 
be prefent j and fmce the Firft Conful had given 
Orders for General Andreofly to proceed to his Def- 

tination 
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tmation with as little Delay as poffible, he wiflie<i 
that I ibould take an early Opportunity to give an 
Account to your Lordfhip, of the Obfcrvations 
trhich he was charged to make to mc; 

After a Preface to this EfFeft, M. Talleyrand pro- 
ceeded to ftate to me, that the Accounts which M^ 
Otto had tranfinitted of the Difguft and Inconve- 
nience which he could not but feel and experience 
at meeting frequently at His Majcfty's Court and at 
other Places, the French Princes, and fome Frefich 
Perfons ftill decorated with the Infignia of French 
Orders which no longer exifted ; and at feeing the 
Countenance and Support which contitiued to be 
given in England, to what he termed the ci-devant 
French Bifhops, as well as to other Perfons (Jic 
hei'e mentioned Georges) inimical to the prefent Go- 
vernment of France j had afFefted'fo ftrongly thd 
Firft Conful, and were in ¥z& fo calculated to pre- 
vent that Syftem of Cordiality which ^he was anxious 
to fee eftabliflied, that it was incumbent upon him 
to exprefs his Wifh, that His Majefty*s Government 
might be difpofed to remove out of the Britilh Do- 
minions, all the French Princes and their Adherents, 
together with the French Bifhops, and other French 
Individuals whofe political Principles aid Conduft 
muft neceflarily occafion great Jealoufy to the French 
Government. He continued to obferve, that the 
Protedion and Favor which all the Perfons in Quef- 
tion continued to meet with, in a Country fo clofe 
a Neighbour to France, mufl alone be always con- 
iidered as an Encouragement to the Diflafieded here^ 

even 
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even without thofe Petfons themfelves being giiilty 
of any Ads tending to foment frefli Difturbances in 
this Country ; but that the Government here, pof- 
fefled Proofs of the Abufe which they were now 
making of the Proteftion which they enjoyed in 
England, and of the Advantage they were taking 
of the Vicinity of their Situation to France, by 
being really guilty of fuch Ads, fmce fevcral printed 
Papers had lately been intercepted, which it was 
known they had fent, and caufed to be circulated 
in France, and which had for Objeft, to create an 
Oppofition'to the Government^ I cannot, my Lord, 
do better than refer you to what you will have read 
in the French official Paper of the Day before Yef- 
terday, under the Article of Paris, for the ex^St 
Text of M. Talleyrand's Difcourfe upon this Sub- 
jeft; which he concluded by faying, that he thought 
the Refidence of Loui^ XVIIL was now the proper 
Place for that of the reft of the Family, and that I 
might add this Suggpftion in my Report to your 
Lordlhip. 

I anfwered the French Minifter, that without any 
Reference to you, I could affure him, that the Prac- 
tices of the French refiding in England, of which he 
complained, had not been encouraged, nor would 
be countenanced by His Majefty's Government ; 
which was as fincerely difpofed to cultivate Har- 
mony and a good Underftanding between the Two 
Countries, as he had reprefented the Firft Coniul to 
be ; but that I could by no Means fay how far they 
would be difpofed to adopt the Meafures which he 

had 
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had intimated it to be General Bonaparte*8 Wifii that 
they fliould purfue, in order to remove fo effeftually^ 
every Thing which might not perhaps be confidcred 
equally by them, as giving juft Caufe of Oflfence or 
Jealoufy to France. 

M. Talleyrand did not rejoin upon the Matter j 
but afked me when 1 propofed writing. Upon my 
replying I fhould lofe no Time, he faid, that if I 
fliould write as To-day, he would avail himfelf of 
the Opportunity to convey a Letter to M. Otto.

Y^OUR Difpatches of the 4th Inftant Were received 
on Monday Night, and have been laid before 
the King. 

The Account given in that Difpatch of the Con- 
verfation which paffed on the 3d Inftant, between 
you and M.Talleyrand, rcfpeftmg the French Princes 
and their Adherents, would have afforded here con- 
liderable Surprize if His Majefty's Government had 
not in fome Degree been prepa^red for it by Infor- 
mation which had been previoufly received : from 
the Manner, however, in which this Subjeft has 
been mentioned to you, it is important that you 

ihould 
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Ihoiild take a proper Opportunity to eiplain, tan- 
didly and fairly, to the French Government, the 
Line of Conduft which His Majcfty feels it to be 
His Duty to putfue in this very delicate Bufineft. 
His Majefty would certainly confider it inconfifteilt 
with both the Letter and Spirit of the Treiaty of 
Peace, between Him and the French Republic, to 
encourage or countenance any Projefts that might 
be hoftile to the prefent Government of France. 
He is lincerely defirous that the Peace which has 
been concluded may be permanent, and may lead 
to the Efiablifhment of a Syftem of good Under- 
ftanding and Harmony between the Two Countries. 
With thefe Sentiments He is difpofed to employ all 
the Means in His Power to guard againft any Cir- 
cumftance which can have the EfFeft of difturbing 
the Tranquillity that has been fo happily teftored j 
and He certainly expeds that all Foreigners who 
may refide within His Dominions, fhould not only 
hold a Conduft conformable to the Laws of the 
Country^ but fhould abftain from all Afts which 
may be hoftile to the Government of any Country 
with which His Majefty may be at Peace. As long^ 
however^ as they conduft themfelves according to 
thefe Prindples, His Majefty ^would, feel it incon- 
fiftent with His Dignity, with His Honor, and with 
the common Laws of Hofpitality, to deprive them 
of that Protection which Individuals refident in His 
Dominions can only forfeit by their own Mifcon- 
duft. The greater Part of thfe Perfons to whom 
Allufion had been made in M. Talleyrand's Con-

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Verfation with you, are living in Retirement, and 
His Majefty has no Reafon whatever to fuppofe that 
fince the Conclufion of Peace they have availed 
themfelves of their Refidence in this Country to pro- 
mote any Ddigns injurious to the Goveiiiment of 
France.

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fn every Refpeft, be guided by thofe Sentimehts, 
He of Courfe would not tolerate, much lefs encou- 
rage, any Proceedings on the Part of Rerfons within 
His Dominions, which might be hoftile to the pre- 
fent Government of France ; which Affurances 
might, 1 trufted, be fuificient to tranquillize and 
fatisfy the Firft Conful, without recurring to the 
Meafures which had been intimated to me, and 
which could not but be confidered as inconfident 
with His Majefty's Dignity and Honor^ as well asi 
with the common Laws of Hofpitalityj which He 
could not but obferve towards Foreigners within 
His Dominions* until they (hould have forfeited that 
Proteftion by their Mifcondud. 

M. Talleyrand expreffed to me in Reply, that the 
Fijft Conful had folicited no more than the Britifh 
Government itfelf had, at the Time, demanded of 
France, when the Pretender was in this Country, 
and then had been praftifed between other Govern- 
ments under fimilarCircumflances : That he could 
not fee any Humiliation in the Meafure which he 
had intimated to me ; that he could aflure me it 
had net been fuggefted with any fuch Idea ; and 
that he could only repeat, that the Adoption of it 
would be in the higheft Degree agreeable and fatif- 
faftpry to the Firft Conful, and be confidered by 
him as the moft convincing Proof of His Majefty's 
Difpofition to fee a cordial good Undcrftanding 
tftablifhed between the Two Countries j concluding 
his Anfwcr with a Rcqaeft that I would report it to 

your Lordfliip.

I rejoined upon the Subjed by bbferving to the 
French Minifter, that even without adverting to the 
fmous Confideration of the King's Dignity and 
Honor, the Feelings of the People of England were 
to be taken into Account on the Occafion : That 
he mud be fenfible the relative Situation, hitherto, 
of the Two Countries, efpecially in regard to Trade* 
afforded His Majefly's Subjefks no Room to reap 
thofe Advantages which were common to, and 
which were always expeded from a State of Peace, 
: and that it therefore appeared to me that the Firft 
Conful would equally give a Proof of his Difpofition 
to fee Harmony and a friendly Intercourfe re-efta- 
bliflied between the Two Nations, by not repeating 
his Wifh upon a Matter which would operate in 
the ftrongefl: Manner againft fuch an Approxima- 
tion and Reconciliation of Sentimencs> were it even

T TRANSMITTED fome Time ago, to Mr. Ham- 
mond, a Number of Peltier, containing the moft 
grofs Calumnies againfl the French Government, and 
againfl the whole Nation ; and I obferved, that I 
fliould probably receive an Order to demand the 
Punifhment of fuch an Abufc of the Prefs. That 
Order is aftually arrived, and I cannot conceal from 
you, my Lord, that the reiterated Infults of a fmall 
Number of Foreigners, aflembled in London to 
confpire againfl; the French Government, produce 
the moft unfavourable EfFeds on the good Under- 
ftanding between the two Nations. Even though 
the Firft Article of the Treaty of Amiens had not 
provided for the Maintenance of that Refpeft, which 
Two independent Nations owe to each other ; the 
general Maxims of the Law of Nations would for- 
mally condemn fo revolting an Abufe of the Liberty 
of the Prefs. It cannot be believed, that the Law 
can give more Latitude to a Libellist than to any 
other Individual, who, without Declaration of War, 
fliould permit himfclf to violate the Duties of good 
Neighbourhood. The Offence in Queftion is fo 
much the more ferious^ as its Objeft is evidently to 
difturb the Harmony which fubfifts between the 
Two Governments. 

It is not to Peltier alone, but to the Editor of the 
" Courier Fran9ois de Londres," to Cobbet, and to 
other Writers who refemble them, that I have to 

c 4 dired: 
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direct the Attention of His Majefty's Govtrnment*. 
The perfidious and malevolent Publications of thefe 
Men, are in open Contmdi£tion to the Principles of 
Peace, and if it could ever enter into the Mind of 
the Fi:ench Government to permit Retaliation, Wri- 
ters would doubtlefs be found in France, \rilUng to 
avenge their Cpuntrymen by filling their Pages with 
odious Refie^ons on the moft refpedable Perfons, 
and on the deareit Inflitutions of Great Britain. 

The Want of pofitiye Laws againfl: thefe Sorts of 
OflFences caHnpt palliate the Violation of the I^aw of 
Nations, according to which Peace fliould put a Stop 
to all Species of HoftiUties j and doubtlefs thofe 
which wound the Honor and the Reputation of a 
Government, and which tend to caufe a Revolt of 
tbe People, whofe Interefts are confided to that Go-

of your Letter on the Subjeft of the laft Num- 
ber of Peltier. It is impoffible that His Majefty's 
Government could perufe the Article in QueftM>n 

without 
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without the greatefl Difpleafure, and ^vithout an 
anxious Defire that the Pcrfon who publiihed it 
{hould fuffer the Punifhment he fo juftly deferves* 
The Calumnies however to which His Majefly's 
Government, and many of the beft Subje&s in tim 
Country, are frequently expofed in the publick 
Prints, muft neceffarily convince all Foreign Go- 
vernments of the DiiBculties which exift in a Con- 
ftitution like that of Great Britain, in preventing the 
Abufe which is often unavoidably attendant on the 
greateft of all political Benefits ; and though Pub- 
lications of this Nature are, as they certainly ought 
to be, by the Law of England, fubjeft to Punifh- 
ment, it is often difficult to prove the Guilt of an 
Individual fo fatisfadorily as to obtain the Judgement 
of a Court of JufUce ; and the Inconvenience which 
arifes from Profecution, unlefs there is a reafonable 
ProfpeQ: of Succefs, is frequently fufficient to deter 
both the Government and Individuals from under- 
taking it. In the prefent Cafe I have thought it my 
Duty to refer the Article in Queflion to His MajeC 
ty's Attorney General, for his Opinion whether it 
is or is not a Libel, according to the Conflruflion 
of the Law of England, and whether it is fuch a 
Libel as he would, under all the Circumftances, re- 
commend for Profecution.

'TpHE underfigned Minifter Plenipotentiary of the 
French Republick^ having fubmitted to his Go^ 
vemment the Letter which his Excellency Lord 
Hawkeibury, Minifter and Principal Secretary of 
State of His Britannick Majefty, did him the Ho- 
nour of writing under Date of the 2yth July, is di- 
rcOtcd to oflfer the following Obfervations : 

If the Britifh Government tolerates Cenfures upon 
the Ads c^its Adminiilration> and the perfonal 
Abufe of the moft refpedable Men, itdoes not fuffei* 
even the flighted attempt agalnjQ: the publick Tran« 
qiiillity^ the fundamental Laws of the Empire, and 
tl^ fupreme Authority which arifes from them. 
Every Nation- is^ moreover, at Liberty to: fecrilSice 
a^iy- Advantage whatever i^^^its Interior, in order to 

obtain 
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obtam anotheir t6 which it attachfci a higher Vatue ; 
but the Goyefnmerit which dbesiiot teptefs the Li- 
cendoufnefs' oJF the Prcfs when it may be injurious 
to the Honour or the Ijiterefts of Foreign Powers, 
would afiF6rd aii Opportunity for Libellifts to endan- 
ger the piiblick Tranquillity, or at lead the good 
Ohderftanding that forms the Bafis of it, and when-* 
eVer fiich ferious Injuries are continued in a regular 
and fyftematick Manner, Doubts muft arife as to its 
own DiFpofitions. 

The particular Laws and Conftitution of Great 
Britain are fubordinate to the general Principles of 
the Law of Nations, which fuperfede the Laws of 
each individual State. If it be a Right in England 
to allow the moft extenfive Liberty to the Prefs, 
it is a publick Right of poliihed Nations, and the 
bpundcn Duty of Governments to prevent, reprefs, 
and punilh, every Attack which might by thofe 
Mean^ be made agsdnft the Rights, the Interells, and 
the Honour, of Foreign Powers. 

This' general Maxim of the Law of Nations has 
ncvefT>e€?h mirtaken without paving the Way for the^ 
g^eatett Divifions, and has even furnilhed in Eng- 
land a plaiiflbte Pretext to thofe who have written

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By the Eirft Article of the Treaty of Amiens, the 
Two Powers agree to afford no Proteftion, either 
diredly or indire£Uy, to thofe who (hould caufe Pre^ 
judice to any of them. 

But the greatcft of all Injuries doubtlefs is, that 
which tends to debafe a Foreign Government, or to 
excite within its Territory civil and religious Com* 
motions ; and the mofl: decided of all Protedions, 
is that which places under the Safeguard of the 
Laws, Men who feek not only to diiturb the politi- 
cal Tranquillity of Europe, but even to diffblve the 
Rrft Bonds of Society, 

The underfigned Mini fter mufl moreover obferve, 
that this is not a Queftion refpefting fome Para- 
graphs, which, through the Inadvertence of an Edi- 
tor, might have been accidentally inferted in a pub- 
lick Print ; but it is a QuefUon of a deep and conti- 
nued Syftem of Defamation, directed not only 
againft the Chief of the French Republick, but 
againft all the conftituted Authorities of the Repub- 
lick, ag^infl the whole Nation, reprefented by thefe 
Libellers in the moil odious and degrading Terms. 
It has even been remarked that many of thefe Prints 
cotitain an Appeal to the French People, againft 
the Government and fundamental Laws of their 
Country. 

If thefe ObfervationS apply to the Englifli WA 
tett^ who, for thefe Three Months paft, have deluged 
tl^ Publick with the moft perfidious and unbeconv- 
iiig Publications, they are Itill mOK appli<;ab]e to a 

■ ' ' , Clafs 
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Cla& of Foreign Calummators^ who appear to avail 
themfelves of the Afylum offered them in England 
only for the Purpofe of the better gratifying their 
Hatred againA France, and undermining the Found^^ 
adons of Peace. 

It is not merely by infulting and feditious Wric- 
ingst, evidently publiQied with a view to Circulation 
in France, but by other incendiary Papers diflributed 
through the Maritime Departments, in order to ex-* 

dte the evil-difpofed or weak Inhabitants to refift 
the Execution of the Concordatey that thefe impla- 
cable Enemies of France continue to exercife Ho& 
tih'tieSy and to provoke the juft Indignation of the 
French Government and People. Not a Doubt ex- 
ifts of thefe Writings having been compofed and cir- 
culated by Georges^ and by the former Bifliops of 
France. Thefe Men can no longer be confidered 
but as Rebels againft both political and religious 
Authority ; .and after their reiterated Attempts to 
diilurb the good Underflanding between the, Two 
Governments, their Refidence in England militates 
openly againft the Spirit and Letter of the Treaty 
of Peace. 

The: Meetings likewife which have taken place in 
the Iflandof Jerfey, and the odious Plots which are 
there framed, in Spite of the It.eprefentations which 
the underfigned Minifter has already taken care to 
make on this Subjed, alfo demand immediate Mea-^ 
fures to be taken by a Government, the Neighbour 

and friend gf France* 
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Othcf Perfons (attached, by RecoUeffions ncrer 
to be effaced, aiid by Regrets too long fbftered, to 
an Order rf Things which no longer exifts in 
France) find themfehres daily impficated by the Plots 
of thofe who pretend to ferve them, A Senfe of 
thdr own Reputation will without Doubt lead them 
t6 avoid a Focus of Intrigues, with whidi they 
ought not to have the leaft Conniedion: 

Peace happily re-eftablifhed, the mutual Defire 
of theTv^o Governments to render it foKdand laft-

ing, and the general Interefts of Humanity, require 
that all thefe Caufes of DifTatis&dion fliould be 
done away, and that His Majefty's Miniftry fliould^ 
by frank and energetic Meafures, manifeft didr Dif- 
approbation of all the Attempts made to produce 
new Diviiions.

Fol de Leon, and all thofe, who like them, under 
the Pretext of Religicm, j^ek to taffe Dilturbances 
in the Interior of France, (hall likewife tfe iimt away.

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4ih. That Geargei and hk Adberenta (hall be 
tranfported to Canada, according to the Intention 
which die Underfigned has been dureded to tranlV 
xnit to his Government at the Requeft of Lord 
)&wke{bury. . 

5th» That^ in order to deprive the evil-di{pofed 
of every Preteact for difturbing the good Under- 
ftanding between the two Governments, it fhail be 
itconunended to the Princes of the Houfe of Bour- 
bon at prefent in Qreat Britain^ to repair to War^ 
iaw^ the Refidence of the H^ of their Family.

I^ 
any One in pafticulai; of thefe Demands does not 
pixHreed fo immediately from the Treaty ccmcluded, 
it would be eafy to juftiiy it by ilriking Examples^ 
dnd to prove how very . attendVe th^.Britiflx.Go* 
vemment has been in Times of interiiaf Fermen* 
tation, to remove from the Territory of a neigh* 
bourihg Power thofe who might endanger the pub* 
lie Tranquillity, 
j^ P 3 Whatever 
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Whatever may be the Proteftion which the Eng- 
lifh Laws aflford to native Writers atid to other 
Subjefts of His Majefty, the French Government 
knows that Foreigners do not here enjoy the fame 
ProtedUon ; andjhat the Law, known by the Title- 
of the Alien ASi^ gives the Miniflry of His Britan- 
fuck Majefty ah Authority which it has often exer- 
dfed againft Foreigners whofe Refidence was preju- 
dicial to the Interefts of Great Britain. The firft 
Glaufe of this Aft ftates exprefsly, that any Order 
in Council which requires a Foreigner to quit the 
Kingdom fliall be executed under Pai^ of Imprifon- 
ment and Xranfportation. There exifts, therefore, in 
the Miniftry a legal and fufEcient Power to reftrain 
Foreigners, without having Recourfe to the Courts 
of Law,, and the French Government, which offery 
on this Point a perfect Reciprocity, thinks it gives 
a new Proof of its pacifick Intentions, by demand- 
ing that thofe Perfons may be fent away, whofe 
Machinations uniformly tend to fow Difcord between 
the Two People. It owes to itfelf and to the Na- 
tion at large, (which has made it the Depofitory of 
its Poiver and of its Honour), not to appear infen- 
fible to Infults and to Plots during profound Peace, 
which the Irritation of open War could not iuftify, 
and it is too well acquainted with the conciliatory 
Difpofitlons of thq Britifh Miniftry, not to rely upon 
its Efforts to difperf^ ^ Faftion equally the Enemy 
of France and England. 

The underfi^ncd Minifter feizes this Opportu- 
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nity to prefent to His Excellency Lord Hawkcf- 
bury, the Homage of His refpedful Confidenu 
tion.

T SEND you the Coajtof a Letter which I received 
fome Days ago from M. Otto, together with a 
Copy of an official Note inclofed in it. I have in- 
formed M. Otto, that you would receive Inftru£tions 
to enter into Explanations with the French Govern- 
ment on thejeveral Points to which it refers. It is 
impoffible not to feel confiderable Surprize at the 
jpircumftances under which it has been thought 
proper to prefent fueh a Note j at the Stile in which 
it is drawn up, and at the Complaints contained in 
it. Whatever may be the general Difpofitions of 
the French Government towards this Country, fup- 
pofin^ them to be as hoftile as they have been at 
any fonner Period, or even more fo, it would ap- 
peal fo contrary to their Interelt to provoke a War 
with us at the prefent Moment, that I am inclined to 
afcribe their Condud, in the Whole of this Bufi« 
nefe, more to Temper, than to any other Motive ; 
but whether their Conduft is to be referred to Tem- 
per or fo Policy, the Effeds of it may ftill be the 

P4 fame; 
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fame ; it is therefore b,ecome of the utmoft Imperii 
tance that a frank Explanation fliould be made of 
the Line of Condu^ which His Majefty has deter- 
mined to adopt on Reafons of the Nature of thofe 
to which this Note refe^s> and of the Motives on 
which it is founded ; and it is to be hoped that fuch 
an Explcuiation will have the £Sed of putting aii 
End to a Courfe of Proceeding which can lead only 
to perpetual Irritation between the Two Govern- 
ments, and which might ultimately tend to the mod 
ferious Confequences. 

The firft Confideration ^ffft naturally arifes on 
this Trania£lion, is that of the peculiar Circum- 
ftances under which the Note of M. Otto has been 
prefented. It cannot.be denied that fome very im* 
proper Paragraphs have lately appeared in fome of 
the Engliih Newfpapers againft the Government of 
France ; it cannot be denied Ukewife, that Publica- 
tions of a ftill more improper and indecent Nature 
have made their Appearance in this Country, with 
fhe Names of Foreigners affixed to them, tinder 
thefe Circumftances the French Government would 
have been warranted in expefting every Redrefs that 
the Laws of this Country could afford them ; but 
as, inftead of feeking it in the ordinary Courfe, they 
have thought fit to refort to Recrimination them- 
felves, or at lead to authorize it in others, they could 
have no Right to complain if their fubfequent Ap- 
p^l to His Majefty had £uled to produce the EffcGt 
that other wiic would, have attended it. 

Whatever 
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. Wba^vermay have been the Nature of the prior 
In]u;ry, they have in Fad. taken the Law into their 
own Haoids : And w^at is this Recrimination and 
It^prt? The Paragraphs in the Englifh Newfpa- 
pers, the Publications to which I have above refer*^ 
red^ have not appeared under any Authority of the 
Bf jxifli Government, and are dilavowed and diJap« 
proved ffi by them ; but the Paragraph in the Mo- 
i]iteur has appeared in a Paper avowedly Official, 
£or which the Government are therefore confidered 
as refponfible, as His Majefly's Government is rc- 
Q>on{ible fv)r the Contents of the London Gazette. 
And this Retort is not confined to the imauthorized 
Englifh Newfpapers, or to the other Publicaticms of 
whi^h Complaint is now made, but is converted into, 
^pA made a Pretence for a dired Attack upon the 
Qovemment of His Majefly. His Majefly feels it 
beneath His Dignity to make any formal Complaint 
on this OccaTion ; but it has been impoflible for me 
%o proceed to the other Parts of the Subjed, without 
pointing your Attention to the Condud oif the 
French Government in this refped, that you may 
obferve upon it in the Manner it deferves. 

'fhe Propofitions in M. Otto's official Note, are 
Six in Number i but may in Fa£l be divided under 
Tw,o..Heads.: tjie Firil;, that which relates to the 
Libels of all Defcriptions, which are alleged to be 
publifhed ag^^infl. the French Government j the lafl, 
eompreh^ading the Five Complaints which relate tq 
the Emigrants refident in this Country. On the Firfl, 
I am fure you muft be awarjs that {iis Majefly can^ 

not. 
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I 

not, and never will, in Confequence of any Repre- 
fentation or any Menace from a Foreign Power, 
make any Conceffion, which can be in the fmallelt 
Degree dangerous to the Liberty of the Prefs, as 
fecured by the Conftitution of this Country. This 
Liberty is juftly dear to every Britiih Subjeft. The 

Conftitution admits of no previous Reftraints upon 
Publications of any Defcription ; but there exift Ju- 
dicatures, wholly independent of the Executive Go* 
Yemment, capable of taking Cognizance of fuch 
Publications as the Law deems to be criminal, and 
which are bound to inflif): the Punifliment the De- 
linquents may deferve ; thefe Judicatures may take 
Cognizance not only of Libels againft the Govern- 
ment and the Magiftracy of this Kingdom, but, as 
has been repeatedly experienced, of Publications 
defamatory of thofc in whofe Hands the Adminiftra- 
tion of Foreign Governments is placed. That our 
Government neither has nor wants any other Pro- 
tcftion than what the Laws of the Country afford j 
and though they are willing and ready to give to 
every Foreign Government all the Proteftion againft 
Offences of this Nature which the Principle of their 
Laws and Conftitution will admit, they never can 
confent to new-model their Laws, or to change their 
Conftitution, to gratify the Wifhes of any Foreign 
Power. If the prefent French Government are dif- 
fatisified with our Laws on the Subjed of Libels, or 
aitertain the Opinion that the Adminiftration of 
Jufticc in our Courts is too tardy and lenient, they 
have it in their Power to redrels themfelves by pn- 

nifhing 
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niflmig the Venders and Diftributors of fuch Public 
cations within their own Territories, in any Manner 
that they rtiay think proper, and thereby preventing 
the Circulation of them. If they thii;k their pre- 
fent Laws are not fufficient for this Purpofe they 
may enafl new ones ; or, if they think it expedient,- 
they may exercife the Right which they have of pro- 
hibiting the Importation of any Foreign Newfpa- 
pers, or periodical Publications, into the Territories 
of the French Republick. His Majefty will not 
complain of fuch a Meafure, as it is not His Inten- 
tion to interfere in the Manner in which the People 
or Territories of France fhould be governed ; but 
he expefts, on the other Hand, that the French Gkv 
veniment will not interfere in the Manner in which 
the Government of His Dominions is condufted, or 
call for a Change in thofe Laws with which His 
People are perfefUy fatisfied. With refpeft to the 
DiMn^bh which appears to be drawn in M. Otto's 
Note, between the Publications of Britifli Subjtds 
and thofe of Foreigners, and the Power which His 
Majefty is fuppofed to have in confequence of the 
Alien Aft, of fending Foreigners out of His Do* 
minions, it is important to obferve. that the Provi-* 
fions of that A& were made for the Purpofe of pre* 
venting the Refidence of Foreigners, whofe Num- 
bers and Principles had a Tendency to diflurb the 
intemd Peace of His own Dominions, and whom 
Ae ' Safety 6f thofe Dominions might require in 
many IniHmces to be removed, even if their ^dlua! 
Cpndudl iiad 9Qt ezpofed them to Puniihment by

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Xa\i% It does not follow that it would be a war* 
rantable Application of fucb ^ Law to exert its Pow^ 
er$ in the Cafes of Indivi4ual8 fuch aa thofe of whom 
Complamt is now made^ and particularly as they are 
liable to be profecuted under the I^aw oi the jCand, 
in like Mwner as others have been in fimilar Caf^y 
at the Inilance, and upon the Complaifit of Fpfcigfi 
Governments. 

The Second general Head, which includes the Five 
laft. Complaints, relates to the Removal. of fome of 
the French Emigrants refident in this Country. Wb 
Majefty entertained Hopes that the Explanadon fiir^ 
piihed on this Head in my Difpatch No. 14. would, 
bav^ proved fatisfa&ory, and would have precluded 
tjbe NecefEty of any farther Difcufiion on this Sub* 
jed. The French Government have upon feveral 
Occafions reforted on this Part of the Subje& t6 
Pi^edent, and have pardcularly reined on the De« 
mand formerly made by this Country, that the F^«^ 
ion then called the Pretender, ihould be fent froM 
the French Dominions. It is important that the Dif- 
fb^ences between thefe Two Cafes fhould be flbated*» 
When James the Second abdicated the Thj'pne ^ and 
left this Country, he redred v^ith his Adherents ta 

France ; and though in the War which immediatdy" 
fucceeded that Events the French Govenuneat 
adopted his CauiS^^as their own^ no Sdpulation wa9 
pade at the Treaty of Ryfwick, that he Ihould be 
fylfit from that Country, nor wa^- any fubfequeut; 
P^^nwd ever ma46 to the &endi Goyemmeiit ta 
thk £ffe£b y but he waa fuflSsred to remain at Saint 

Germam, 
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Gertaiiny m the Neighbourhood of Paris, fur- 
rounded by his Family and Friends^ till the Time 
of his Death. It was not till after his Demife, wheA 
Lewis the Fourteenth, in dired Violation of the 
Tttxty of Ryfwick, had acknowledged his Son as 
Sing of Great Britain, that a different Gourfe of 
Broceeding was adopted by the Britiih Government; 
and in the Treaty of Peace iigned at Utrecht, which 
put an Eiid to the War which had been carried 
cm, on Account ef the Spanifh Succeflion, an At^ 
tide was inferted to prevent the Pretender from re« 
fiding-xn any F^ of the French Dominions. The 
Demand which was fubfequently made for the Re- 
moval of the Pretender from a Town which was 
fituated in the Centre of thefe Dominions, was 
founded on tUs Article of the Treaty, which was 
ni Faft One of the Conditions of the Peace ; but 
both' the Article in the Treaty arid the Demand 
were confined to the Pretender perfonally , and were 
nbt extended %o any of his Family, or to any of 
his Adherents. After his Removal, many of his 
Adhenitttfif cdhtiriued to refide in Frtoce; many

ESeft of indifpofmg the Two Governments towards 
each other^ inftead of confolidating and ftrength* 
ening the Peace which happily fubfifts between 
them. That after a War, in which the Pailions of 
Men have been roufed beyond all former £xam« 
pies, it is natural to fuppofe that the Diftruft, Jea-

temperate Condud gradually to allay thefe Feelings, 
and not on the contrary to provoke and augment 
them by untimely Iititation on their Part, and by 
afcribing Proceedings like thofe above noticed, to 
Caufes to which they have no Reference.

When the Neapolitan Government notified to 
Mr. Drummond, the Song's Minifter at Naples, that 
the 2000 Troops which His Sicilian Majefty had 
fele&ed to ferve in Malta, were ready to proceed to 
their Defiination, that Gtotleman declined takmg 
any Step to facilitate their Embarkation, till he 

ihould 
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ftould receive Intelligence of the Arrival of Sir 
Alexander Ball in that Ifland, and till he fhould 
be -informed that the Commander in Chief of the 
Britifli Forces had made fuitable Preparations for 
their Reception. By the laft Advices from Malta 
appears, that Sir Alexander Ball had arrived there 
on the Tenth of lafl: Month, and that after having 
conferred with General Fox upon the Subjed, he 
had written to Mr. Drummond, that there was no 
Impediment whatever to the imniediate Reception 
of the Neapolitan Troops, and that their Quartern 
would be prepared accordingly ; the Underfigned: 
has the Honor to ftate this to M. Otto as the moft 
fadsfk&ory Anfwer which he can give to his Note. 
It is probable, therefore, that the Troops of His Si- 
cilian Majefly are already embarked and on their 
Paffage ; but to prevent the Poffibility of any unne- 
ceflary Delay or Mifconception, the moft explicit In- 
ftrufdons will be immediately forwarded to Mr.

cO long as Swi0erIand was occupied by the French 
Armies, the Wilhcs of the People could never 
be finely manifefted. The petty Revolutiwis which 
took place in the Government were the mere Tpcka 
of certain Fa£dons, in which the Nation at large 
look but ft very trifling Intereft. Scarcely did Swif- 
isathuod think herl^f independant when ihe was de» 
iirous of returning to her ancient Inftirutions, ren<* 
deried flail dearer to her by ber late Bdisfortunes^ and 
the arbilrary Ads of the Government fumiihed her 
with the Means of doing fo. Almoft the Whdb^ 
of Swi&pland^ with unexampled Unanimity and 
Moderation, ftook off the Yoke. The Cantons 
fermed ihemfelves into Conftituent Bodies; and 
Twelve of the Thfrtecn Cantons of Swifferland fent 
tbeiir Reprefentatives to thie Diet of Schwitz, in 
order thereto oTganize a cenfiraT Power which might 
]^ acceptabk' ta the neighbouring Pbwefs. 

The Ariftocratical Cantons renounced theii* ex- 
clufive Rights ; tfaf Fay s d^ V^dwas left at li- 

bertv 
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bertjr to form its own Conftitution, as well "as Thur- 
govia and the other new Cantons. 

The Government having taken Refuge at Lati- 
fanne» was by no Means fecure there, notwithftand- 
ing its regular Troops j perhaps even at the prefent 
Moment it no longer exifts. 

Who would not have thought that according to 
the Stipulation of the Treaty of Luneville, which 
grants Independance to Swiflerland, and the Right 
of choofing its own Government, every Thing was 
fettled, and that this Nation might fee its former 
Happinefs and Tranquillity revive? 

Who could have thought that the Firft Conful 
would have iifued fuch a Decree as that of the 8 th 

Vendemiaire ( ) ? 

Is an independant Nation to be thus treated? 
Should Bonaparte perfifl: in his Determination, and 
the other Powers fliould not interpofe in our Fa. 
jvour, it only rem^s for us either to bury ourfelvcs 
in the Ruins of our Houfes, although without Hope 
of Refiftance, exhaufted as we arc by the Coloflus 
who is about to overwhelm us, or to debafe our- 
felves in the Eyes of the whole Univerfe ! 

Will the Government of this generous Nation, 
which has at all Times afforded fo many Proofs of 
the Intereft it takes in the Welfare of the Swifs, do 
nothing for us under Circumftances which are to d&* 
cide, whether we are flill to be ranked amongft 
free People ?

I ORD Hawkeftury has received His Majeft/s 
Commands to commiinicate> through Mr. Otto, 
to'the French Government, the Sentiments of deep 
Regret which have been excited in His Majefty's 
Mind by the Addrefs of the Firft Conful to the Hel- 
vetic People, which was publifhed by Authority in 
the Moniteur of the ift Inftant, and by the Repre- 
.fentations which have been made to His Majefly on 
this Subjed, on Behalf of the Nation whofe Inte- 
refts are fo immediately aflfeded by it. His Ma- 
jefly moli fincerely laments the Convulfions to 
which the Swifs Cantons have for fome Time pafl: 
been expofed j but he can confider their late Exer- 
tions in no other Light than as the lawful Efforts 
of a brave and generous People to recover their 
antient Laws and Government, and to procure the 
Re-eftablifhment of a Syflcra which Experience has 

demonftrated, not only to be favourable to the Main- 
tenance of their domeftic Happinefs, but to be per- 
feaiy confiftent with the Tranquillity and Security 
of other Powers.

confidential Perfon fhould be fent at the pre- 
fenc Moment to Switzerland, in confequence of the 
Communication which he has received from the 
Swifs Confederacy, through their Reprefentative at 
Paris, I am commanded to inform you that He has 
made Choice of you for that Purpofe. 

It is of the utmoft Confequence, confidering the 
Mature of the Bu(inefs with which you are entruC- 
ted, that you ihould lofe no Time in taking your 
departure from hence, and that you fhould make 
every pradicable Exertion to arrive on the Fron- 
tiers of Switzerland with as little Delay as poflible. 
You will inform yourfelf there what is the adual 
Refidence of the Government of the Swifs Con- 
federation, to which you will immediately repair. 
Having taken the proper Means to obtain a confi- 
dential Interview with the Perfons who may be en- 
trufted with the princip^ Direftion of Affairs, you 
will communicate to them a Copy of the Note 
Verbale which I delivered to M. Otto, and which 
is herewith indofed ; and you will take every Op- 
portunity of imprefTing upon their Minds the deep 
Intcreft which His Majefty takes in the Succefs of 
their Exertions. You will flate to them, that. His 
Majefty entertains Hopes, that His Reprefentation 
to the French Government may have the EfTecl 
of inducing the Firft Conful to abandon his In-

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tention of compelling the Swifs Nation by Force 
to renounce that Syftem of Government under 
which they had fo long profpercd, and to which 
they appear to be almoft unanimoufly anxious to 
return. In this Event His Majefty will feel himfelf 
bound to abftain from all Interference on His Pare ; 
it being His earneft Defire that the Swifs Nation 
flioiild be left at Liberty to r^ulate their own in* 
tetnal Concerns, without the Interpofition of any 
Foreign Power. If, however, contrary to His Ma* 
jefty's Expeftations, the French Government fhould 
perfiil in the Syftem of Coercion, announced in 
the Proclamation of the Firft Conful, inferted in 
the Moniteur of the lil Inilant, you will, in that 
Cafe, inform yourfelf, by every Means in your 
Power, of the Difpofition of the People at large of 
the Swifs Confederacy, and particularly of thofe 
teho have the Direftion of their Affairs, and of 
thofe who poffefs the greateft Share of Influence 
amongft them, to perfevere in the Defence of their 
Rights, and in the Maintenance of the Syftem they 
have adopted. You will like wile enquire into the 
Means of Defence of which they may be poffefled, 
and of the Probability of their being exerted with 
Succefs. You will on no Account encourage them 
to perfevere in aSive Meafures of Refiftance which 
they are not themfelves deflrous to adopt, or which 
they may believe are unlikely to be ultimately effec* 
cual.

Opinion that from the Union that fubiifts amongfl: 
the People, and from their Zeal and Enthufiafm in 
the Caufe in which they are engaged^ they are finally 
refolved at all Hazards to refift the threatened At- 
tempt of the French Government to interpofe by 
Force of Arms, in the Settlement of their internal 
Concerns ; you will then immediately communi- 
cate, in Confidence, to the Swifs Government, that

I have fumifiied you with a Cypher and Decy-

will avoid their paffing through any Part of the 
French Republic. 

As it is poffible that previous to your Arrival in

DiflFerence. however, that the one arigi^ 

nated with himfelf, and was di£tafed by hi& Anxiety 

to do away every Thing which might feed the inu- 

tual Irritation of the two Countries ; and the other 

by the exprefe Order of the Firft ConfuL Thafi 

which came from himfelf related to the £ngU(h 

Newfpapers, againfl: whiich he pronounced a moft 

bitter Philippic, affuring me that the Firft Conful 

was extremely hurt to find that his Endeavours to 

conciliate had hitherto produced no other Eflfeft 

than to increafe the Abuf^ with which the Papers 

in England continually loaded him. He expatiated 

much upon this Topic, and endeavoured to efta^ 

bliih a Faft, which I affured him a Reference ta any 

one Newipaper in Paris would inftantly refute, that 

during Four Months not a Word of Provocation 

liad appeared in any French Journal, which could 

juftify a Retort from thofe publifhed in England, 

For the reft he advanced nothing but what has been

1ii4nch yoiir Lprdihip for, Inftance might give to one 
F^per rather than to another, by fending to it any 
Ardcles of News which it might be wiflied to make 
public ; but that your Lordfliip's Influence went no 
further ; and that if the Editpr of fuch a Paper con- 
ceived it more for his Intereft to continue to write 
after his own Fancy and uncontrouled^ than to be 
the Publifher of fuch pccalional Articles, in that 
Cafe all Influence was at an End.

He perfifted in his Opinion, that Vds 
Majefty's Minifters might keep certain Papers ki 
Order, as I did in affuring him, that until the Firft 
Conful could fo far mailer his Feelings as to be as 
indiflFeretlt to the Scurrility of the Englifli Prints, as 
the Eiigliih Government was to that which daily 
appealed in the French, this State of Irritatioh^was 
irremediable. I told him liowever, that I would re- 
■port (he Subftance of this Communication to your 
Lordfliip, although I could aflure him that your 
liOrdfliip could add nothing to the Explanation 
Ullrich had been given, and in fuch Detail by Mr. 
Alerry from your Lordfhip. 

M. Talleyrand, with great Solemnity, reqiiired 
of me to inform him, and this by the exprefs Order 
of the Firft Conful, what were His Majefty's Inten- 
tions with regard to the Evacuation of Malta. He 
again on this Occafion made, great Profeffions qf 
his fmcere Dcfire to fct afide every Thing which 
could interrupt the good Underftanding between 
the two Governments ; adding, that it was abfo- 
lutely neceffary that the French Government Ihould 
know what it was meant to do, when that Claufe 
in the Treaty of Ajniens, which ftipulates the Cef- 
fion of Malta, ihould be fully accomplifihed. He

vitcd fo to do, with the Exception of Ruffia, whofe 
Difficulties it was eafy to remove, and without 

whom 
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whom the Guaranty would be equally complete, 
were ready to come forward ; and that confe- 
quently the Term would very foon arrive, when 
Great Britain could have no Pretext for keeping 
longer Pofleilioh. I informed him that I would 
r^rt his Converfation to your Lordfhip, and 
would have the Honor of commimicating to him 
your Lordfliip's Aniwer as foon as I could re-

iN Anfwer to Your Excellency's Difpatch of Ja- 
nuary 17, relative to the Enquiry made of you,, by 
the French Government, on the Subjeft of Malta^ 
I can- have no Difficulty in afluring you, that His 
Majefly has entertained a mofl^ fincere Defire that 
the Treaty of Amiens^might be executed in a full 
and complete Manner ; but it has not been pofCble 
for him to confider this Treaty as having been 
founded on Principles different from thofe which 
have been invariably applied to every other antece- 
dent Treaty or Convention, namely, that they were 
negotiated with Reference to the adual State of 
Poffeffion of the different Parties, and of the Trea- 

^ ties 
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ties or public Engajg^meiUs by which they we^ 
bound at the Time of its Conclufion ; and th^t i£ 
that State of Pofieffion, and of Engajgcment j, wai 
ft) materially altered by the A£l of either of ^t 
Parties as to affed the Nature 6f the Comp^dk^itfelf^ 
the other Party has a Right, according to the Law 
of Nations, to interfere for the Purpofe of obsaino 
ing Satisfadion or Compenfation for any eOentiat 
Difference which fuch Ads may have fubfequ^tly 
made in their relative Situation ; that if there ever 
was a Cafe to which this Principle might be applied 
with peculiar Propriety, it was that of ^e latt 
Treaty of Peace; fof the Negotiation was con- 
duced on a Balis not merely propofed by His Ma* 
jefty, but fpecially agreed to in an ofEcial Note by 
the French Government, viz. that His Majefty 
fliould keep a Compenfation out of His Conquefb 
for the important Acquifitions of Territory made by 
France upon the Continent, This is a fufficient 
Roof that the Compaft was underftood to have 
been concluded with Reference to the then exift-» 
ing State of Things j for the Meafiire of His Ma- 
jefty*s Compenfation was to be calculated with Re-^ 
ference'to the Acquifitions of France at that Time i 
and if the Interference of the French Government 
in the general Aflairs of Europe, fmce that Pe* 
riod ; if their Inteipofition with refpefl: to Switzfer-^ 
land and Hollaiid, whofe Independence was guaran- 
teed by them at the Time of the Conclufion of 
the Treaty of Peace; if the Annexations which 
have been made to France in various Quarters, but 

particularly 
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particularly thofe in Italy, have extended the Ter- 
ritory and increafed the Power of the French Go- 
vernment^ His Majefty would be warranted, confift- 
ently with the Spirit of the Treaty of Peace, in 
claiming Equivalents for thefe Acquifitions, as a 
Counterpoife to the Augmentation of the Power of 
France. His Majefty, however,, anxious to prevent 
a,ll Ground of Mifunderftanding, and defirous of 
cqnfolidating the general Peace of Europe, as far 
as might be in His Power, was willing to have 
waived the Pretenfions He might have a Right to 
advance of this Nature \ and as the other Articles 
of the Definitive Treaty have been in a Courfe of 
Execution on His Part, fo He would have been 
ready to have carried into EfFe6k the true Intent and 
Spirit of the loth Article, the Execution of which, 
according to its Terms, had been rendered imprac- 
ticable by Circumftances which it was not In His. 
Majcfty's Power to controul. A Communication 
to your Lordfliip would accordingly have been pre- 
pared conformably to this Difpofition, if the Atten- 
tion of His Majefly's Government had not been at- 
trafted by the very extraordinary Publication of the 
Report of Colonel Sebaftiani to the Firft ConfuL. 
It is impoiEble for His Majefty to view this Report 
in any other Light than as an official Publication ;. 
for without referring particularly to Explanations 
which have been repeatedly given upon the Subjeft 
of Publications in the Moniteur, the Article in 
Queftion, as it purports to be the Report to the 

. H . Firft 
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Firft Cohful of an accredited Agent, as it appears 
to have been figned by Colonel Sebaftiani himfelf, 
and as it is publiflied in the official Paper, with an 
official Title affixed to it, muft be confidered as au- 
thorized by the French Government. This Re- 
port contains the moft unjuftifiable Infinuations 
and Charges againft the Officer who commanded 
His Forces in Egypt, and againfl the Britifli Army 
in that Quarter, Infinuations and Charges wholly 
deftitute of Foundation, and fuch as would warrant 
His Majefty in demanding that Satisfaftion, which, 
on Occafions of this Nature, independent Powers 
in a State of Amity have a Right to expedl from 
each other. It difclofes, moreover. Views in the 
higheft Degree injurious to the Interefts of His 
Majefty's Dominions, and diredtly repugnant to, 
and utterly inconfiftcnt with, the Spirit and Letter 
of the Treaty of Peace concluded between His Ma- 
jefty and the French Government ; and His Majefty 
would feel that He was wanting in a proper Regard 
to the Honor of His Crown, and to the Interefts 
of His Dominions, if He could fee with Indifference 
fuch a Syftem developed and avowed. His Majefty 
cannot, therefore, regard the Condud of the French 
Government on various Occafions fince the Con- 
clufion of the Definitive Treaty, the Infinuations and 
Charges contained in the Report of Colonel Sebaf- 
:^ tiani, and the Views which that Report difclofes, 
without feeling it neceffary for him diftinftly to 
declare, that it will be impoffible for Him to enter 

into 
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iuto any further Difcuffion relative to Malta, unlefs 
he receives fatisfaftory Explanation on the Subjeft 
of this Communication.

I HAVE the Honor to acquaint your Lordfliip, 
that I law M. de Talleyrand on Tuefday laft, for 
the Purpofc of carrying into EflFca your Lordlhip's 
Inftru£Uons of the 9th Inftant. I began by telling 
him that I had nothing new to communicate to 
him ; but merely to confirm oiGcially that virhich I 
had ahready from myfelf premifed. I did not how- 
ever pafs over with the fame Indifference, the Ar- 
guments with which your Lordfhip has furnifhed 
me. I recapitulated them all; the Principle on 
which the Treaty of Amiens was founded ; and the 
Right which naturally arofe from that Principle, of 
Interference on our Part for the Purpofe of obtaih- 
ing Satisfaction or Compenfation, ibr any efTential

Differences which may have arifen m the relative 
Situation of the Two Countries. linftanced the 
Cafes, beginning with Italy and concluding with 
Switzerland, in which the Territory or Influence of 
France had been extended fubfequent to the Treaty 
of Amiens^ 

I reprcfented to him that this Principle of Com- 
penfation had been fiiUy and formally admitted by 
the French Government, in the Courfe of the Ne- 
gotiation at Amiens. I then told him that not- 

withflanding the indifputable Right which His Ma- 
jefty might have derived of claiming fome Coun- 
terpoife for fuch Acquifitibns, Inftruflions would 
have been given me, by which I fhould have been 
empowered to declare His Majefty's Readinefs to 
carry into EffeQ: the full Intent of the Tenth Article 
^ of the Treaty, if the Attention of His Majefty's Go- 
vernment had not been roufed by the official Pub-. 
Kcation of Colonel Sebaftiani's Report to the Firft 
Conful. It was ufelefs to recapitulate the Particu- 
lars of this very extraordinary Report 5 but I ap- 
pealed to him whether it was not of a Nature, ex- 
clufive of the perfonal Allulions it contained, to ex- 
cite the utmoft Jealoufy in the Minds of His Ma- 
jefty's Minifters, and to demand on their Part 
every Meafure of Precaution. I concluded with the 
diftind Declaration, that it was ImpofTible for His 
Majefty to enter into any further Difcuffion relative 
to Malta, unlefs He receives fatisfadory Explana- 
tions on the Subjeftof the Firft Conful's Views. 

M. de 
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M. dc Talleyrand in his Reply, did not attempt 
to difpute the Drift of my Argument. He admitted, 
with an affefted Tone of Candour, that the Jealoufy 
we felt on the Score of Egypt, with a View to our 
Po&dions in India, was natural. But he could not 
admit that any Thing had appeared in the Conduft 
of the French Government in Juftificatioqi of the 
Alarm we expreffed.- After repeating what he had 
faid to me in a former Converfation on the Subjeft 
of Sebaftiani's Miffion, which he afferted to be 
ftri£lly commercial^ he expatiated at great Length 
on the fincere Defire of the Firft Conful to main- 
tain inviolable the Peace which had been fo lately 
concluded; adding, that the Situation of the 
French Finances was fuch, that were not this Defire 
of Peace in the Firft Conful an Effefl: of Syftem, 
it would be moft imperioufly dictated to him by the 
total Impolfibility in which this Country found itfelf 
of carrying ou that extenfive State of Warfare, 
which even a partial Rupture would naturally lead 
tot He txpreSkd great Surprize, therefore, that 
aajr Su^cion fhould attach, when the Means of 
difturbing the public Tranquillity were, as muft 
be well known in England, fo completely want- 
ing ; and defired to knpw wh^t w?is the Nature and 
Degree of Satisfaftion which His Majefty would 
reqmre. On this I told him, that I could not pre- 
ten4 to fay by what Means tbofe Apprehcnfions, 
which the Condud of this Government had raifed 
in England, were to be allayed ; but I could affure 
\m^ that in the Difcuflion of them, we fhould be 
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animated folely by a fincere Dcfire to be con- 
vinced of the Truth of his Affertions, fince on that 
depended the Peace and Happinefs of Europe. I 
took this Opportunity of affuring hhn, that although, 
according to his Statement of the Situation of 
France, we might poffels in a greater Degree the 
Means of fupporting the Expence of a War, fince 
thofe Means arofc from Sources which even a State 
of Warfare did not dry up, yet fuch was His Ma- 
jefty's fincere Defire of maintaining Peace, that 
nothing but abfolute and unavoidable Neceffity 
would ever induce Him to deprive His Subjeds of 
the Bleflings which they begin to enjoy.

ik/rY laft Difpatch, in which I gave your Lordfhip 
an Account of my Conference with M. dc 
Talleyrand, was fcarcely gone, when I received s^ 
Note from him, informing me that the Firft Con- 
ful wifhed to converfe with me, and defired I would 
come to him at the Thuilleries at Nine o' Clock. 
He received me in his Cabinet, with tolerable Cor- 
diality, and, after talking on different Subjects for a 
few Minutes, he defired me to fit down, as he him- 
felf did on the other Side of the Table, and began. 
He told me, that he felt it neceflary after what had 
pafled between me and M. de Talleyrand that he 
* ihould, in the moft clear and authentic Manner, 

make 
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make known his Sentiments to me in order to their 
being communicated to His Majefty ; and he con- 
ceived this would be more effeftually done by him- 
fclf than through any Medium whatever. He faid, 
that it was a Matter of infinite Difappointment to 
Jiim, that the Treaty of Amiens, inftead of being fol- 
lowed by Conciliation and Friendfliip, the natural 
Effeds of Peace, had been produdiive only of con- 
linual and increafing Jealoufy and Miftruft ; and 
that this Miftruft was now avowed in fuch a Man- 
ner as muft bring the Point to an Iffue. 

He now enumerated the feveral Provocations 
which he pretended to have received from England. 
He placed in the Firft Line our not evacuating 
Malta and Alexandria as we were bound to do by 
Treaty. In this he faid that no Confideration on 
Earth fhould make him acquiefce ; and of the Two 
he had rather fee us in Poffeffion of the Fauxbourg 

St. Antoine than Malta. He then adverted to the 
Abufe dirpwn out againft him in the Englifh pub^ 
jic Prints ; but thi$ he faid^ he did not fo much re- 
gard as that which appeared in the French Papers 
pubUfhed in London. This he confidered as much 
more pfiifchievous, fmce it was meant to excite this 
Country againft him and his Government. He com^ 
plained of the Protedion given to Georges and 
others of his Defcription, who inftead of being fent 
to Canada, as had been repeatedly promifed, were 
permitted to remain in England, handfomely peur 
fioned, and conftantly committing all Sorts of Crimes 
(On th^ Coafts of France, as well as in the Interior. 
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In Confirmation of this, he told me, that Two Men 
had within thefe few Days been apprehended i» 
Normandy, and were now on their Way to Paris, 
who were hired Affaffins, and employed by the Bi- 
fhop of Arras, by the Baron de Rolie, by Georges, 
and by Dutheii, as would be fully proved in a Court 
of Juflicc, and made known to the World. 

He acknowledged, that the Irritation he felt 
againft England increafed daily, becaufe every Wind 
(I make ufe as much as I can of his own Ideas and 
Expreflions) which blew from England brought nor 
thing but Enmity and Hatred againft him. 

He now went back to Egypt, and told me, that 
if he had felt the fmalleft Inclination to take Poffef- 
fion of. it by Force, he might have done it a Month 
ago, by fending Twenty-five thoufand Men to Abou- 
kir, who would have poffeffed. themfelves of the 
whole Country in Defiance of the Four thoufand 
Britifh in Alexandria. That inftead of that Garri- 
fon being a Means of proteffing Egypt, it was only 
fumifhing him with a Pretence for invading it. 
Tiushe Jbguld nat do^ whatever might be his Dejire 
to have it as a Colony y becaufe he did not think it 
worth the Rijk of a War^ in which be mighty perhaps ^ 
he con/idered as the Aggreffor^ and by which hefhould 
lofs more than he could gain^ fmce fooner or later 
Egypt would belong to France, either by the falling to 
Pieces of the Turkijh Empire^ or byfome Arrangement 
with the Porte. 

As a Proof of his Defire to maintain Peace, he 
wifhed to know what he had to gain by going to 

War 
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War with England. A Defcent was the only Means 
of OflFcncc he had, and that he was determined to 
attempt, by putting himfelf at the Head of the Ex- 
pedition. But how could it be fuppofed, that after 
having gained the Height on which he flood, he 
would riik his Life and Reputation in fuch a ha- 
zardous Attempt, unlefs forced to it by Neceffity, 
when the Chances were that he and the greateft 
Part of the Expedition would go to the Bottom of 
the Sea. He talked much on this Subjefl:, but never 
aSeded to diminifli the Danger. He acknowledged 
that there were One hundred Chances to One 
againft him ; but flill he was determined to attempt 
it, if War ihoutd be the Confequence of the pre- 
fent DtTcuiSon ; and that fuch was the Difpofition 
of the Troops that Army after Army would be found 
for the Enterprize. 

He then expatiated much on the natural Force of 
the Two Countries. France with an Army of Four 
hundred and eighty thoufai^d Men, for to this 
Amount, it is, he faid, to be immediately completed^ 
all ready for the mofl: defperate Enterprizes ; and 
^England v^dth a Fleet that made her Miftrefs of the 
Seas, and which he did not think he (hould be able 
to equal in lefs than Ten Years. Two fuch Coun- 
tries by a pjToper Underftanding might govern the 
World, but by their Strifes might overturn it. He 
faid, that if he had not felt the Enmity of the Bri- 
tifh Government on every Occafion fince the Treaty 
of Amiens, there would have been nothing that he 
would not have done to prove his Defire to conr- 
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ciliate ; F^tidpadon in Indemnities a8 well as in 
Influence on the Continent ; Treaties of Commerce, 
in fliort,. any Thing that could have given Satisfac- 
tion, and have teftified his Friendfhip. Nothing, 
however, had been able to conquer the Hatred of 
the Britifh Government, and therefore it was now 
come to the Point, whether we fhould have Peace 
or War. To preferve Peace, the Treaty of Amiens 
muft be fulfilled ; the Abufe in the public Prints, if 
not totally fuppreflcd, at lead kept within Bounds, 
and confined to the Englilh Papers; and the Protec- 
tion fo openly given to his bittereft Enemies (allud- 
ing to Georges and Pcrfons of that Defcription) muft 
be withdrawn. If war, it was neceflary only to fay 
fo, and to refufe to fulfil the Treaty. He now made 
the Tour of Europe to prove to me, that in its pre- 
^fent State, there was no Power with which we could 
coalefce for the Purpofe of making War againft 
France ; confequently it was our Intereft to gain 
Time, and if we had any Point to gain, renew the 
War when Circumftanccs were more favourable. 
He faid, it was not doing him Juftice to fuppofe, 
that he conceived himfelf above the Opinion of his 
Country or of Europe. He would not rilk uniting 
Europe againft him by any violent Aft of Aggref- 
fion J neither was he fo powerful in France as to 
perfuade the Nation to go to War unlefs on good 
Grounds. He faid, that' he had not chaftifed the 
Algerines, from his Unwillingnefs to excite the Jea- 
loufy of pthel* Powers, but he hoped that England, 
Ruflia, and Franpe would One Day feel that it was 

their 
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tfidr Intereft to deftroy fuch a Neft of Thieves, and 
■ force Acm to live rather by cultivating their Land 
than by Pkmder. 

In the little I fisdd to him, for he gave me in the 
Gourfe of Two Hours but very few Opportunities 
rf laying a Word, I confined myfelf ftriftly to the 
Tenor of your Lordfliip's Inftrudions. I urged them 
in the fame Manner as I had done to M. de Tal- 
leyrand, and dwelt as flrongly as I could on the 
Senfation which the Publication of Sebafliani's Re- 
port had created in England, where the Views of 
France towards Egypt muft always command the 
utmofl Vigilance and Jealoufy. He maintained that 
what ought to convince us of his Defire of Peace, 
was on the one Hand the little he had to gain by re- 
newing the War, and on the other the Facility with 
which he might have taken PoffefTion of Egypt 
with the very Ships and Troops which were now 
goong from the Mediterranean to St. Domingo, and 
that with the Approbation of all Europe, and more 
particularly of the Turks, who had repeatedly in- 
vited him to join with them for the Purpofe of 
fordng us to evacuate their Territory. 

I do not pretend to follow the Arguments of the 
. Firfl Conful in Detail ; this would be impofiible, 
from the vafl Variety of Matter, which he took Oc« 
cafion to introduce. His Purpofe was evidently to 
convince me that on Malta muft depend Peace or 
War, and at the fame Time to imprefs upon my 
Mind a fbx)ng Idea of the Means he poffefTed of 
Snnoying us at Home and. Abroad, 

With 
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With regard .to the Mlftruft and Jealoufy which 
he fiid conftantly prevailed fince the Conclufion of • 
the Treaty of Amiens, I obferved that after a War 
of fuch long Duration, fo full of Rancour, and 
carried on in a Manner of which Hiftory has no 
Example, it was but natural that a confiderable De- 
gree of Agitation (hould prevail ; but this, like the 
Swell after a Storm, would gradually fubfide, if not 
kept up by the Policy of either Party ; that I would 
not pretend to pronounce which had been the Ag- 
greflbr in the Paper War of which he complained, 
and which was ftill kept up, though with this Dif- 
ference, that in England it was independent of Go- 
vernment, and in France its very A£t and Deed. 
To this I added, that it muft be admitted that we 
had fuch Motives of Miftruft againft France as could 
not be alleged againfl us, and I was going to iUf 
fiance the Acceffion of Territory and Influence 
gained by France fince the Treaty, when he inter- 
rupted me by faying, I fuppofe you mean Piedmont 
and Switzerland ; *' ce font des Bagatelles :** and it 
piuft have been forefeen whilft the Negotiation was 
pending ; " Vous n'avez pas le Droit d'en parler a 
cette Heure/' I then alleged as a Caufe of Miftruft 
and of Jealoufy, the Impoflibility of obtaining Juftice 
or any Kind of Redrefs for any of His Majefty's 
Subjects. He alked me in what Refpeft : and I 
told him that fince the figning of the Treaty, not 
one Britifh Claimant had been fatisfied, although 
every Frenchman of that Defcription had been fo 
within One Month after that Period ; and that fince 
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I had been here, and I could fay as much of my 
Predeceffors, not one fatisfaftory Anfwer had been 
obtained to the innumerable Reprefentations which 
we had been under the Neceffity of making in Fa- 
vour of Britifh Subjefts and Property detained in 
the feveral Ports of France and elfewhere, without 
even a Shadow of Juftice : Such an Order of 
Things, I {aid} was not made to infpire Confidence ; 
but, on the contrary, muft create Miftruft. This, 
he faid, mufl be attributed to the natural Difficulties 
attending fuch' Suits, when both Parties thought 
themfelves right ; but he denied that fuch Delays 
could proceed from any Difmclination to do what 
was juA and right. With regard to the Penfions 
which were granted to French or Swifs Individuals, 
I obferved that they were given as a Reward for 
paft S«:vices during the War, and moll certainly 
not for prefent ones, and ftill lefs for fuch as had 
been infinuated, of a Nature repugnant to the Feel- 
ings of every Individual in England, and to the 
univerfally acknowledged Loyalty and Honour of 
ihe Britiih Government. That as for any Participa«> 
tion of Indemnities, or other Acceflions which His 
Majefty might have obtained, I could take upon 
myfelf to aflure him that His Majeily's Ambition 
lecUbim rather to preferve than to acquire. And 
tKar; with regard to the moft propitious Moment 
for renewing Hoftilities, His Majefty, whofe fin«- 
cere Defire it was to continue the Bleffings of Peace 
to His Subjefts, would always confider fuch a Mea- 
fure as the greateft Calamity ; but that if His Ma- 
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« 

jefty was fo deiirous of Peace, it muft not be im- 
puted to the Difficulty of obtaming Allies ; and the 
lefs fo, as thofe Means which it might be neceflfary 
to afford fuch Allies, for perhaps inadequate Ser- 
▼ices, would all be concentrated in England, and 
give a proportionate Increafe of Energy to our own 
Exertions. 

At this Part of the Converfation he rofe from 
his Chair, and told me that he fhould give Orders 
ta General Andreoffy to enter on the Difcuffion of 
this Bufmefs with your Lordihip ; *but he wiflied 
that I ihould at the fame Time be made acquainted 
with his Motives and convinced of his Sincerity ra* 
ther from himfelf than from his Minifters. He then, 
after a Converfation of Two Hours, duiing the great- 
dt Part of which he talked inceflantly, converted 
fpr a few Moments on indifferent Subjefts^ in ap- 
parent good Humour, and retired. 

Such was nearly, as I can recolleft, the Purport 
of this Conference. 

It muft however be obferved that he did not, as M» 
Talleyrand had done, afied to attribute Colonel Set 
baftiani's Miilion to commercial Motives only, but as 
One rendered neceffary in a Military Point of View, 
by the Infradion by us of the Treaty of Amiens.

P. S. This Converfation took place on Friday 
laft, and this Morning I faw M. de Talleyrand. 
He had been with the Firft Conful after I left hiin, 

and 
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and he alTured me that he had been very well fatis- 
fied with the Franknefs with which I had made my 
Obfervations on what fell from him. I told him, 
that without entering into any farther Detail, what 
I had faid to the Plrft Conful amounted to an Affur- 
ance, of what I truftcd there could be no Doubt, 
of the Readinefs of His Majefty's Minifters to re- 
move all Subjeds of Difcuffion, where that could 
be done without violating the Laws of the Country, 
and to fulfil ftriftly the Engagements which they had 
contraded, in as much as that could be reconciled 
with the Safety of the State. As this applied to 
Malta and Egypt, he gave me to underftand that 
a Projeft was in Contemplation, by which the In- 
tegrity of the Turkifh Empire would be fo effec- 
tually fecured as to do away every Caufe of Doubt 
or Uneafinefs, cither with regard to Egypt or any 
Part of the Turkifh Dominions. He could not then, 
he laid, explain himfelf farther. Under thefe Cir- 
cumftances no one can expeft that we fhould re* 
linquifli that Affurance which we have ux Hand, 

till fomething equally fatisfadory is propofed and 
adopted. .

vOUR Excellency's Difpatch, of February aiff^ 

has been receired, and laid before the King. 
I have great Satisfa^on in communicating to you 
His Majefty's entire Approbation of the able and 
judicious Manner in which you appear to have ex- 
ecuted the Inftruftions which I garc to you in my 
Difpatch of the 9th Inftant. 

The Account you have given of your Interview 
with the Firft Conful, is in every Refpefl: impor- 
tant. 

It is unneceflary for me to remark on the TTone 
and Temper in which the Sentiments of the Firft 
Conful appear to have been exprcffed, or to offer 
any Obfervations in Addition to thofe fo properly 
made by your Excellency at the Time, upon feveral 
of the Topicks which were brought forward by 
the Firft Conful in the Courfe of your Converfa- 
tion ; I fliall therefore content myfelf with refer* 
ring your Excellency to my Difpatch to Mr. Merry 
of Auguft 28, 1802, in which the Subjedt of the 
Complaints of the French Government, refpedUng 
the Freedom of the Prefs, the Emigrants, &c., are 
particularly difcuffed. I cannot however avoid no- 
ticing, that nothing approaching to Explanation or 
Satisfaftion is ftated to have been thrown out by 
the Firft Conful, in Anfwer to the juft Reprefenta- 
lions and Complaints of His Majefty, in confe- 
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^ilence of the uiiwaitantable Infiniiatibns and 
Charges contained in Colonel Sebaftiani's Report 
againft His Majefty's Government,— the Officer 
fcommanding His Forces in Egypt j and His Army 
in that Quarter : But that on the other Hand, the 
Language of the Firft Conful has tended to ftrength- 
en and confirm the Sufpieions which that Publica- 
tion was peculiarly calculated to excite. 

I fhall now proceed to give you fome farther Irl- 
ftruftions on the Language which it may be proper 
for yoii to hold refpefldng the Charge which has 
been advanced againft His Majefty'^s Government^ 
of their Unwillingnefs to fulfil the Treaty of 
Amiensi The Treaty of Amiens has been in a 
Cdurfe of Execution, on the Part of His Majefty* 
in every Article in which, according to the Spirit 
of that Treaty, it has been found capable of Exe- 
cution. There cannot be the leaft Doubtj that 
Egypt is at this Time completely evacuated. The 
l)elay which had arifen in the Evacuation of Alex- 
andria, was owing to accidental Circumftances, the 
Particulars of which were explained to you in my 
Difpatch of the 30th November laft; and I had 
every Reafon to believe, from the Communication 
I had with General Andreofly on the Subject, that 
the French Government were perfedly fatisfied with 
the' Explanation which he was authorized at the 
Time to give them refpefting ir^ 

With- regard to that Article of the Treaty which 

I'elateis to . Malta, ' the Stipulations contained in it 

(owing to Circumftances which it was not in the 

* ■ I Power 
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Power of His Majefly to controul), have not been 
found capable of Execution, The Refufal of 
Ituffia to accede to the Arrangement, except on 
Condition that the Malrefe Langue fliould be abo*- 
lifhed ; — the Silence of the Court of Berlin with 
rcfped to the Invitation that haa been made to it, 
in confequence of the Treaty, to become a gua- 
rantying Power J — the Abolition of the Spanifh 
Priories, in Defiance of the Treaty to which the 
King of Spain was a Party ;— the Declaration of 
the Portuguefe Government of thdr Intention to 
fequeflrate the Property of the Portuguefe Priory, 
as forming a Part of the Spanifh Langue, unlefs 
the Property of the Spanifti Priories is reftored to 
theni ; — the Non-eleftion of a Grand Mafter :— 
Thefe Circumftances would have been fufficient, 
without any other fpecial Grounds, to have war- 
r^ted His Majefty in fufpending the Evacuation of 
the Ifland, until fome new Arrangement could be 
adjufte4 for it's Security and Independence. 6ut 
when it is confidqred how greatly the Dominion, 
pQwer, and Influence of France have of late been 
eitmdpij His Majefty muft fed, that He has aa 
inconteftible Right, conformably to the Principle^ 
cm which the Treaty of Peace was negociated and 
concluded, to demand additional Securities in any 
liew Arrangement which it might be neceffary to 
make vrith a View pf effeding the real Objeds of 
that Treaty. And thefe Confiderarions, fufficient 
us they might be in themfelves to juftify the Line 
«f Qon4u^ whi^h His Majefty had determined tQ 

adopts 



adopt, have received additional Force from the 
Views which have been recently and unrefervedly 
manifefted by the French Government, refpefting 
the Turkifh Dominions, and the Iflands in the 
Adriatic fund which have been in a great Degree 
admitted by the Firji Confulj in his Interview with 
pur Excellency)^ — Views which are direftty repug* 
nant, not only to the Spirit, but to the Lettet of the 
Treaty of Amiens. 

From the Poftfcript in your Excellency's Letter^ 
it appears that a Projed was in Contemplation, by 
which, according to the Declaration of Mr. Talley- 
rand, the Integrity of the Turkifh Territory would 
be fecured fo as to do away every Caufe of Doubt 
or Uneafinefs either with regard to Egypt or to any 
other Part of the Turkifh Dominions. His Majefty 
Will confider the Communication of fuch a Projeft 
^ indicating a Difpofition on the Part of the French 
Government, to afford him Explanation and Satis- 
faftion relpefting fome of the Points which have 
beeQ the Subjed: of His Reprefentations. But after 
all that has paffed. His Majefly cannot confent that 
ffis Troops fhould evacuate the Ifland of Malta, 
until fubflantial Security has been provided for thofe 
©bjeds, which, under the prefent Circumflances, 
might be materially endangered by their Removal.

T SAW M. de Talleyrand Yefterday, and ac- 
quitted myfelf of your Lordfhip's Inftruftions. 
I recapitulated the feveral Arguments therein con- 
tained, dwelling particularly on the open Avowal 
of the Firft ConfUrs Views in Egypt ; and con- 
cluding with the Refolution of His Majefty not to 
withdraw His Troops from Malta, until fome Secu- 
rity fhould be given, that by fo doing His Majefty 
Ihould not expofe the Safety of His own Do- 
minions. 

He heard me with great Patience, and in Anfwer 
endeavoured, as before, to convince me that there 
was no Reafon whatever for the Apprehenfions 
which we entertained. That it was true, the Ac- 
quifitiun of Egypt had been, and perhaps ftill was, 
a favourite Objeft of the Firft Conful, but that it 
was not fo much fo as to allow him to go to War 
for its Attainment. 

I then told him that what had in a particular Man^ 
ner excited the Attention of your Lordfhip, in my 
laft Report, was the Aflurance he had given me of 
fome Projed being in Contemplation, whereby the 
Integrity of the Turkifh Empire would be fo in- 
fured, in all its Parts, as to remove every Doubt or 
Apprehenfion. I begged hiiri, therefore, to explain 
hiiufclf on this Subjeft, which I conceived to be of 
the utmoft Importance ; lince it was only by fuch 
Mcjaoith^t both Parties could be fatisfied. ' He then 
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gave me to underftand, that what he had termed 
a Projefl: was nothing more than what had been 
exprefled in the Firft Confurs Meffage to the Le- 
giflative Bjdy, when he fays, that there is a French 
Ambaflador at Conftantinoplc, who is charged to 
give every Affurance of the Difpofition of France 
to ftrengthen, inftead of to weaken, that Govern- 
ment. I exprefled a Doubt whether this, or any 
other parole Security, would be confidered as fuffi- 
cient in fuch a Tranfaftion. Hereupon he repeated 
the Queflion — ^What then is the Security which 
you require, and which the Firft Conful can give? 
This, I told him, muft be the Subjeft of the Ncgc- 
tiation on which we were willing to enter ; and I 
trufted that the French Government would bring 
into it the fame Temper, and the fame real Defire 
to conciliate, which was raanifefted by His Majeft^ 
ty^s Miniftcrs. 

M. de Talleyrand now informed me, that the 
Firft Conful had. Five or Six Days ago, ordered 
Inftrufhons to be fent to General Andreofly, by 
which he was to require an immediate and cate- 
gorical Anfwer to the plain Queftion — Whether 
His Majefty would, or would not, caufe Malta to 
•be evacuated by the . Britifh Troops ? That he 
concluded this Communigation was alrejidy n^ade, 
imd that he expefted to learn the Refult of it in. a 
very few Days ; adding, that all the Firft Conful 
wanted was to know precifely on what he had to 
^end.

I could not help lamenting this precipitate Mea^ 
furc, fincc it could anfwer no good Purpofe, and 
would only tend to introduce into the Difcuffion 
lU-humour and offended Dignity, in the Place of 
difpailionate Reafoning, I begged him, however, 
to be prepared, and to prepare the Firft Conful, to 
meet with more Oppofition to his Will than he had 
been accuftomed to on fimilar Occafions, 

I told him, that His Majefly was willing to dif? 
cufs the Point in Difpute with Fairnefs and Can^ 
dour, but certainly never would be intimidated into 
Acquiefcence ; and I repeatedly urged, that if he 
wiihed well to the Peace oif the two Countries, he 
ihould prepare the Fiift Conful for the Confe- 
quences which might naturally be expefted from 
this Step, and thus prevent the Effed of any fud^ 
den Guft of Ill-humour. He was unwilling to ad-» 
mit that there could be any Chance of fatisfying 
the Firft Conful ftiort of a Compliance with his 
Wifhes, founded as he pretended on Good-Faith. 

Our Converfation ended here, and I wait the 
Refult of General Andreoffy's Comniunication ivitlt 
the utnipft Impatience.

In the Interval between the writing and 
the tranfcribing the above Difpatch, I have taken 
another Opportunity of feeing M. de Talleyrand, 
jind I am glad to find, that (for what Purpofe I 
know not]^, he had rep^efcntcd the Inftru£tions to

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General Andreofly as much more abfolute and o£. 
fenfive than they really are. I found him To-day 
entirely difpofed to give me another Opinion, and 
to convince me that the Firft Conful, far from 
ynlhing to carry Matters to Extremity, was de- 
firous to difcufs fairly and without Paffion, a Point, 
wWch he admitted was of Importance to both 
Countries. He repeatedly affured me, that much 
as the Firft Conful might have the Acquifition of 
Egypt at Heart, he would facrifice his own Feelings 
to the Prefervation of Peace ; and henceforth feek 
to augment his Glory, by improving and confoli^ 
dating the internal Situation of the Country, rather 
than by adding to its Pofleffions.

He had hoped that verbal Comniunica«» 
tions would have been fuificieTit to have produced 
iatisfaclory Expofitions, by prepring the Way for 
the mutual Conciliation of Minds and Intereils, ^ 
Condud which ha« been prefcribed to him by his 
ardent Zeal for the Maintenance of HaraK)ny be- 
tween the Two Countries, and of the Peace of Eu* 
ropc» ObjeQis of the Solicitude of the French Go« 
vernment : But the underfigned thinks he can no

longer delay complying with the Inftruftions- he 
had received,, and he has therefore the Honour of 
addreffing.the followmg Obfervations to his Excel* 
lency Lord Hawkefbury, which recal to Recollec- 
tion the Spirit and the leading Features of the verbal 
Communications which he has previoufly made to 
him. 

By the Conditions of the Fourth Paragraph of 
the loth Article of the Treaty of Amiens, the 
Englifh Troops were to evacuate the Ifland of 
jMbdta and its Dependencies Three Months after the 
Exchange of the Ratifications. 

Ten Months have elapfed fince the Ratifications 
have been exchanged, and the Englifh Troops are 
ftill at Malta, 

The French Troops on the contrary, who were to 
evacuate the Neapolitan and Papal States have not 
^ted the Expiration of the Three Months which 
were granted to them to withdraw, and have quitted 
Tsprentum, the Fortifications of which they had re* 
^abliihed, and wherQ they had coUeded loo 
J^eces of Cannon, 

What can be alledged in Juftification of the De- 
lay in evacuating Malta? Has not the Tenth Article 
of the Treaty of Amiens provided for every Thing ? 
And the Neapolitan Troops being arrived, under 
what Pretext do thofe of England ftill remain there? 

Is it bccaufe all the Powers enumerated in the 
6th Paragraph have not yet accepted the Guaranty 
•which is devolved upon them ? But this is not a 
C^oxiditioii that relate? to the Evacuation of the 
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Ifland ; and befides, Ailftria has already fent its Aft 
of Guaranty : Ruffia itfelf has made only a fingle 
Difficulty which is done away by the Acceffion of 
the Firft Conful to the Modifications propofed, 
unlefs indeed England itfelf throws Obftacles in the 
Way, by refufing to accede to the Propofals of 
Ruffia, which after all could not affeft the Engage- 
ments of His Britannic Majefl:y, who, according tp 
the qxprefs Conditions of the Treaty, is to eva- 
cuate the Ifland of Malta within Three Months, 
placing it under the Guard of the Neapofitans, 
who are to garrifon it, until the definitive Arrange* 
ments of the Order are fettled, 
. It (hould therefore feem impoffible, and it would 
be without Example in the Hiftory of Nations, were 
Hi« Britannic Majefiy to refufe to execute a funda- 
mental Article of the Pacification, of the very one, 
which, in the drawing up pf the Preliminaries, was 
f onfidered as the firft, and as requiring to be fettled 
previoufly to every other Point, 

Indeed, the Firft Conful who cordially relies on 
the Intentions of His Britannic Majefty, and cannot 
fuppofe them to be lefs open and generous than 
thpfe with which he is animated, has hitherto been 
unwilling to attribute the Delay of the Evacuation 
of the Ifland of Malta, to any other than to Mari- 
time Circumftances. 

The underfigncd is, therefore, charged to require 
Explanations on this Point, and he is perfuaded that 
the Britifli Miniftry will be the more anxious to fiir- 
nifti fuch ^s will be fatisfaQory, as they muft be 
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fenfible how neceflary they are for the Maintenance 
of Harmony, and how important they are for the 
Honor of the Two Nations. 

The Underfigned avails himfelf of this Oppor- 
tunity to renew to Lord Hawkefbury the Affurances 
of his high Confideration.

TTHE Meffenger Mafon arrived Yefterday Mom- 
ing early, with your Lordfhip's Letter of the 
7th, informing me, that in confequence of the Pre- 
parations in the Ports of France and Holland, 
which, though avowedly intended for Colonial Ser- 
vice, might, in the Event of a Rupture, be turned 
againft fome Part of the Britifli Dominions, His Ma- 
jefty had judged it expedient to fend a Meffage to 
both Houfes of Parliament, recommending, in Terms 
void of Offence, the Adoption of fuch Meafures as 
may be confiftent with the Honour of His Crown, 
and the Security of His Dominions, and at the fame 
Time fuch as will manifeft His Majefty's Difpofition 
for the Prefervation of Peace. 

I beg Leave to return your Lordfhip my Thanks 
for having apprized me of this Circumftance by a 
fpecial Meffenger ; I found, however, on going to 
M. de Talleyrand, at Two 6'Clock, that he was 
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already informed of it. He was jufl fetting out td 
communicate it to the Firft Conful, and appeared 
under confiderable Agitation. He returned with 
toe to his Cabinet, and though he told me he was 
fsdScd for Time, he fufFered me to relate the Cir- 
tamftance without Interruption. I endeavoured to 
make him fenfible that this Meafure was merely 
precautionary, and not in the leall Degree intended 
a$ a Menace. I concluded my Obfervations by re- 
peating that it was merely a Meafure of felf Security, 
founded on the Armaments which were carrying on 
in the Ports of France and Holland, remarking at 
the fame Time, that had not even thefe Armaments 
been as notorious as they were, the very Circum- 
fiance of the Firft Conful's Determination to aug- 
ment fo confiderably his Army in Time of Peace, 
would have been a full and fufEcient Motive for 
fuch a Meafure of Precaution. 

M. de Talleyrand now informed me that he was 
already acquainted with the Bufmefs ; that a Mef- 
fenger had that Morning arrived, who had brought 
him a Copy of the Meflage, which he communi- 
cated to me. I could draw from him no Reply 
whatever to my Obfervations. He confined himfelf 
ftriftly to the Affurance which he has fo repeatedly 
made, that there was no Foundation whatever for 
the Alarm which was felt by His Majefty's Minif- 
ters ; that the Firft Conful was pacific ; that he 
had no Thoughts whatever of attacking His Ma- 
jefty's Dominions,^nlefs forced to do fo by a Com- 
mencement of Homlitics on our Part j that he 
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fhould always confider the Refufal U evacuoH 
Malta as fucb a Commencement of Hq/iilities ; and 
that as we had hitherto hefitated to do fo, he was 
juftified in adopting the Meafures which might 
erantually be neceffary. He difclaimed every Idea 
of the Armaments fitting out in the Dutch Port$ 
having any other Deftination than to the Colonies, 
and concluded that for his Part, he could not com<- 
prehend the Motives which had neceflitated a Re- 
fort to fuch a Meafure on the Part of His Majefty's 
Government, 

He then defired Leave to go to the Firll Conful, 
promifing that he would let me know the Refult 
when we met at Dinner at the Pruflian Minifter's. 
He did not come there till near Seven oXlock, 
and when^we rofe from Dinner, he took me afide, 
a&d informed me, that although the Firft Conful 
had been highly irritated at the unjufl Sufpicion 
which His Majefty's Government entertained, yet 
he would not allow himfelf to be fo far maftered by 
his Feelings, as to lofe Sight of the Calamities which 
the prefent Difcuffion might entail upon Humanity. 
He dwelt much on this Topick, and explained the 
Meafures to which he fliould be obliged to refort ; 
he faid that if England wiflied to ^ifcufs fairly, he 
'^i(hed the fame ; that if England prepared for War 
he would do the fame ; and that if England fliould 
finally determine on Hoftilities, he trufled to the 
Support of the French Nadon in iheCaufe of Ho- 
nour and of Juftice. It was in vain that I repeated 
that England did not wifli for War; that Peace was 

as 
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Sis ncceflafy to us as it could be to France ; that all 
we defired, and all that \ve were contending for^ 
was Security; that every Thing proved to us that 
that Securitv was threatened by the Firft ConfuKs 
Views on Egypt ; and that confequently our Refufal 
to evacuate Malta, was become as much a neceffary 
Meafure of Precaution, as the Defence of any Part 
of His Majefty's Dominions. To this Kind of re^^ 
foning M. de Talleyrand oppofed the Moderation of 

the Firft Conful, his great felf Denial, and his De- 
termination to facrifice even the moft favourite 
Points to his fincere Defire to avoid a Rupture. 

M. de Talleyrand now told me, that, in order to 
facilitate my Communication of the Firft ConfuPs 
Sentiments, he would communicate to me a Papei* 
which he had that Morning drawn up with him $ 
that it was not to be confidered as any Thing ab- 
folutely official ; that it was a Memorandum to affift 
me, but fuch as I might, if I chofe, tranfmit to your 
Lordlhip. I now inclofe it.

In obeying the Commands of His Majefty, by 
returning an OflScial Anfwer to this Note, the Un-

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dcrfigned feels it neceffary for him to do little more 
than repeat the Explanations which have been aU 
ready given on more than One Occafion by himfelf 
verbally to General Andrepfly, and by Lord Whit- 
worth to M. Talleyrand, on the SubjeO: of the 
Note, and of the Points which appear to be con- 
pcfted.with it. He can have no Difficulty in affur- 
ing the Frei^ch Ambaffador, that His Majefly has 
entertained a moft fmcere Defire that the Treaty of 
Amiens might be executed in a full and complete 
Manner ; but it has not been poffible for him to 
confider this Treaty as having been founded on 
Principles different from thofe which have been in- 
variably applied to every other antecedent Treaty cr 
Convention, namely, that they were negotiated with 
Reference to the aftiial State of Foffeffion of the dif- 
ferent Parties, and to the Treaties or fvblic Engage- 
ments by which they were bound at the Time of its 
I Conclufion ; and that if that State of Poffeflioii and 
of Engagements was fo materially altered by the AQ: 
of either tif the Parties as to affeft the Nature of 
the Compaft itfelf, the other Party has a Right, ac- 
cording to the Law of Nations, to interfere for the 
Purpofe of obtaining Satisfadtion or Compenfation 
for any effcntial Difference which fuch A£ts may 
have fubfequently made in their relative Situation; 
that if there ever w*as a Cafe to which this Principle 
might be applied with peculiar Propriety, it was that 
of the Igtc Treaty of Peace ; for the Negotiation 
was conduded on a Bafis not merely propofed by 
His Majefty, but fpecially agreed to, in an Official

Note, by the French Government, viz. thai Hh 
Majejiy Jhould keep a Compenfation out of his Con^ 
que/isfor the important Acquijition of Territory made 
by France upon the Continent, That is a fufEcient 
Proof that the Compaft was underftood to have 
been concluded in Relation to the then exifting 
State of Things; for the Meafure of His Majefty's 
Compenfation was to be calculated with Reference 
to'the Acquifitions of France at that Time ; and if 
the Interference of the French Government in the 
general Affairs of Europe fince that Period; if their 
Intcrpofition with rcfpeft to Switzerland and Hol- 
\ land, whofe Independence was guarantied by them 
at the Time of the Conclulion of the Treaty of 
Peace ; if the Acquifitions which have been made 
by France in various Quarters, but particularly thofc 
in Italy, have extended the Territory and increafed 
the Power of France^ His Majefty would be war- 
ranted, confiftently with the Spirit of tlie Treaty of 
Peace, in claiming Equivalents for thefe Acquifi- 
tions, as a Counterpoife to the Augmentation of the 
Power of France. His Majefty, however, anxious 
to i^revent all Ground of Mifunderftanding, and 
defirous of confolidating the general Peace of Eu- 
rope, as far as might be in His Power, was willing 
to have waved the Pretenfions he might have a 
Right to advance of this Nature ; and as the other 
Articles of the Definitive Treaty have been in a 
Courfe of Execution on his Part, fo he would have 
been ready to have carried into Effect an Arranger 
went conformable to the true Intent and Spirit of

the Tenth Article; the Execution of that Arrange- 
ment, according to its Terms having been rendered 
imprafticable by Circumftances which it was not in 
His Majefty's Power to controul. Whilft His Ma- 
jefty was aftuated by thefe Sentiments of Moderation 
and Forbearance, and prepared to regulate his 
Conduft in conformity to them, his Attention was 
particularly attrafted by the very extraordinary 
Publication of the Report of Colonel Sebaftiani to 
the Firft Conful. . This Report contains the moft 
imjuftifiable Infinuations and Charges againft His 
Majefty's Government ; againft the Officer com- 
manding His Forces in Egypt, and againft the Bri- 
tifh Army in that Quarter: Infinuations and Charges 
wholly deftitute of Foundation, and fuch as would 
have warranted His Majefty in demanding that Sa- 
tisfaflion which on Occafions of this Nature, inde- 
pendent Powers, in a State of Amity, have a Right 
to exped from each other. It difclofes, moreover. 
Views in the higheft Degree injurious to the Inte- 
refts of EKs Majefty's Dominions, and direftly re- 
pugnant to, and utterly inconfiftent with, the Spirit 
and Letter of the Treaty of Peace concluded be- 
tween His Majefty and the French Government. 
His Majefty's Ambaflador at Paris was accordingly 
direfted to make fuch a Reprefentation to the French 
Government, as His Majefty felt to be called for by 
Imputations of the Nature above defcribed, by the 
Difclofure of Purpofes inconfiftent with good Faith, 
and highly injurious to the Interefts of his People ; 
and as a Claim had recently been made by the 

4 French 
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French Government on the Subjefl: of the Evacusb- 
tion of Malta, Lord Whitworth was inftruaed to 
accompany this Reprefentation by a Declaration on 
the Part of His Majefty, that before he could enter 
into any further Difcuflions relative to that Ifland^ 
it was expeded, that fatisfaftory Explanations fliould 
be given upon the various Points refpeding which 
His Majefty had complained. This Reprefentation 
and this Claim, founded on Principles inconteftably 
juft, and couched in Terms the moft temperate, ap- 
pear to have been wholly difregarded by the French 
Government ; no Satisfaction has been afforded, no 
Explanation whatever has been given ; but on the 
contrary. His Majefty *s Sufpicions of the Views of 
the French Government with refpeft to the Turkifh 
Empire have been confirmed and ftrengthened by 
fubfequent Events. Under thefe Circumftances His 
Majefty feels that he has no Alternative, and that 
a juft Regard to His own Honor and to the Inte- 
refts of His People, makes it neceflTary for Him to 
declare, that He cannot confent that His Troops 
fliould evacuate the Ifland of Malta, until fubftantial 
Security has been provided for thofe Objefts which, 
under the prefent Circumftances, might be matc^ 
rially endangered by their Removal. 

With refped to feveral of the Pofitions ftated in 
the Note, and grounded on the Idea of the i oth 
Article being executed in its literal Senfe, they call 
for fome Obfervations.

The Evacuation of the Iflandi 
at a ipedfied Period, formed a Part of thefe Con* 
ditions ; and if the other Stipulations had been in a 
due Courfe of Execution, His Majefty would have 
been bound, by the Terms of the Treaty, to hate 
ordered His Forces to evacuate the Ifland: but 
thefe Conditions muft be confidered as beiiig all of 
equal Eflfeft ; and if any material Parts of theirl 
fliould have been found incapable of Execution, ot 
if the Execution of them fhould from any Circurh- 
ftanccs have been retarded, His Majefty would be 
warranted in deferring the Evacuation of the Ifland 
until fuch Time as the other Conditions of the Ar* 
tide could be effedted ; or until fome new Arrange^ 
ment could be concluded which fhould be judged 
fatisfaftory by the contrafting Parties* The Refufal 
of Ruflia to accede to the Arrangement, except on 
Condition that the Maltefe Langue fhould be abo^ 
lifhed ; the Silence of the Court of Berlin, with re* 

fpeft to the Invitation that has been made to it, in 
confequence of the Treaty, to become a guaranty- 
ing Power ; the Abolition of the Spanifli Priories, 
in Defiance of the Treaty to which the King of 
Spain was a Party ; the Declaration of the Portu- 
guefe Government, of their Intention to fequeftrate 
the Property of the Portuguefe Priory, as forming 
a Part of the Spanifh Langue, unlefs the Property 
of the Spanifh Priories was reftored to tliem, — thefe 
Circumftances would have been fufficient, without 
any other fpecial Grounds, t© have warranted His 
Majefly in fufpending the Evacuation of the Ifland* 

The 
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The Evacuation of Tarentum and Brundufium is m, 
no Rcfpefl: connefted with that of Maha. The 
French Government were bound to evacuate the 
Kingdom of Naples by their Treaty of Peace with 
the King of Naples, at a Period antecedent to that at 
which this Stipulation was carried into Effeft. 

The French Government v^ere bound likewife, 
by Engagements with the Emperor of Ruffia, to re^ 
Ipeft the Independencj of the Kingdom of Naples; 
but even admitting that the Departure of the French 
Trcops from Tarenmm depended folely on the Ar- 
ticle of the Treaty of Amiens, their Departure is, 
by the Terms of the Treaty, tq take place at the 
fame Period as th^ other Evacuations in Europe ; 
namely. One Month after the Ratification of the 
Definitive Treaty ; at which Period both Porto 
Ferrajo and Minorca were evacuated by His Ma- 
jefty's Forces ; whereas the Troops of His Majefty 
werp in no Cafe bound to evacuate the Ifland of 
Malta antecedent to the Period of Three Months 
aftey the Ratification of the'Definitive Treaty; and 
even in that Event, it muft be confidered as de- 
pending upon the other Parts of the Arrangement 
beii^g in a Courfe of Exeqution, With refpeft to 
the Aflertion in the Note, that the Neapolitan 
Troops were to form the Garr^fon of Malta until 
the Period when the Arrangements relative to the 
Order could be carried into Effefl:, it will appear, 
by a Reference to the Article, that by the Prelimi- 
nary Paragraph, the Ifland was to be reftored to the 

Order 
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Order upon the Condition of the fucceeding Stipu- 
lations, and that it was only from the Period when 
the Reftitution to the Order had aftually taken 
place, that by the 1 2th Paragraph the Neapolitan 
Troops were to form a Part of the Garrifon. 

ITie Underfigned has thus ftated, with all the 
Franknefs which the Importance of the Subjed ap- 
pears to require, the Sentiments of His Majefty on 
the Note delivered to him by General AndreoiTy, 
and on the Points in DifcufSon between the Two 
Countries. 

His Majefly is willing to indulge the Hope, that 
the Conduft of the French Government on this 
Occafion may be influenced by Principles fimilar 
to thofe which have invariably influenced His own* 
That as far as poflible all Caufes of Diftruft, and 
every Impediment to a good Underftanding be- 
^een the Two Countries, may be completely and 
cflfeaually removed, and that the Peace may be con- 
folidated on a fecure and lafting Foundation.

T CALLED Ycftcrday on M. de Talleyrand, to con- 
verf^ with him on the Subjeft of what had paffed 
on Sunday laft at the Thuilleries. He had been 
fined that Day fo fully occupied with his Expedi- 
tions to different Foreign Courts, that I had no 
Opportunity of feeing him fooner. I told him, that 
I had been placed by the Firft Conful in a Situa- 
tion which could neither fuit my public nor my 
private Feelings. That I went to the Thuilleries to 
pay my Refpeds to the Firft Conful, and to prefent 
my Countrymen, but not to treat of political Sub- 
jcdsj and that unlefs I had the Affurance from 
him, that I fhould not be expofed to a Repetition 
of the fame difagreeabje Circumftances, I fhould 
bfi under the Neceflity of difcontinuing my Vifits to 
{be Thuilleries. M. de Talleyrand affured me, that 
it' was very far from the Firft Conful's Intention to 
diflrefs me j but he had felt himfelf perfonally in« 
iulted by the Charges which were brought againft 
him by the Englifli Government ; and that it was 
incumbent upon him to take the Firjl Opportunity of 
exculpating himfelf in the Prefence of the Minijiers 
cf the different Powers of Europe. He afTurcd.nie 
that nothing fimilar would occur.

J RECEIVED your Lordfhip's Difpatch, with' it« 
Inclofures, this Morrdng early ; and I learnt at 
the fame Time that a Meffenger had arrived from 
General Andreofly to M. de Talleyrand ; Ihortly 
after, M. de Talleyrand fent to defire I would call 
upon him, which I accordingly did. He told me 
that he had not only received your Lordfhip's Note 
to the French Ambaffador, but alfo the Sentiments 
of the Firft Conful upon it, which he was defirous 
to communicate to me, before he re-difpatched the 
Meffenger. This he did, and I refer your Lord- 
fliip to the Communication, which General An^ 
dreofly will make, according to his Inftruftions, 
without Lofs of Time, ^ 

From the Tenor of this Note, it appears that thi$ 
Government is not defirous to proceed to Extremi- 
ties ; that is to fay, it is not prepared fo to do ; and 
therefore it exprefles a Willingnefs to enter on the 
Difcuflion of the Point, which appears according to 
their Conception, pr rather to the Interpretation 
they choofe to give to it, the moft material. This 
of Courfe is the Safety of Egypt. On this the Firft 
Conful declares in the Note, as M. de Talleyrand 
did repeatedly to me, that he would be willing to 
enter into any Engagement, by which fuch a Secu- 
rity as would fully quiet our Apprehenfions, might 
be given on the Part of the French Government, 
On the Subject of Malta, the Firft Conful main- 
tain^ 
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tains that he cannot liften to any Compromife; with 
regard to Egypt he is willing to enter into any En- 
gagement which may be thought fufficient. 

I told him that he had departed from the Letter 
and the Senfe of your Lordfhip's Note, by confin- 
ing the Queftion to Malta alone. That Note had 
comprehended other moil important Confiderations* 
That the beft Method of bringing the Difcuffion to 
a fpeedy Con(ilufion, fuch as Hl« Majefty's Go- 
vernment appeared to wiih, was to take it up on a 
broader Scale. But that at the fame Time His 
Majefty's Government would not refufe to lend 
itfelf to any Thing reafonable which might be fug- 
gefted. There was however, I told him. One Dif- 
tindion to be made in the Situation of the Two 
Governments, in the Difcuffion of this Queftion, 
By our Pofleffion of Malta, France was not threat- 
ened, but the reverfe was the Cafe, fhould the Ac- 
cefs to Egypt be opened by its Evacuation.

His Britannic Majefty beli-jves that His Kingdom 
IS- menaced by Preparations made in the Ports of 
Holland and France. He has been deceived : The 
Eir/l Conful has made no Preparation. 

There were at the Time of the Meflage, but Two 
Frigates in the Roads of Holland, and but Three 
Corvettes in the Road of Dunkirk. 

. How can His Britannic Majefty^s Minifters have 
been deceived on Fa£ts fo evident ? His Britannic 
Mbyefty's Ambafladors at Paris and at the Hague 
have ferioufly to reproach themfelves, if they have 
credited Information fo evidently falfe, and if they 
did not fbrefee that they thereby expofed Aeir Go- 
yernment to err in the moft important DeUberiations. 

Was 
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Was it not conformable to the Ufagc praQ:lfed 
among NauonSn firfl: to demand £xpIajna:ions, and 
thus to tak^ Means for being convinced of the Falf- 
hopd of the Intelligence which the Minifters might 
have received ? Muft not thq leaft EfFeds of the 
Omiflion of this PraSice be, to bring oa the Ruin 
of Families, and carry Confufion, Uncertainty, and 
Diforder into all the Commercial Affairs of both 
^Jations ? The Firll Copful knows, both from his 
own Sentiments, and judging of other People by the 
Fr^Jlch, that a great Nation can pcvfr be terrified, 
He believes that good Policy and the Feelings of 
true Dignity ^ver infpire the Sentiment of Eft^era 
for ^ Riy^l Nation, and never the Defign of me- 
nacing her. A great Nation may be deftroyed, bui; 
not intimidated. 

The Second Part of His Majefty's Meffage confifts 
of another Affertion no better founded. His Bri^ 
tannic jyiajefty makes Mention of Difcuffions, the 
Succefs of which is doubtful. What are thefe Di& 
cuffions? What official Notes, what Protocole prove 
the Opening, the Progrefs, the Viciflitudes of ^ 
Debate ? Can a State of Difficulties, which leads to 
^n Alternative of Peace or War, fpring up unawares 
without Commencement, without Progreffion, and 
lead without Diftinftion, to an Appeal to Arms be- 
fore all the Means of Conciliation have been ex- 
hauiled. 

In this Cafe,, the Appeal has been publicly mad§ 
i)efore it could be known that there was room for 
Mifunderflanding, The Termination of the Difcuf- 
fions 
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fions was announced before they had begun. The 
Iffiie of a difficult Difcuilion has been dtxlared be« 
fore it arofe. What would Europe, what would 
both Nations think, if they knew that thefe Difcut 
iions, announced by His Britannic Majefty as fo 
difficult to terminate, were unknown to the French 
Government ; and that the Firft Conful on reading 
the Mel&ge, could not comprehend the Meaning 
of either of the Declarations therein contained. 

He has alfo abflained from any oftenfible Step ; 
and whatever may have been the Clamour, the Ac- 
tivity, the Provocations of War, which have taken 
place in England fmce that Meffage, he has given 
no Orders, he has made no Difpofidons, no Pre- 
parations. He places his Glory in an Affair of this 
Nature, wholly in being taken in an unprovided 
State. He will continue in this Syftem of honeft 
Fnuiknefs, until His Britannic Majefty has reflefted 
fuUy on the Part He propofes to take. 

La Lord llawtelbury's Note, an Opinion is ex- 
prefied, that the French Republick has increafed in 
Power fince the Peace of Amiens. This is a de- 
dded Error, Since that Epoch, France has eva- 
cuated a confiderable Territory. The French 
Power has received no Degree of Augmentation. 
If His Britannic Majefty is determined to make War, 
he may allege all the Pretexts he pleafes. He will 
find few lefs founded. 

As to the Complaints made refpedking the Piibli-* 
cations which may have appeared in France, they 
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are of an Order too f^qondary to be capable of in- 
fluencmg fuch a Decifion. Are we then returned 
to the Age of Tournaments ? Motives of this Na- 
ture might have authorized. Four Centuries ago, 
the Conibat of Thirties ; but they cannot, in this 
Age, be a Reafon for War between the Two 
Countries. 

It might fuffice in this Refped to reply to his 
ExceUeaey, that no Rq>refentation has beei^ made 
by him on the Subje<3: to the Government of the 
Republick i and that, if it was but Juftice to gra^t 
Sads&dion, the Firft Conful had a Right to expe£k 
that which was required by M. Otto, in his Note 
of the 2 2d Thermidor laft, upon Grounds more 
ferious and more juil. 

Is it poilible that the Englifli Miniflry can have 
been ignorant, that ever fmce the Conclufion of the 
Treaty of Amiens the Engliih Prefs has not ceafed 
to fpread through Europe the Rage of War, the 
Difcredit of Peace, and fhamelefs and boundlefs Out- 
rages agauift every Thing which is the Objeft. of the 
Love and Veneration of the French People ? 

A few Days after the Ratification of Peace, One 
of His Britannic Majefty's Minifters declared that 
the Peace Eftablilhment mud be confiderable ; and 
the Diilruft excited by this Declaration made in 
Parliament with as much Bittemefs as Impropriety, 
.Airnifhed a Commentary for the Exaggeration and 
Alarms which were circulated in defpicable Pam* 
phlets, and in Newfpapers as contemptible as thole 
libels/ Since that iTimd, thefe Writers have found 

I themfelves 
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thenifelves invariably fupported in their infolent Ob- 
fervadons by particular Phrafes taken from the 
Speeches of fome leading Members of Parliament* 
Thefe Speeches, fcarcely to be exceeded by the News- 
'writers themfelves, have, for thefe Eighteen Months, 
tended to encourage Infult againft other Govern- 
ments to that Degree, that every European muft be 
oflRmded, and every reafonable Engliihman muft be 
humiliated, by fuch unheard-of Licentioufnefs. 

What if we conneQ: with thefe Sallies, Proceedings 
more oflfenfive and ferious ; the Indulgence granted 
to French Criminals, publifhing daily Outrages in 
the French Language ; the ftlll more inexcufeable 
Toleration extended to Villains covered with 
. Crimes, and plotting Aflaflinations inceflantly, fuch 
as Georges, who ItiU continues to refide at London 
proted^ and having a confiderable Eftabliihmenr; 
in a Word, the little Juftice which has been (hewn 
to all our Reprefentations — How are we to account 
for the Publicity of the Complaint which His Bri- 
tannic Majefty has thought proper to make refped- 
ing Ibme indefinite Wrongs which He has hitherto 
thought unneceffary to bring before the Firft Con- 
ful? 

The Firft Conful has had Caufe to be convinced 
that all his Reprefentations on all thefe Points were 
ufelefs, and that His Britannick Majefty, regardlefs 
of the neighbouring Powers, was rcfolved to autho- 
rize every Thing within His Dominions ; but he did 
not on that Account entertain a Doubt of the Con- 
tinuance

tinuance of Peace, nor alarm Europe with the Noti^ 
fication of War. He confined himfelf to this Prin* 
dple of ConduA, to permit or prevent in France 
Vith rdTped to England whatever fhould be per- 
mitted or prevented in England virith regard to 
France. 

He has^ however^ cxprejfedy and he again expreffes 
ins Wijby that Means jhoidd be adopted to prevent 
in future any Mention being made of what is pajjing 
in France, either in the official Difcuffions (sr in the 
polemical Writings in England^ as in like Manner in 
the French official Difcuffions and polemical IVritingT 
no Mention whatever fhould be made of what is p(lffiftg 
in England. 

Lord Hawkefbury mentions an Article in a Newf- 
paper, containing the Report of a French Colonef. 
In ferious Difcuffions an Anfwer on this Point might 
be difpenfed with j but it is ndtljer a long nor diffi- 
cult Matter. 

A Colonel in the Engliih Army has publilhed a 
Work in England, filled with the moft atrocious and 
difgufting Calumnies againft the French Army and 
its General. The Lies it contains hav^ been con« 
tradifted by the Reception which ColonerSebafliani 
experienced. The Publicity of his Report was at 
once a Refutation and a Reparation which the 
French Army had a Right to expeft. On his Ar- 
rival in Egypt, this Officer, to his great Aflonifh- 
ment, found the Englifh Army there, although 
they fhould have evacuated it, and the Turks pro- 

digioufly 
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d^oufly aUrmed at the Continuancis of the Englifii 
Army, and at its Relations with the Natives in Re«, 
belUon and open Revolt againft the Sublime Porte. 

He mud have conceived that the Treaties which 
cpmie£k us. with the Porte, and by which we have 
^aranteed to it the Integrity of its Pofleffions, com- 
pelled us to unite ourfelves with that Power. It was 
natural to think that England meant to declare War 
from the Initant fhe refufed to execute the Articles 
of the Treaty. For after all, France is not reduced 
to fuch a State of Debafement as to fuffer Treaties 
made with her to be executed or not at Pleafure. 

Hence the Refearches made by this Officer, as 
tD the Forces which were in Egypt, and as to the 
Poiition occupied by the Englifli Army. 

But Egypt has fmce been reftored to the Domi- 
nion of its lawful Sovereign, and the Idea of a Rup- 
ture between the Two Nations, on Account of the 
Engagement contradcd with the Porte, no longer 
exiits. 

There remains, therefore, but One Objed wor- 
thy of fixing the Attention of the Two Nations. 
The Execution of the Treaty of Amiens, as far as 
concerns Malta. His Majefty has engaged to reflore 
It to the Order, and to entruft it to the Neapolitan 
Anny till the Order fhould be in a Condition to 
guard it. His Majefty will rejedl all Sophiftry, 
€very Diftindtion, every mental Refervation v^hich 
might be offered to him, to put in Doubt the Force 
. and the Validity of His Engagement* His Brican- 
mck Majefty^s Equity, his Confcience in this RdpeS,

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are Ouareuitoefi fet the French Republick. Were il 
otfaenriTe, what Means in future would the Two 
Nations have for coming to an Underftanding ? 
Would not all be Chao^ This would indeed be 
adding another Calamity to thofe which have me* 
tiaced fodal Order.

CINCE writing the preceding Difpatch, I have fcen 
M. de Talleyrand, and communicated to him 
the indofed Note, which I truft your Lord (hip will 
•find as clofe a Tranflation as poffible, of that which 
I received from your Lordfliip. He read it over 
vith much Attention, and when he had done he 
appeared to be in £xpe6tation of fome other Com* 
munication. Upon defiring he would explain him- 
felf, he faid that he was in Hopes I fliould have fiir« 
x^fhed him with the Heads of thofe Points, on 
which it was affirmed in the Note that the FrencI^ 
Government had fo repeatedly refufed all Explanar 
tion and Satisfaction. I told him, ths^t it would 
have been entirely ufclefs to repeat what had beex^ 
fo often urged in vain ; that he could not but

Satisfaction, it evidently referred to the unjuftifiable 
Infinuations and Charges againft His Majefty's 
Government, againfl: the Officer commanding His 
Forces in Egypt, and againft the Britifh Army in 
that Quarter, contained in the official Report of 
Colonel Sebaftiani. He was by no means difpofed 
to admit, that either of thefe Cafes could juflify 
the Aflertion of the French Government having 
refufed Explanation and Satisfadion on the Ground 
that no Notice had been taken of thefe Tranfadions 
but in a very curfory Manner ; nor had any Expla- 
nation ever been required as to any particular 
Tranfa£Uon whether in Italy or elfewhere, and if 
it had, it would immediately have been given j and 
that the Language of Colonel Sebaftiani was not 
to be put in any Comparifon with that ufed by 
Major Wilfon, in his Account of the Campaign ccf 
Egypt.

1N my Converfation Yefterday Evenirig with M. 
de Talleyrand, I found him, after he had feen 
the Frrft Conful, more difpofed to conteft the Sub- 
ftance of the Note which I had prefented the Day 
befiore, than to afford any further Explanation. 
He fudy that in order to proceed regularly^ it would

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be neceflary that the French Government fliouM 
beiaibrmed precifely what were the Objects which 
had created fuch Uneafihefs^ and on which it was 
alleged ail Explanation had been refufed.

I told him that if the Objed 
of the French Government was to protrad: the pre** 
fent State of'Sufpence and Uncertainty, that Ob- 
|cfk might be anfwered to the Extent indeed of a 
very few Days, by forcing me to fuch a Reference ; 
but I mud at the f^nie Time declare to him, that 
it could be produdive of no Advantage, and would 
ferve only to provoke fuch a Recapitulation of the 
Syftem and Condud which France had purfued 
• fince the Tr^eaty of Amiens, as would have all the 
"Appearance of aManifefto, every Item of which 
would carry Conviction to every Individual in Eu-» 

■ rope ; that it appeared therefore more likely to 
anfwer the End which both Parties propofed, that 
of haftening the Conclufion of an amicable Ar^ 
rangement, to take up the Bufmefs on the Bafis 
which I fliould propoie, and by which they wpuld 

i admit no more than what was incontrovertible, 

, namely, that if the French Government exercifed

He did 
Dot feem inclined to difpute this Pofition, but rathei^ 
to admit that fuch a Right did exift, and might be 
claimed in confequence of the Acquifitions which 
had been made by France. On the Point of Sa- 
tisfadion I found him much more obftinate. He 
fiud that the Firft Conful was hurt at the Expreffion 
(Satisfa&ion)y to which he gave an Interpretation I 
bad never underftood belonged to it, as implying 
Superiority ; fo that if the Britilh Government re* 
quired Satisfadion of the French, it arrogated to 
itfelf a Superiority, I told him> what certainly 
mud be underftood by every one, that the Demand 
of Satisfaftioft implied that one Party had been o"& 
fended by another, and of courfe had a Right to 
demand fuch Satisfaction ; that an Inferior had an 
equal Right with his Superior to demand it ; but 
in the Cafe in queftion there was perfeft Equality, 
abd confequently there was tio Offence to be found 
but in the GonduQ: which rendered fuch an Ap*. 
peal neceflary* The Dircuffi6n of this Point took 
up a confiderable Time without, producing any 
Thing dedfive. 

Wc at l^ft came to the main Point of the Bufi- 
nefs ; and on this I cannot fay any r^al Progrefs 
has been made. M. de Talleyrand repeated to me 
that the Firft Conful had nothing more at Heart 
than to avoid the Neceffity of going to' War, and 
that there was no Sacrifice he would not make, 
fliort of his Honor, to obtain this End. Is there, 
laid M. dc Talleyrand, no Means of fatisfying both 

Parries ; 
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Parties ; for at the laixie Time tbst the Fiiflf Coa^ 
ful inMs^ and will always inflft^ on the fuQ ExecKu 
don of the Treaty, he will not objeA to any Mode 
by which you may acquire the Security you think 
fo neceflary. You are not fatisfied with tiie inde- 
pendence of Neapolitan Troops ; what others will 
anfwer die Purpofe ? He then darted the Idea of 
a mixed Garrifonj compofed of £ngli{h, French^. 
Italian, Germans, &c. He begged that I would 
refer ooce more to your Lordihip, and fubmit the 
indofed Paper, which he drew up in my Prefence. 
I told him that we were only lofing Time by fiich a 
Reference ^ that my Inftru&ions were pofitive^ and 
hfd certainly not been fent me without the fullefl 
Ccmfideration. I could not, however, refufe what 
he fo earneftly required ; and your Lordihip will 
fee by the Paper how the Matter refts after this 
Conference. I will confels to your Lordihip, that 
my Motive for confenting to forward this fort of 
Propoial is, that fj^ppoling we fhould find the Firfl: 
Conful as obftinate as he now appears to be on 
the Point of abandoning Malta to us in Perpetuity, 
and that a temporary Pofleflion might be confidered 
as the next beft Thing, fomething of this Kind 
jnight derive from it.

TjIS Majefty has received from His Charge d* Af- 
faires at Hamburgh, the mod extraordinary 
Accoimt of the Condud of Monfieur Reinhard, the 
French Minifter at that Place^ with refpe^t to a 
moft grofs and unwarrantable Libel upon His Ma- 
jefty's Government. He has been aiTured that the 
French Minifter, having propofed the Infertion of 
that Libel in the official Gazette of the Town of 

Hamburgh, 
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Himburgh, and the Irtferrion of it havirig in the 
firft Inftance been refufed, the French Minifter went 
fo far as to demand, in his official Capacity, the In- 
fertion of that Article by Order of the Senate. His 
Majefty is unwilling to believe that the French Go* 
vernment could have authorized fo outrageous an 
Attack upon His Majefty and His Government, and 
fo daring a Violation of the Independence of a Neu- 
tral State.

YOUR Excellency's Difpatches have been re- 
ceived, and laid before the King. 
His Majefty has obferved, with great Satisfaftion, 
the Admiffion by the French Government of the 
Juftice of His Claim to fome Compcnfation in con- 
laquence of the increafed Power and Influence of 
'i i N France, 
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France, fincc the Period of the Conclufidn of the 
Definitive Treaty. 

Although, under the Circumftances of your Con- 
verfation with M« Talleyrand, and particularly after 
the Note Verbale which he gare fo you, it might 
have been expedient that you fliould have deferred 
prefenting the Frojed contained hi my Difpatch 
No. 7, in the Form of a Projed, it is defirable that 
you ihoutd communicate without Delay in fome 
Mode or other, the Contents of that Project, for 
the Purpofe of afcertaining difiinfltly whether the 
Conditions are fuch as to induce the French Go^ 
vemment to give way upon thrQueftion of Maltai^ 
Thefe Conditions appear to His Majefty fo well cal- 
culated to fave the Honor of the French Govern- 
Sent on the Subjed of Malta — if the Queftion 0/ 
alta is principally Vonfidered by them as a Quef- 
tron of Honor — and at the fame Time hold out to 
them fuch important Advantages, that the Succefs 
of the Propofition is at leaft worth trying, particu-^ 
larly as the Refult of it might be produdive of the 
moit eafy Means of adjufting the moft material of 
our prefent Differences. 

With refped to the Affertion fo often advanced 
and repeated by M. Talleyrand in your lafli Con- 
verfations of .the Non-execution of the Treaty of 
Amiens relative to Malta, I have only to obferve 
again, that the Execution of that Article is become 
rmpradicable from Caufes which it ha» not been in 
the Power of His Majefty to controul. That the 
greateft Part of the Funds affigned to the Support

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of tile Order I jsind iodifpenfably neceflary for the 
Independence of the Order and Defence of the 
Ifland^ have been fequeftraced fince the Conclufion 
of the Definitive Treaty, in dired Repugnance to 
the Spirit and Letter of that Treaty ; and that 
T«ro of the principal Powers who were invited to 
accede as Guarantees to the Arrangement^ have re* 
fafed their Acceflion^ except on the Conditions that 
the Part of the Arrangement which was deemed fo 
Outerial relative to the Maltefe Inhabitants fhould 
be entirely cancelled. The Condu£l of the French 
Government fince the Conclufion of the Defini* 
tive Treaty^ gives His Majefty a Right, which is 
How at length admitted by themfelves, to demand 
Ibine Compenfation for the paft^ and Security for 
the future. Such Compenfation could never be 
conficlered as obtained by the Poflfeffion of an Ifland, 
which would entail a very heavy Expence on this 
Country ; — and the Degree of Security which 
would be provided by thefe Means, would only be 
fuch as His Majedy^ under the prefent Circum* 
flwces^ is entuled to demands 

1 obfeive in the Note Verbale of Monfieur Talley- 
rand^ be makes ufe of the Expreiilon^ the Indcpen* 
dmee of the Order of Malta, tf this is meant to apply 
to the Order exclufively^ His Majefty would be 
willing, for the Prefervation of Peace> that the 
Civil Government of the Ifland fhould be given to 
the Order of St^ John ; the Maltefe enjoying the 
Privileges which were ft:ipulated in their Favour in 
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the Treaty of Amiens ; and that, conformably to 
Principles which have been adopted on other Oc- 
cafions, the Fortifications of the Ifland (hould be 
garrifoned for ever by the Troops of K^s Majefty. 

In the Event of either of thefe Propofitions beings 
found unattainable^ His Majefty might be difpofed 
to confenc to an Arrangement by which the Ifland 
of Malta would remain in His FofTeilion for a li- 
mited Number of Years, and to waive in confe- 
quence His Demand for a perpetual Occupation, 
provided that the Number of Years was not lefs 
than Ten, and that His Sicilian MajeQy could be 
induced to cede the Sovereignty of the Ifland of 
Lampedofa for a valuable Confideration. If this 
Propofition is admitted, the Ifland of Malta fiiould 
be given up to the Inhabitants at the End of that 
Period, and it fliould be acknowledged as an in- 
dependent State. In this Cafe, His Majefty would 
be ready to concur in any Arrangement for the Ef- 
tabliftiment of the Order of St. John in fome other 
Part of Europe. 

You will not rcfufe to liften to any Propofition 
which the French Government may be difpofed to 
make to you with a View to an equivalent Security 
for thofe Objefts in regard to which His Majefty 
claims the Poflefllon or Occupation of Malta ; but 
the Three Propofitions to which I have above al- 
luded, appear, at the prefent Moment, to furnifli 
the only Bafis for a fatisfaftory Arrangement j and 
you will decline receiving any Propofition which 
does not appear to you to oSer Advantages to His 

Majefty 
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Majefty as fubftantial as that which I have lad 
ftated. 

It is very defirable that you (hould bring the Ne- 
gociation to an Iffue, if poffible, 'without referring 
to His Majefty's Government for further Inflruc- 
dons, after the Receipt cf this Difpatch ; and if 
you {hould be of Opinion, that there is no Hopes 
of bringing it to a favourable Conclufion, you may 
inform M. Talleyrand of the Ncceffity you will be 
under> after a certain Tim^^, to leave Pari«.

T HAVE the Honor to acknowledge the Receipt 
of your Lordfliip's Difpatches of the 13 th In- 
ftant. 

I faw Jofeph Bonaparte immediately on the Re- 
ceipt of your Lordfliip's Difpatch 5 and without 

troubling 
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troubling your Lordfliip \9ith a Repetition of the 
jirgument8 I ufed to haften the Conclufion of the 
Negotiation, amongfl which I endeavoured to con- 
vince him of the Importance of preventing the Ul- 
timatum which would inevitably follow the Rejec- 
tion of what I had to propofe^ I will briefly ftate, 
that on finding it perfedhy impradicable to eflablifli 
the Principle of our keeping PofTefnon of Malta in 
Peipetuity, I delivered to him in Writing the Se- 
cond Propofal I had to make. He did not fail to 
obferve, that by this Modification the Difficulty 
which he confidered as infurmountable was not 
Removed ; that although the Order was reftored, it 
pould not be confidered as Independant, and, in 
fa&t Malta woi^ld belong to that Power which had 
Poflefiion of the Forts, I enforced the Adoption 
pf this Plan by every Reafon which could ferve 
$0 recommend it j but the PoiTeffion in Perpetuity 
was conftantly urged as a Difficulty which nothing 
could remove. Our Converfation laded near Two 
Hours, I confefs that I gained no folid Ground of 
Hope that the Projed, which he afTured me he 
would take to the Firft Conful at St. Cloudy would 
be adopted^ But he faid that he was not without 
Hope that he might be authorized to propofe to me 
the Occupation of the Fortrefles for a Term of 
Tears. It was my Wifh, that fuch a Propofal 
fhould come from him rather than from me. I told 
him that I did not well fee how fuch a Tenure 
^ould fuit us i but that I wiihed too fincerely to 
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avoid the fatal Extremities to which I faw the Dif- 
cuffion was tending, not to give any reafonable^ 
Propofal which might be made on their Part every 
Affiftance in my Power.* This Propofal originated 
with him, and was therefore received by me merely 
as a Matter which I would refer to your Lordfhip. 
H however I can bring the Matter to an immediate 
Conclufion, and without further Reference to your 
Lordfhip on the Principle of our retaining Pofleiiion 
of the Fortreffes of Malta for a Term of Years not 
lefs than that pointed out by your LordlVip, and 
with the AfTurance chat this Government wull not 
oppofe the Celllon of the Ifland of Lampedofa, I 
fliall have great Pleafure in announcing' to youf 
Lordfhip fuch a Conclufion. 

1 do not enter into a Detail of the Converfation

which I had the fame Morning wdih M. c:e Talley- 
rand, immediately upon leaving Jofeph Bonaparte, 
as it differed in no wife from what I have above 
mentioned. Hie fuggefted alfo the Pofiibility of 
coming to an Arrangement on the Ground of a tem- 
porary Occupation^ and I made him the fame An- 
fwer. 

Such is the State of the Difcuflion at this Mo- 
ment. I am in Expectation of hearing very fliortly 
either from Jofeph Bonaparte or M. de Talleyrand ; 
and I am not without Hopes that I may be able to 
announce to your Lordfliip, that fuch an Arrange- 
ment is made, as may anfwer His Majefty^s Expec- 
tations, in a very few Days.

but as all he faid, tended only to juftify the ^ope I 
bad given your Lordfliip in thofe Difpatches, { 
tdded nothing to them. He aifured me pofitively^ 
that I fliould hear from M. de Talleyrand in th$ 
courfe of Yefterday Mornmg, and that a Meeting 
would be appointed in order to fettle the Term of 
Years for which the Firft Conful might be induced 
to confent to the Ceffion of Malta. It is true tha^ 

he declared, that in order to gain his Confent, it 
would be neceffalry to hold out the Advantages 
which the Britilh Government was willing to offer 
in Return, meaning the Acknowledgments of the 
new Governments in Italy.

^ It is neceffary for me to do little more on the 
'prcfent Occafion than to refer you to my Difpatch 
of the 13th of April, in which I ftate'd to you the 
leveral Propofittons on which alone, in the Judg- 
ment of His Majefty, the Differences between this 
Country and France could be fatisfaftorily adjufted. 
If, upon the Receipt of this Difpatch, it fhall 
not have been in your Power to bring the Nego^ 
tiation to a Conckifion op any pf the Propofitions 
to which I have above referred, ij is His Majefty's 
Pleafurethat you (hould communicate, officially, to 
'the French Government, that you have gone, in . 
Point of Conceffion, to the full Extent of your In- 
■ftruftions ; and that, if an Arrangement, founded 
upon One of thefe Propofitions, cannot be con- 
cluded without further Delay, you have received 
His Majefty's Commands to return to England. 

His Majefty can only confent to relinquifli the 
permanent Occupation of Malta by His Forces, on 
the Conditions that the temporary Poffeffion fh^ll 
not be lefs than Ten Years ; that the Authority, 
Civil and Military, fhall, during that Period, re- 
main folely in His Majefty ; and that, at the Expi-

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^alis of a perpetual Pofleflion of the Foi-ts of Malta, 
on re-eftablifhing the Order in the Civil Govern- 
ment of the Ifland^ He told me, that if I ha4 
called on him fooner, he fliould Two Days agp 
have communicated to me the Fitfl: ConfuPs An^ 
fwer, which was^ that no Confideratidn on Earth 
fliould induce him to confent to a Conceffion in 
Perpetuity of Malta, in any Shape whatever : And 
that the Re-eftablifhment of the Order was not fo 
much the Point to be difcufled, as that of fuffering 
Great Britain to acquire a PoiTeiiiion in the Medi'- 
terranean. I told him that I did not call foonef 
becaufe I had been given to underftaud^ that h« 
would have himfelf propofed it to me, for the Pur^ 
pofe of communicating the Anfwer of the Firft 
Conful ; and that it did not in any Shape become 
me to put myfelf pn the Footing of a Solicitor in 
this Tranfadion* After feme Converfation, and 
finding (what I moft lincerely believe to be the 
Cafe) that the Firft Conful*s Determination was 
fixed on the Point of a Pofleffion of Malta in Per* 
petuity ; I repeated to him what I had previoufly 
fuggefted to Jofeph Bonaparte, the Modification 
which I had to propofe, namely, that for the Sake 
of Peace, His Majefty would be willing to wave His 
Pretenlions to a Pofleffion in Perpetuity, and would 
confent to hold Malta for a certain Number of 
Tears to be agreed upon, on the Condition that no 
Oppofition fhould be made on the Part of the 
French Government to any Negotiation EQs Ma- 
jefty might fet on foot with His Sicilian Majefty for 

the 
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(be Acquifition of the liland of Lampedofa. Vft 
^iifcufled this Propofal in a Converfation of fome 
Lengthy and I made ufe of all the Arguments \rhich 
have been fnrniflied me by your Lordfhip, or which 
occurred to me in its Favor. I begged him parti- 
cularly to recoiled that we were in adual Pofleflion 
of the Object, and that therefore every Modifica- 
tion tending to limit that PoiTeffion, was in h& a 
Conceflion on the Part of His Majefty, and a Proof 
of His Defire to facrifice to His Love of Peace the 
jufl: Claim which he had acquired in confequence 
of the Conduct of France, and which had recently 
been admitted, of a much more confiderable Comw 
penfation and Counterpoife. M. de Talleyrand 
did not feem difpofed to difpute any of my Pofi-^ 
tions and I left him, I confefs^ fully impreffed with 
the Idea that the next Day (Friday) I (hould find 
him prepared to treat on this Ground, and that 
the only difficult Point to be arranged would be the 
Number of Years for which Malta fhould be ceded 
to His Majefty. 

Your LordfMp will conceive my Surprife when 
on feeing him the next Day, he told me that al- 
though he had not been able to obtain from the 
Firft Conful all we wilhed, ftill the Propofition he 
had to make would, he trufted, be fuch as fully to 
anfwer the Purpofe. He then faid that the Firft 
Conful would, on no Terms, hear either of a per- 
petual or a temporary PoiTeflion of Malta ; that hid 
ObjeA was the Execution of the Treaty of Amiens'^ 
and chat rather than fubmit to fuch an Arrange*^ 

ment 
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trieht as that I had laft propofcd, he would even 
confent to our keeping the Obje6t in difpute for 
ever : On the Ground that in the one there >¥as 

i 

an Appearance of Genetofity and Magnanimity; 
but in the other, nothing but Weaknefs and the 
Eflfeft of Coercion : That therefore his Refolutiori 
was taken, and what he had to propofe was the 
Poffeffion we required of the Ifland of Lampedofa,' 
or of any other of the fmall Ifles of which there 
were Three or Four between Malta and the Coaft 
of Africa ; that fuch a Poffeffion would be fufficient 
for the Objed we had in View, which was a Station 
in the Mediterranean as a Place of Refuge and Se- 
curity for any Squadron we might find, it conve- 
nient to keep in that Sea. I fuffered him to expa- 
tiate a confiderable Time, and without Interrup-* 
lion, on the greatj Advantages we were to derive 
from fuch an Acquifition, as well as on the Confi- 
dence which the Firft Conful repofed in our pacific 
Intention in lending a Hand to fuch an Eftablifli- 
ment. He concluded by defiring I would tranfmit 
this Propofal to your Lordfhip. I told him that I 
was extremely ferry indeed to find that we had 
made fuch little Progrefs in the Negotiation 5 that 
my Orders were pofitive; that I could hear of no- 
thing fhort of what I had propofed, neither could 
I poffibly undertake to make fuch a Propofal to His 
Majefty, fmce every Word of my Inflrudions (from 
which I certainly fhould not depart) applied pofi- 
tively to Malta, unlefs an equivalent Security could 
be offered, and furely he would npt pretend to tell 

me 
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faie that Lampedofa couid be confidered as fuchj 
that the PoffeiSon of Malta was neceffary for our 
Security, and was rendered fo not from any Defire 
of Aggrandizement on the Part of His Majefty, 
but by the Conduft of the French Government ; 
and that fo ftrongly were we impreffed with the 
Neceffity, that rather than abandon it, we wiere pre- 
pixed to go to War. That it was on this Ground 
I muft declare to him, that I could neither take 
upon myfelf to forward fuch a Propofal as he had 
liiade to me, or indeed any Thing fhort of what 
I had laft propofed as a fair Equivalent; That in 
fo doing, I afted iri Conformity to His Majefty's 
Views, who woiild moft afluredly difapprove of my 
Gonduft, were I^ 6y unneceffarily protrafting the 
Negociation, to add One Day, or One Hour, if it 
could b6 avoided, to the Sufpence and Anxiety un- 
der ^hich His own Siibjefts and all Europe muft 
labour at fuch a Crifis ; that I had hoped the French 
Government, actuated by the fame generous Mo- 
tives, would have aded in the fame Manner j that 
it might, by purfuing a contrary Line of Conduft, 
gain ftiU a few Days ; but I muft deelare^ that in a 
very (hort Time I fliould have to communicate to 
him thofe very Terms from which his were fo wide, 
but to draw nearer to which was, perhaps, the Ob- 
jeft of his negotiating, in the Form of an Ultima- 
tum, which would at leaft have One good Efteft, 
that of bringing the Matter to an liTue, and the Cer- 
tainty even of War was preferable to the prefent 
State vof Indecifion. 

o To 
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To all I could fay M. Talleyrand objeded the Dig- 
nity and Honor of the Firft Conful^ which could 
not admit of his confenting to any Thing wludti 
might carry with it the Appearance of yielding to 
a I'hreat. I told him that it never could be ad- 
mitted that the Firft Conful had a Right to ad in 
fuch a Manner as to excite Jealoufy and create 
Alarm in every State of Europe, and when af^ed 
for Explanation or Security, fay that it was contrary 
to his Honor or his Dignity to afford either. Such 
Arguments might perhaps do when applied to fome 
of thofe Governments with which France had been 
accuftomed to treat, or more properly to di£bate to, 
but never could be ufed to Great Britain ; that His 
Majefty had a Right to fpeak freely his Opinion, 
and poffeflfed alfo the Means, whenever he chofe to 
employ them, of oppofmg a' Barrier to the Ambition 
of any Individual, or of any State which (Iiould be 
difpofed to threaten the Security of His Dominions, 
or the Tranquillity of Europe. 

Our Converfation concluded by M. de Talley*- 
rand's affuring me that he would report the Sub- 
ftance of it to the Firft Conful in the Evening, and 
that probably he ftiould have Occafion to fee me 
on the following Day.

'ipHE Converfation I had on Saturday Morning 
with M. Talleyrand has produced nothjng from 
which I can draw a more favourable Conclufion as 
to the Refult of the Negotiation, th;m when I lafl: 
addrefled your Lordfliip. He told me, that although 
he had feen the Firft Conful the Night before, he 
had nothing to add to what he had communicated 
to me on Friday ; that the Firft Conful was deter* 
mined not to give his Confent to oiir retaining 
Malta, either in Perpetuity or for a Term, although 
of the Two he would prefer the former Tenure as 
the lefs repugnant to his Feelings; that Ke was 
therefore ordered to repeat the Propofal he had 
lately made me> of acceding to our Demand of Laiii- 
pedofa or any of the neighbouring Iflands ; and 
that as our Objeft was to obtain a Settlement in 
the Mediterranean, he imagined that which we had 
ourfelves pointed out would anfwer every Purpofe 
we might have in View. Bat, at all Events, the 
Firft Conful neither could nor would relinquifli hi$ 
Claim to the full Execution of the Treaty of 
Amiens, To this I could only repeat what I had 
already faid to him on the Inadequacy of fuch a 
Propofal, and of the Impoflibllity in which I found 
myfelf to tranfriiit it to your Lordihip. I lamented 
the Courfe which the Negotiation was- taking, and 
that the Firft Conful fliould have fo little Regard 
to the dreadful Confequences which muft enfue, a; 
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to fuffer them to be outweighed by a miftaken No* 
tion of Dignity. And I added, that nocwithfkand- 
log the Acquiefcence which he might have met 
with from others, the Plea of its being incompatible 
with the Dignity of the French Government to give 
Satisfaction or Security, when both might with Juf- 
tice be demanded, could never be admitted by Great 
Britain. 

M. de Talleyrand heard every Thing I could fay 
with the utmoft Patience, notwithftanding he had 
' nothing fatisfaClory to fay, and feemed unwilling to 
break up the Conference. He conftantly brought 
forward the fame inadmiflible Propofal, requefUng 
that I would at lead: communicate it to your Lord- 
fhip. This I told him I could not refufe to do, 
fince every Thing which paffed between him and 
me mufl of courfe make the Subjett of my Reports 
to your Lordfliip. I declared however, at the fame 
Time, that I fliould not think myfelf by any means 
authorized to fufpend the Execution of any Inftruc- 
tions I might receive, tending to bring the Nego- 
tiation to an Iflue, in the Expe£lation of any 
Change which fuch a Propofal might produce. All 
I could do, and that I would certainly do, would be 
to communicate theUltimatum,if HisMajcfty fhould 
think proper to furnifh me with it, confidentially 
to M. de Talleyrand,, before I prefented it ofEcially 
to him, as Minifter for Foreign Affairs. He af- 
fured me that he fliould confider fuch a Condud as 
a further Proof of my Defire to conciliate, and that 
he could not yet forbear hoping that the Difierences 

• might 
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might be adjufted. I repeated that if his Hope was 
founded on the Expeflation of His Majefty's being 
induced to recede from His Demand, it would be 
deceiving himfelf to cheriflb it. 

The Remainder of the Converfation turned on 
the Calamhies which would follow the Failure of 
our Endeavour to avoid a Rupture. He infinuated 
that Holland, Naples, and other Countries connefl:- 
cd with Great Britain, would be the firft Vitlims 
of the War. I aiked him whether he thought that 
fuch a Conduft would add to the Glory of the Firft 
Conful, or whether the falling on the Innocent and 
Defcncelefs would not rather tarnifh it, and ulti- 
mately unite againft him, not only the honeft Men 
in his own Country, but every Government in Eu- 
rope. That it certainly would excite more Detefta- 
tion than Terror in England, at the fame Time that 
it would ferve to imprefs upon us ftill more ftrongly 
the Neceffity of omitting no Means of circumfcrib- 
ing ^, Power fo pernicioufly exerted. I could not 
help adding, that although no Aft of Hoftility had 
aftually taken place, yet the Inveteracy with which 
our Commerce, our Induftry, and our Credit had 
been attacked in every Part to which French In- 
fluence could be extended, did in Faft almoft 
amount to the fame, fince it went to prove, in Ad- 
dition to the general Syftem of the Firft Conful, that 
his Objeft was to purfue under the Mafk of Peace, 
the fame Line of Conduft in which the preceding 
Qovernmqnts had afted. 
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I now truft entirely to the EffedJ: of the Ultima- 
turn, which will at lead convince him th^t we are 
in earned, and that he has nothing to expcfl from 
Protradion. 1 fliall not however, as I faid before, 
make ufe of this officially, until I have tried its Ef- 
fed in a more conciliatory Manner.

27, 1803.' 

T AVAIL myfelf of the Opportunity of a Meflenger 
palEng through from Confl:antinople and Vienna, 
to inform your Lordfliip of the State of the Nego- 
tiation 
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tiation at this Moment. I communicated to M. de 
Talleyrand the Purport of my Inftruflions of the 
23d, Yefterday at Four o' Clock. He immediately 
^fked me if the Poffeffion of Malta was ftill infifted 
upon. I told him mofl: certainly it was ; and I re- 
peated to him the Particulars of the Terms on 
which It was yet poflible to conclude the Bufinefs. 
That thefe were, the Poffeflion of Malta for Ten 
Years, during which Period the Authority, Civil 
and Military, was to remain folely in His Majefty, 
and that at. the Expiration of that Term, it was to 
be given up to the Inhabitants, and not to the 
Order ; provided alfo, that his Sicilian Majefty fhall 
be induced to cede to His Majcfly the ifland of 
Lampedofa ; that Holland fliould be evacuated by 
the French Troop > within a Month after the Con- 
clufion of a Convention by which all thefe Provi- 
lions fhall be fecured; and that His Majefty would 
. confent to acknowledge the new Italian States, pro- 
vided Stipulations were made in Favor of His Sar- 
dinian Majefty and of Switzerland. 

I had no fooner made known thefe Conditions 
than M. de Talleyrand told me it would be perfeftly 
unneceffary to delay the official Communication ; 
for, as the Poflelfion of Malta was ftill infifted upon, 
although for a Term, the Firft Conful would not 
confent 10 them. I accordingly did repeat them to 
him in the Manner he defired ; when he told me 
that he comprehended perfedly what we required, 
but ths^t in fimilar Cafes it was ufual to ftate the 
Demand in Writing, and he defired I would give 
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him a Note upon the Subjed. I told hicn that I 
U'ould repeat to him once more, or as often as he 
pleafcd, rfie exprefs Terms which I had ftated to 
kirn, and that as my Communication to him was 
verbal, I fliould of courfe be content with an An- 
fwer in the fame Form. He confented at length to 
receive it, and to communicate to me the Firft 
Conful's Anfwer as foon as poiQble. I defired that 
he would recoiled that Tuefday next muft be the 
Day of my Departurt,

V|Y lafl Letter to your Lordfhip was of Yefter- 
day Eveninp:. This Morning a Perfon canie 
to me whom I fufpeft of being employed by the 
Firft Conful for the Purpofe of afcertaining my 
Sentiments, and cold me that I fhould, in the Courfe 
of the Day, receive a Letter from M. de Talleyrand, 
drawn up under the InfpeSion of the Firft Conful, 
which although not exadly what I might wifh, was 
however fo moderate as to afford me awell-grounded 
Hope, and might certainly be fufEcient to induce 
T.e to deh\y, for a Ihort I'ime, my Departure. I 
told him that it woiild be a Matter of great Sa- 
tisfaftion to mc to perceive a Probability of bring- 
ing the Negotiation to a favourable Iffue j and that 
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I fbould be extremely forry to fpoil the Bufincfs by 
any ufelefs Precipitation. But it muft be recol- 
lefted that I afted in Conformity to Inftruflions ; 
that thofe Inftruftions were pofitive ; that by them 
I was enjoined to leave Paris on Tuefday next, 
unlefs in the intermediate Time certain Conditions 
were agreed to. Having received no Letter in the 
Courfe of the Day, about Four o'Clock I went to 
M. de Talleyrand ; I told him that my Anxiety to 
learn whether he had any Thing favourable to tell 
5ie, brought me to him, and in cafe he had not, 
to recall to his Recolleftion that Tuefday was the 
Pay on which I muft leave Paris, and to requeft 
that he would have the neceffary Paflports prepared 
for me and my Family. He appeared evidently em- 
barraffed, and after fome Hefitation obferved, that 
he could not fuppofe I fhould really go away ; but 
that at all Events the Firft Conful never would re- 
call his Ambaffador. To this I replied, His Ma- 
jcfty recalled me in order to put an End to the 
Negotiation, on the Principle that even aftual War 
was preferable to the State of Sufpenfe in which 
^England, and indeed all Europe, had been kept 
for fo long a Space of Time. 

From the Tenour of his Converfation, I fhould 
rather be led to think that he does not confider 
the Cafe as defperate. Upon my leaving him he 
repeatedly faid, yai encore de rEfpoir.

A NOTHER Day has paffed over without produc- 
ing any Change. I determined to go myfelf 
to M. de TaHeyrand, and to deliver, inftead of fend- 
ing, the inclofed Letter. I told him that it was 
with great Reludance that I came to make this 
laft Application to him. That I had long fince 
informed him of the Extent of the Term which 
had been affigned for my St^y at Paris, and that 
as I had received to this Moment no Anfwer what- 
ever to the Propofal I had repeatedly made, I could 
no longer delay requiring him to furnifh me with 
the neceffary Paffports for the Return of myfelf, 
my Family, and the Remainder of the Million, to 
England. Upon this I gave him the Letter, a 
Copy of which I inclofe, and on reading it he ap- 
peared fomewhat ftartled. He lamented that fo 
much Time had been loft ; but faid that enough 
remained, if I was authorifed to negotiate upon 
oiher Terms. I could of courfe but repeat to him, 
that I had no other Terms to propofe, and. that 
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therefore unlefs the Firft Conful cduld fo far gain 
upon himfelf as to facrifice a falfe Pundilio to the 
Certainty of a War of which no one could forefee 
the. Confequence^ nothing could poffibly prevent my 
Departure To-morrow Night. He hoped, he faid, 
this was not fo near ; that he would communicate 
my Letter, and what I had faid, to the Firft Conful 
immediately, and that in all Probability I fliould 
hear from him this Evening, I thought it, however, 
right to apprize him that it was quite impoffible I 
could be induced to difobey His Majefty's Orders, 
and protra£l a Negotiition on Terms fo difadvan- 
tageous to ourfelves, unlefs he Ihould furnifli me 
with fuch a Juftification as would leave me no Room 
to hefitate ; and that I did not fee that any Thing 
Jhort of a full Acquiefcence in His Majefty's De- 
mands could have that-Eflfefl:. — He repeated that 
he would report the Converfation to the Firft 
Conful, and that I ihould fhortly hear from him. 

In this State the Bufmefs now refts ; I am ex- 
pefting either a Propofuion or my Paifports, and 
am confequently taking every Meafure for fetting 
put To-morrow Night.

COON after I had difpatched the Meflenger the 
Night before lad, with my DIfpatches of the 3d, 
I received a Communication from M. de Tallcy- 
rand, of which I inclofe a Copy, the Purport of 
which was fo completely fhort of every Thing 
which could be fatisfaftory, that I did not think 
myfelf authorized to enter into any Difcuflion upon 
it ; and as early as I could on the following Morning 
I returned the Anfwer of which the inclofed is a 
Copy. 

After this I concluded, of Courfe, that there was 
an End to the Negotiation. I had for fome Days 
pad been preparing for my Departure ; every Mea- 
fure was taken for fetting out at Four o'Clcck this 
Morning, and we were expecting only the Paflports 

which 
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which I had demanded, for the Purpofe of order* 
mg the Poft Horfes. The Day and the Evening 
pafied without the Paflports having been fent ; and 
vhiift we were deliberating on the Motives of fuch- 
a Delay, about 12 o'Clock at Night, a Gentleman 
who was with me received a Communication which 
convinced me. that it was not meant to give me my 
Paflfporrs without another Attempt, and I was, 
therefore, not furprized when about One o'CIock I 
received the incbfed Note from M. de Talleyrand. 
In this Situation I am waiting the Hour of Ren-^ 
dezvous with M. de Talleyrand.

On the .Demand made by the Underfigned, that 
Lord Whitworth would, in Conformity to the 
XJfage of all Ages and of all Countries, give in 
Writing what he himftlf called the Ultimatum of 
his Government, his Excellency declared, that his 
Inftruftions cxprefsly forbad him to tranfmit on 
this Objedt any written Note. 

The Intentions of the Firft Conful being entirely 
pacific, the underfigned difpenfes with making any 
Obfervation on fo new and fo ftrange a Manner of 
treating on Affairs of this Importance. 

Arid, in order to give a frefli Teftimony of the 
Value which he attaches to the Continuance of 
Peace, the Firft Conful has dircfled the Under- 
figned to make the following Notification in the 
accuftomcd Style and Forms. 

As the Ifland of Lampedofa does not belong to 
France, it is not for the Firfl: Conful either to ac- 
cede to or to refufe the Defire teitified by His Bri- 
tannic Majefty, of having this Iflcind in His Pof- 
feffion. 

With regard to the Ifland of Malta, as the De- 
mand made refpeQing it by His Britannic Ma- 
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jefty would change a formal Difpofition in the 
Treaty of Amiens, the Firft Conful cannot but 
previouily communicate it to His Majefly the King 
of Spain, and to the Batavian Republic, Contra£t- 
ing Parties to the faid Treaty, in order to know 
their Opinion ; and befides, as the Stipulations re- 
lative to Malta have been guaranteed by their Ma« 
jefties the Emperor of Germany, the Emperor of 
Ruflia^ and the King of Pruflia, the Contracting 
Parties to the Treaty of Amiens, before they agree 
«to any Change in the Article of Malta, are bound 
to concert with the guaranteeing Powers. 

The Firft Conful will not refufe this Concert^ 
but it belongs not to him to propofe it, fince it is 
not he who urges any Change in the guaranteed 
Stipulations. 

With regard to the Evacuation of Holland by 
the French Troops, the Firft Conful has no Diffi- 
culty in direfting the Underfigned to repeat that 
the French Troops fhall evacuate Holland at the 
Inftant that the Stipulations of the Treaty of Amiens 
fliall be executed in every Quarter of the Globe. 

The Underfigned avails himfelf of this Oppor- 
tunity to renew to his Excellency the Englifti Am* 
baffador, the Affurance of his high Confi deration.

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His Excellency mufl: have been aware that the 
Two-fold NecefSty of making an Agreement with 
the guarantying Powers of the Treaty of Amiens, 
and of not violating a Coropaft in the Execution of 
which the Honor of France, the Security for the 
future, and the Good-Faith of the diplomatic Inter- 
courfe between the Nations of Europe, were To 
deeply interefted^ had impofed a Law upon the 
French Government of difcarding every Propofi- 
tion diametrically contrary to the Treaty of 
Amiens. Neverthelefs the Kirll Conful, accuf- 
tomed for Two Months to make every Species* of 
Sacrifice for the Maintenance of Peace, would not 
rejeft a Mezzo-termino of a Nature to conciliate 
the Interefts and Dignity of the Two Countries. 

His Britannic Majefty appears to have been of 
Opinion, that the Neapolitan Garrifon which was 
to be placed at Malta, would not afford a fufficient 
Force for fecuring the aftual Independence of the 
liland. 

This Motive being the only one which can ex- 
plain His Majefly's Refufal to evacuate the Ifland, 
the Firft Conful is ready to confent that the Ifland 
of Malta (hall be placed in the Hands of One of 
the Three Powers who have guarantied its Inde- 
pendence, either Auftria, Ruffia, or Pruffia, with a 
Provilb that as foon as France and England fliall 
have come to an Agreement upon this Article, 
they fliall unite in their Requifitions to engage the 
other Powers, either contratking, or acceding to 
the Treaty of Amiens, to confent to it. 

Were 
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Were It poffible that this Propofition fhould not 
be accepted, it would be manifeft not only that 
England never intended to comply with the Terms 
of the Treaty of Amiens, but that fhe has not been 
aduated by Good-Faith in any of her Demands, and 
that in Proportion as France conceded One Point, 
the Britifh Government advanced another. It this 
ihould be demonftrated^ the Firft Conful will at leaft 
have given another Proof of his Sincerity, of his 
Anxiety to devife the Means of avoiding War, of 
his Eagernefs to embrace them, and of the Value 
wHich he would place on their being adopted.

\7OUR Excellency's Difpatches have been re- 
ceived, and laid before the King. 
The Propofitions which have been made to you 
on the Part of the French Government, and which 
have induced your Excellency to delay your De- 
parture until the Return of the MelTenger Sylvefter, 
are in every Refped fo loofe, indefinite, and unfa- 
tisfadory, and fall fo far fhort of the juft Preten- 
fions of His Majefty, that it is impoffible that the 
French Government could have expeded them to 
have been accepted. During the Whole of the 
Difcuffions which have lately occurred. His Ma- 
jefty has had a Right to confider himfelf in the Cha- 

rader of the injured Party. No Means have been 

omitted 
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omitted on His Part to induce the French Govern- 
ment to make a full and early Explanation of rheir 
Views, and to afford to His Majefty that Satisfac- 
tion and Security to which He confidered Himfelf 
to be intitled. It was in confecjuence of the appa- 
rent Determination of the French Government to 
evade all Difcuffion on the Points of Difference be- 
tween the Two Countries, that His Majefty was in- 
duced to ftate the Grounds on which, according to 
His Views, an Arrangement might be concluded 
fatisfaSory to both Governments ; and He accord- 
ingly authorized your Excellency to communicate 
the Three Projefts which at different Times I had 
forwarded to you. 

, Until the very Moment when your Excellency was 
about to leave Paris, the French Government have 
avoided making any diftinft Propofition for the Set- 
tlement of the Differences between the Two Coun- 
tries, and when at the very Inftant of your Depar- 
ture, the French Government felt themfelves com- 
pelled to bring forward fome Propofition, they con- 
fined that Propofition to a Part only of the Subjedl 
ill Difcuflion, and on that Part of it, what they-have 
brought forward is wholly inadmiffible. 

The French Government propofe that His Ma- 
jefty fliould give up the Ifland of Malta to a Ruffian, 
Auftrian, or Pruflian Garrifon. If His Majefty 
could be difpofed to wave his Demand for a tempo- 
rary Occupation of the Ifland of Malta, the Emperor 
of Ruffia would be the only Sovereign to whom, in 
the prefcnt State of Europe, he could confent that 

the 
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the Ifland fliould be afCgned ; and His Majefty hasr 
certain and authentic Information^ that the Emperor 
of Ruffia would on no Account confent to garrifon 
Malta. Under thefe Circumftances His Majefty 
pcrfeveres in his Determination to atlhere to the 
Subftance of his Third PrcjeQ: as his Ultimatum : 
As, however, the principal Objedion ftated by the 
French Government to His Majefty's Propofition k 
nnderftood to be confined to the Infertion of an Ar- 
ticle in a public Treaty by which His Majefty Ihall 
have a Right to remain in the Pofleffion of the Ifland 
of Malta for a definite Number of Years, His Ma- 
jefty will confent that the Number of Years (^ieing 
in no Cafe lefs than Ten^ may be ftated in a fecret 
Article ; and the public Articles may be agreed to 
conformably to the inclofed Projeft. By this Ex- 
pedient, the fuppofed Point of Honour of the French 
Government might hj faved. The Independence 
of the Ifland of Malta would, in Principle, be ac- 
knowledged, and the temporary Occupation of His 
Majefty would be made to depend alone on the pre^ 
fent State of the I/land of Lampedofa. 

You may propofe this Idea to M. Talleyrand, at 
the fame time afluring him, that His Majefty is de- 
termined to adhere to the Subftance of His Ultima- 
tum. And if you fliall not be able to conclude the 
Minute of an Arrangement on this Principle, you 
will on no Account remain in Paris more than 
Thirty-fix Hours after the Receipt of this Dif- 

patch. 

I obfcrve 
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I obferve by your Difpatch, you did not confider 
yourfblf as authorized to deliver to the French Go- 
vernment any Note or Projeft in Writing. The 
Words of my Difpatch were, that you were to com- 
municate the Terms officially^ which left it at your 
own Difcretion to communicate them verbally or 
in Writing, as you might judge moft expedient. 
You were certainly right in communicating them, 
in the Firft Inftance, verbally; but as fo much 
Strefs has been laid by M. Talleyrand on this Dif- 
tindion, it is important that I fliould inform you, 
that His Majefty neither had nor has any Objeiftion 
to your delivering the inclofed Projed as an Ulti- 
matum, accompanied by a fhort Note in Writing. 

I cannot conclude this Difpatch without recalling 
again your Attention to the Condufl: of the French 
Minifter at Hamburgh, and referring you to my 
loilrudions, by which you fhould abftain from 
concluding the Arrangement, unlefs you have re- 
cdved from M. Talleyrand an AiTurance that his 
Gondud would be publicly difavowed.

'TpHE Meffenger Sylvefter, as I mentioned in my 
laft Difpatch, returned on the 9th at 1 2 o'Clock; 
and I wrote to M. de Talleyrand informing him of 
it, and defiring him to name an Hour when I might 
wait upon him in order to communicate to him the 
Purport of my Inftruftions. To this Letter I re- 
cdved no Anfwer that Evening or the following 
Morning. Anxious to execute my Orders, and to 
lofe no Time, I inclofed the Project furnifhed me 
by your Lordfhip, accompanied by an official Note 
and a private Letter to M. de Talleyrand, and fent 
It to the Foreign Department by Mr, Mandeville, 
with Dire£kions to deliver it to M. de Talleyrand, 
or in his Abfence to the Chefdu Bureau. He de- 
livered it accordingly to M. Durand, who promifed 
to give it to his Chief as foon as he came in, 
which he expeded, he faid, fliortly. At Half paft 
Four, having waited till that Time jn vain, I went 
myfelf to M. de Talleyrand j I was told that the 
Family was in the Country, and that they did not 
know when the Minifter would be in Town. Half 
an Hour after I had returned Home, the Packet 
which Mr. Mandeville had given into the Hands of 
M. Durand, was brought to me, I believe by a 
Servant, with a verbal Meffage that as M, de Tal- 
leyrand was in the Country it would be neceffary 

that 
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that I fliould fend it to him there. In order to 
defeat as much as depended upon me, their In-, 
teniicn of gaining Time^ I wrote again to M. de 
Talleyrand, recapitulating the Steps I had taken 
fince the Return of the Meflengers ; and defired 
Mr.Talbot, the Secretary of the Embafly, to take it 
hirafelf at Nine o'Clock at Night, when I thought 
M, de Talleyrand would be at Home, to his Houfe 
at Meudon. He was, however, not at Home. Mr. 
Talbot was told that he was at St. Cloud, where he 
had been all Day, and that he would not be back 
until very late- He therefore left my private Lct-^ 
ter, with his Name, and returned with the Packet. 
It was my Intention to have fent it on the follow^ 
ing Morning to the Bureau, with Orders that it 
Ihould be left there ; at One o'Clock in the Morn- 
ing I received a Note from M. de Talleyrand ac- 
counting for his not having been able to anfvver me 
Iboner ; and appointing me at Twelve o'Clock at 
the Bureau dcs Relations E:cterieures. I wejit at the 
appointed Time. H-j began by apolo/^izing for 
having fo long poftponed the Interview, which he 
attributed to his having been the whole Day with 
the Firfl Conful. We then entered upon Bufinefs. 
I told him that, limited as I was by your Lord{hip*s 
Inftruftions, he could not be furprifed at my Impa- 
tience to acquit myfcif of my Duty. I explained to 
him the Nature of your Lordfhip's Obfervations on 
the Propofal of the 4th, and that it Vv'as confi- 
dered as on One Kand imprafticable from the Re- 
fufal of the Emperor of Rufiia to take Charge of

Malta^ and on the other, as being wholly inadc* 
quate to His Majefty's juft Pretenfions. ' I gave him 
the Note in which this was expreffed, and the Pro* 
jeft, on which alone a fatisfaftory Arrangement 
could be framed. He read them with apparent At- 
tention, and without many Remarks j and after 
fome Time he aflced me if I feh myfelf authorized, 
by my Inftruftions to conclude with him a Conven- 
tion, framed on the Bafis of my Projeft, or indeed 
extending that Bafis, fince the Firft Article of it 
Mfould be the perpetual Poffcffion of Malta to Eng- 
land, in Return for a Confideration, I told him I 
nioft certainly was not authorized to enter into any 
Engagement of fuch a Nature, which would make 
the Negotiation One- of Exchange, inftead of a De- 
mand of Sadsfaftion and Security. To this he re- 
pUied, that the Satisfaftion and Security which we 
required was Malta, and that this we obtained. 
That the Firft Conful could not accede to what he 
confidered, and what muft be confidered by the 
Public and by Europe, as the Effeft of Coercion, 
but if it were poffible to make the Draft palatable, 
did I think myfelf juftifiable in refufing to do fo. 
I told him that acting in ftrid Compliance with my 
InftruQions-I could have no need of Juftification, 
and that I came to him with the Determination of 
abiding ftriftly by them. He contended, that by 
communicating a Projeft, 1 merely ftated on what 
Grounds we would be willing to conclude; and 
that a Counter- Projed, founded on the Bafis of 

Q- giving 
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giving us what we required, could not be refufed a 

fair Difcuf&on* To this^ I urged the Refolution of 

His Majefty's Minifters, to avoid every Thing which 

could procrad the Negotiation. That I faw no 

other Means of afting up to thofe Views, than by 

making my Stand on the Projed at all Events. I 

urged him repeatedly to explain himfelf more fully 

on the Nature of the Demand which he fhould 

make for Malta^ but he could noty or would not ex^ 

plain himfelf. After much Conteft, it was agreed 

that the Propofal (hould be fubmitted to me in the 

Courfe of a few Hours, and that I fhould determine 

on the Line of ConduQ: I might feel myfelf jufti- 

fied in purfuing, either to fign it, to fend it Homei 

or to leave Paris. 

The Remainder of this Day pafled without re- 
ceiving any Communication from M. de Talley- 
rand. Upon this, I determined to demand my 
Paffports, by an official Note, which I fent this 
Morning by Mr. Mandeville, in order that 1 might 
leave Paris in the Evening. 

At Two, I renewed my Demand of Paffports, 
and was told I fhould have them immediately. 
They arrived at Five o'Clock, and I propofe fetting 
but as foon as the Carriages are ready.

INSTRUCTIONS TO LORD WHITWOTRH. 

My Lord, Downing- Street^ Nov. 14, 1802. 

T TAKE the Firft Opportunity of communicating 
to your Excellency, for the Regulation of your 
Condud:, the Inftrudions which His Majefty is 
pleafed to give you on fuch Points as may. become 
Subjeds of Dilicuffion between His Majefty and the 
f*rcnch Government ; and to defire that you will 
endeavour to conform yourfelf to them in all your 
Convcrfations with the French Minifters. 

You will lofe no proper Opportunity of expref- 
fiftg His Majefty's carneft Solicitude for the Pre- 
fetvation of the Peace which fubfifts between the 
Two Countries; His Dlfpofition to do every Thing 
in His Power for that Purpofe which is confiftent 
with the Honour of His Crown and the Interefts 
of His Dominions; and His Regret at any Cir- 
cumftances which may have arifen to interrupt 
that Harmony and good Underftanding which are 
fo important to the Welfare and Happinefs of both 
Countries. You will, however, ftate moft dif- 
tinSly His Majefty's Determination never to forego 
His Right of interfering in the Affairs of the Con- 
tinent, on every Occafion in which the Interefts of 
His own Dominions, or tbofe of Europe in gene- 
ral. 
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ral, may appear to Him to require it. This Right 
His Majefty poflefles in common with every other 
independent Power ; it reds upon general Princi- 
pies, and does not require the Confirmation of any 
particular Treaty. It is neverthelefs important 
that you fhould obferve, that the Circumftances 
which led to the Conclufion of the laft Peace, and 
the Principles upon which the Negotiation was 
condufted, would give His Majedy a fpecial Right 
to interpofe in any Cafe which might lead to the 
Extenfion of the Power or Influence of France. 
In the Communications which took place between 
the Two Governments previous to the Signature of 
the Preliminary Articles, His Majefty propofed, as 
the Bafis of Negotiation, that if the French Go- 
vernment would not relinquifli the Continental 
Acquifitions which they had obtained from other 
Powers in the Courfe of the War, His Majefty 
would claim the Right of keeping a Part of His 
Conquefts, as a Compenfation for the important 
Acquifitions of Territory made by France upon 
the Continent. This Principle was formally recog- 
nized by the French Government in an official 
Note in the following Wonls : '' Cependant on re-

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1 fend jou now inclofcd the official Anfwer to the 
Note of the Chancellor Count Woronzow^ relative 
to the loth Article of the Treaty of Amiens — ^it 
has been delivered to Count Simon Woronzow, 
the Ruffian Ambaffador at this Court. 

In communicating this Note, you will exprefs, in 
fuitable Terms, how fepfibly His Majefty feels the 
Friendfliip which the Emperor of Ruffia has mani- 
fefted to Him on this Occafion, in His Difpofition 
to concur in the Arrangements relative to the Ifland 
of Malta — and how fmcerely His Majefty regrets, 
that it is not in His Power to acquiefce, without Con- 
dition or Explanation, in every Thing that His Im^ 
perial Majefty has propofed on this Subjeft. His 
Majefty however trufts that, when all the Circum- 
ftances are taken into Confideration which bear upon 
this important Subjeft, the Emperor of Ruffia will 
be fatisfied, that the Line of Condud which has 
been adopted by His Majefty, is fuch as a Regard 
lo Good-Faith and to the Intcrefts of His Domi- 
nions have rendered neceflary- The only material 
Difference between the Arrangement propofed by 
the Emperor of Ruffia for the Ifland of Malta, and 
that in which His Majefty is willing to concur, re- 
lates to the Stipulations in favour of the Maltefe In- 
habitants, It is important that your Excellency 
fliould imprefs the Ruffian Government with the 
Convidion of the Services rendered by the Inhabi- 
tants of Malta to His Majefty and to the Common 
Caufe, at the Time when the French were in PoC- 
feffion of the Ifland.

lency well knows that the Maltefe Inhabitants, if 
attached to their Government, are equal to the De- 
fence of the Ifland j and that every Motive of Policy 
therefore, as well as of Jufl:ice, renders it expedient 
to endeavour to conciliate their Affections.

Circumfl:anccs being premifed, you will fl:ate, that 
the Objeftion which, it is conceived, has had moft 
Weight with His Imperial Majeft:y, is that Stipula- 
tion in the loth Article of the Treaty of Amiens, 
which, at the Time that it cftabliflies a Maltefe 
Langue, requires no Proof of Nobility for Admiflion 
into that Langue — That fuch a Stipulation is con- 
iidered as leading to the Efl:ablift)ment of a Plebean 
Langue, totally inconfifl:ent with the Spirit of the 
Infliitution of the Order. — His Majeft:y is extremely 
defirous of devifmg Means by which this ObjeOion 
jihall be obviated, and the Interefl:s of the Maltefe 
adequately confulted.

Priory, the Objedion, which is at prefent made to 
this Part of the Arrangement, would, in a great 
Degree, if not wholly, be removed. As, however^ 
the Number of Perfons who would be capable of 
Admiflion into the Order, in confequence of fuch 
a Regulation, would be very limited, it appears rea- 
fonable, that fome further Stipulations fhould be 
made in favour of the Inhabitants of Malta ; ^nd it 
may be propofed to revive, under fuch Regulations

The Events which have happened fince the Con- 
clulion of the Definitive Treaty ; the unbounded 
Ambition which has been, and ftill is, manifefled 
by the French Government ; might have juftified 
His Majefty in bringing forward new Demands, 
and in even claiming the Appropriation of Maha, 
as f(tfne Counterpoife to the Acquifitions made by 
France fince the Treaty of Peace ; but the Mode- 
ration with which His Majefty has been aduated in 
all His Concerns with Foreign Powers, and His 
anxious Defire that the Peace of Europe may,' if 
poffible, be efiedually confolidated, has induced 
Him to forego thofe Claims which the increafed 
and increafmg Power of France might have juftified

nrHE Underfigned, His Majefty's Principal Se- 
cretary of State for Foreign Affairs, has laid 
before the King, the Note of the Chancellor of His 
Imperial Majefty of all the RufTias, together with 
the Projet of the Articles inclofed in it, which was 
delivered to his Excellency Sir John Borlafe War- 
ren, in confequence of the Invitation made by his 
Excellency and the French Minifter, in the Name 
of His Majefty and the Firft Conful of the French 
Republic, to His Imperial Majefty to accede, as a 
guaranteeing Power, to the Tenth Article of the 
Definitive Treaty of Peace, figned at Amiens on the 
27th Day of March laft. 

It has been His Majefty's fincere and conftant 
Defire, that the Stipulations of this Article, as well 
as every other Part of the DefinitiveTreaty of Peace, 
fhould be carried into complete EfFeft ; and as Cir- 
cumftances have arifen, fmce the Conclufion of the 
Treaty, which render it impradicable to execute 
the Tenth Article according to the Terms of it, 
and which have made frefti Stipulations neceflary, 
that Means fhould be found, by amicable Negotia- 
tion, of accomplifhing an Arrangement, which may 
be deemed conformable to the Spirit of the Treaty,

and to the Intentions of the Contracting Parties at 
the Time of concluding it. 

His Majefty attaches the greatefl Importance to 
the Acceffion of the Emperor of Ruflia to the Tenth 
Article of the Definitive Treaty ; not only on ac- 
count of the Security which the Guarantee of His 
Imperial Majefty would give to the Independence of 
the Ifland of Malta, but likewife from a Dcfire to 
obtain His Imperial Majefty *s Sanftion and Con- 
ctliTence, with refpedt to the Arrangements ftipu- 
lated in that Article. His Majefty has invariably 
manifefted the fame Difpolidon. As foon as he 
learnt the Proceeding, which had been adopted at 
St, Peterfburgh, in confequence of the Proclama- 
tion of the Emperor of Ruflia for the Eleftion of 
a Grand Mafter, He propofcd to the French Go- 
vernment to join with Him in declaring, that, as 
Contrafting Parties to the Treaty of Amiens, they 
were ready to acknowledge that Eleftion to be va- 
lid, and to recognize the Perfon who might be 
named by the Pope out of thofe who were chofen 
by the Priories in Ruflia, and whofe Names ap- 
peared in the Lift that was then publiflied, to be 
Grand Mafter of the Order of Sf. John. In con- 
formity to the Principles which, governed His Ma- 
jefty's Condufl: on that Occafion, He is perfeftly 
ready to adopt the Suggeftion of His Imperial Ma- 
jefty, for the Conclufion of a Supplementary Con- 
vention to the Tenth Article of the Treaty of 
Amiens ; and He has no Difiiculty in declaring His-

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entire Acquiefcence in the Second, Third, Fifth, 
and Sixth Articles, contained in the Projet deli- 
vered to Sir John Warren ; His Majefty entirely 
concurs likewife in that Part of the Firft Article, 
which relates to the Acknowledgement of the So- 
vereignty of the Order of St. John of Jerufalem 
over the Ifland of Malta and its Dependencies* 
With refpeft to the other Part of the Article, which 
refers to the Advantages ftipulated in Favour of the 
Maltefe ; His Majefty is extremely anxious that 
Means may be devifed of reconciling the Views of 
the Emperor of Ruffia, relative to the Order of St. 
John, with the Attention, which a Regard for the 
Honor of His Crown renders due to the Interefts 
and Wiflies of the Maltefe Inhabitants, and with the 
indifpenfable Objeft of the Tenth Article of the 
Treaty of Peace, that of providing effeftually for 
the Independence of the Ifland -, and He trufts that 
fuch an Arrangement may be found not inconfiftent 
with the Spirit of the original Inftitution of the 
Order. His Majefty will lofe no Time in giving 
Inftruftions to Sir Alexander Ball, to take Meafures 
for obtaining the Information which may be ne- 
ceflary for enabling His Majefty to form his Deter- 
mination on this Subjeft. 

His Majefty trufts that that Part of the Fourth 
Ariicle, which relates to the Number of Neapoli- 
tan Troops, will be judged unneceflary, when it is 
underftood that, with a View to the Execution of 
the Provifions of the Treaty of Amiens, Meafures 

have 
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have already been taken for raifing a Mai tefe Force 
of 2000 Men, which, together with the 2000 at 
prefent in the Ifland, will form an adequate Gar- 
rifon for its Defence. His Majefty however entirely 
agrees with the Emperor of Ruffia, in the Neceflity 
of providing adequate Funds for the Support of 
this Garrifon ; and, as the Property of the Spanifh 
Priories has been fequeftered fince the Conclufion 
of the Definitive Treaty, to which Treaty His Ca- 
tholic Majefty was a Party, He thinks it indifpen- 
fable, that the Property of thofe Priories fhould be 
reftored to them ; efpecially as the Portuguefe Go^ 
vernmentJiave lately declared their Intention of fe- 
queftrating the Property of the Portuguefe Priory, 
as forming a Part of the Spanifh Langue, unlefs the 
Priories of Spain are re-inftated in their former Pof- 
feflions. As thofe Sequeftrations have been carried 
into Effect fince the Conclufion of the Treaty of 
Peace, and as it is highly important to fecure, under 
any Circumftances which may happen, a Revenue 
adequate to the Maintenance of the Civil and Mi- 
litary Government, and of the Independence of the 
Ifland, His Majefty adopts, from a Conviftion of its 
Neceflity, the Suggeftion of the Emperor of Ruflia, 
that whatever Sum may be requifite for that Purpofe 
beyond the ordinary Revenue, fhall be provided by 
an equal Contribution on the Part of His Majefty 
and of the French Government ; and in Default of 
Payment by either of the Parties, it fhall be at the 
Option of the other Party to contribute the Whole.

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His Majefly has thus ftatcd, without Referve to 
His Imperial Majefty, His Sentiments on every Part 
of" this important Subjeft, and His Readinefs to agree 
in fuch Modifications of the Tenth Article of the 
Treaty of Amiens, as may be found not inconfiflent 
with the Spirit of it ; as may be compatible with the 
Intercfts of all the Parties concerned, and which, 
His Majefty trufts, will therefore prove fatisfaftory 
to the Emperor of Ruffia.

T HAVE the Honour to acknowledge the Re- 
ceipt of your Letter of the 15th Inftant, in-

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the French Republic, for the Iflands of Guernfey, 
Jerfey, and Alderney. 

I defire you to be ajffurcd, that His Majcfty's Go- 
vernment have uniformly been, and continue to . 
be, folicitous to fee the Commerce between this 
Country and France renewed upon a juft and equi- 
table Footing : It has therefore afforded them fin- 
cere Concern to learn, that their Difpofition la this 
Refpeft has not as yet been met by a correfpon- 
dent Difpofition on the Part of the French Govern- 
ment; but that the Commerce of His Majefty's 
Subjefts, in the Ports of France, is in a very uncer- 
tain and precarious State, and is expofed to nu- 
merous Vexations and Difficulties. Under thefe 
Circumftances, His Majefty is under the Neceffity of 
poftponing the Recognition of any Commercial 
Agent of the French Republic within His Domi- 
nions, until fome Commercial Arrangement, cither 
definitive or provifional, can be agreed upon by the 
Two Governments. 

The Expectation of receiving more fatisfadlory 
Information upon this important Subjed, has hi- 
therto induced me to defer returning an Anfwer 
refpefting the Commiffion of M. Coquebert Mont- 
bret, as CommiiTary General of Commercial Rela- 
tions on the Part of the French Republic.

T RECEIVED with your Letter of the 2d of this 
Month, Citizen Ambaflador, Copy of a Circular 
Letter, and of a Scries of Queftions that I had di- 
refted to feveral Commiflaries of French Com- 
mercial Relations, refiding in Foreign Parts ; and 
this Letter is merely in Reply to that Part of your's 
which relates to this Clrcumflance. You inform 
me, that the Paffaj^es underlined are thofe which 
appear to have excited the Miftruft of the EngUfh 
Government, by whom my Packet was opened. 
You will readily have obferved, that the Part of 
my Letter which was the moft ftrikingly underlined, 
was the Clofe of it, whertin I recommended the 
Commiffaries not to confider the Taik I required 
of them as forming a Part of your official Corref- 
pondence, but to write at the Top of their An- 
fwers. Private Correfpondence. 

To enable you to judge of my Motives, and to 
give every Satisfaction to Lord Hawkelbury, if you 
think it of fufficient Importance, it will be fuffi- 

cient 
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cient to tell you,, that the Informations I am defi- 
Tous of collefting, are intended for the Completion 
of a Work in the Nature of that intituled, the 
*' Balance of Commerce.'* 

This Objeft forms no Part of the Labours of any 
of the Branches of the Department for Foreign 
Affairs ; it is entirely the Bufmefs of Men of 
Letters. 

The Queftlons which I have put, are with a 
View to verify the Information already obtained by 
other Information ; and the Commiffaries of Com- 
mercial Relations arc better qualified to furnifh mc 
with it, than any One. This trifling Matter forms 
no Part of their ordinary Employment ; and for 
that Reafon is not clafled with their Communica- 
tions, which ought always to be made in the regu- 
lar Form. My Defign rather is to enforce the Exe- 
cution of it, than to allow a Departure from it. 
This is an invariable Principle with me. But the 
mere reading of my Letter, and of the Queftions 
annexed thereto, fufEciently prove how faftidious 
it would be to attach to them any greater Impor- 
tance than what is due to a Work ftriftly literary j 
and I was fo little defirous of avoiding their Pub- 
licity, that I at firft entertained the Idea of having 
them printed.

T ORD HAWKESBURY informed the French 
Ambaffador, that, in confequence of the Re- 
prefentations which had been made on the Subjedt 
of the French Commiffaries of Commercial Rela- 
tions, by His Majelly*s Government, it was their 
Determination, not to allow thofe Perfons to exe- 
cute any of the FunSions afligned to them by their 
rcfpe£tive Commiflions, nor to proceed to the no- 
minal Places of their Deftination ; and in the 
Event of their attempting to proceed thither, to 
dired them to quit the King's Dominions. In 
order, however, to obviate the Neceffity of having 
Recourfe to thefe Meafures, His Majefty's Go- 
vernment trufted that the French Government 
would, of their own Accord, direft thefc Perfons 
to return to France.

The Deputies fent on the Part of the Extraor- 
dinary Congreffes held at Malta and Gozo,

conformably to the Inftruftions which they 
received from their Conftituents the 9th 
November 1801. 

My Lord, 

tT is with the moft lively Grief and the utmoft 
Surprife, that the Maltefe People have been in- 
formed of the fevere and unmerited Fate which 

awaits 
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awaits them, in the Return of the Order of St. 
John of Su Jerufalem to the Iflands of Malta and 
Gozo. The Defeftion and Treachery of which 
that Order became guilty, will form an -^ra in the 
Annals of the World, as flriking as that which 
now replaces us under its defpotic Dominion, not- 
withftanding that it betrayed us to an Army un- 
faithful to its Promifes and Engagements. The 
Judgement which Pofterity will pronounce upon 
this Tranfadion, will be no Panegyric on the Age 
in which we live ; and we anticipate the Com- 
plaints and the Reproaches which our lateft De-

Diftreffes j the Expences incurred during the Firfl: 
Months of the Revolution, for the Support of our 
Battalions, and the Lofs of Six Millions of Crowns, 
fufficiently refute the atrocious Calumnies with 
which the Author of the Anfwer to the Manifejio 
of the Priory ofRuJJla has endeavoured to load us. 
The Falfehood confutes itfelf j fince it was noto- 
rious to every one, that the Plan of the Invafion of

^iiE Deputies of the Iflands of Malta and Gozo, 
have the Honour of prefehtihg to your Excels 
lency, the warmeft Thanks for all that you havd 
deigned to do in favour of their Nation. We are 
not ignorant, my Lord^ of all that you muil have 
had to overcome, in order to infure the Tran4uillity 
and the Happinefs of our Country; The Defence 
of it, which you have beeri j^leafed to tindertake, 
is worthy the Loyalty and Magnanimity of your 
Nation. Being unable to have the Honour of form^ 
ing a Pare of the Empire of His Britannic Ma- 
jefty, by a faithful Submiffion, we fhall have that of 
being always united to it by an aiFedionatis Gra- 
titude. 

In tranfmitting to our lateft Defcendants the 
Story of our Revolution, we fhall tell them, that 
wfthout the Ailidance of Great Britain, our Ruin 
muft have been inevitable ; and the Date of our 
Happinefs will be the Date of the Prote£lion with 
Hirhich your Excellency has honoured us. 

We entreat you, my Lord, to permit us, at a

/^N the 14th of November 1802, a Letter was 
written by Sir George Shee, under Lord Pel- 
ham's Direftion, to General Gordon, command- 
ing at Guernfey ; which ftated, that His Majefty 
had refufed to allow any of the Perfons ftiling 
themfelves *^ Commiffarles of Commercial Rela- 
tions," to excrcife any of the FunQions appertain- 
ing to that Office within His Majefty's Dominions. 
On the 5th February 1803, General Gordon was 
inflrudted to reprefent to Mr. Chepy, that as none 
of the Commiffarics of Commercial Relations had 

been 
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been permitted to proceed to the Places of theit 
Deftinsition^ and that fome of them had a6tually 
returned to France, it would be advifeable for him 
alfo to repair to that Country. — ^On the 9th of 
March following. General Gordofi was direded 
to order Mr. Chepy to quit Guernfey without 
Delay, if he had not already taken his Departure 
from it*

Report made to the French Q)nru] by Colonel Se- 
baftiani, extracted from the^Moniteur of the 30th 
of January 1803. 

f\S the 1 6th of September I embarked at Toulon on 
board the Comelie ; and on the 30th I arrived at Tri- 
poli. I immediately wrote to Baron Cederfirom^ the 
SwediOb Rear- Admiral, as well as to the Minifier of the 
Pacha^ to offer them my Mediation to terminate the Dif- 
ferences exifting between the Swedifli Court and the Re- 
gency. My Mediation, was accepted : the Minifter and . 
the Rear-Admiral repaired to the Commiflarial Houfe of 
France, and we entered on the Negotiation. The Two 
Parties were far afunder ; the Pacha demanded a confi- 
derable Sum, and an Augmentation of the annual Tribute. 
He urged a Treaty made Two Years ago by an Envoy of 
the King of Sweden, which aflured the Payment of 245,000 . 
heavy Piailres^ and of an Annuity of 170,000 ; he added, 
that Two Years of War had fubjefied him to extraordinary 
Expences, and that he ufed great Moderation in conforming 
biinfclf to theTreaty in Quefiion. M. de Cederftrom only 
offered in the Name of his Court, 100,000 Piaftres for the . 
Redemption of the SwedilhSlaves^ who were to the Num- , 
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Mr of a Huncfaed and fifty, and an Annuity of 5000 Pia(^ 
ticf. After much Dei>ate, I fucceeded in making them fign 
aTreaty which fixed the Payment of the Ranfom at 150,000 
Piaftiesy and the Annuity at 8000. — On the ift of O£lober 
I wai prefiented with much Pomp to the Pacha, who re- 
cemd me in the moft diftinguiflied Manner. The £x^ 
change of the Ratification of the Treaty of Peace took place, 
and the Italian Republic wat ibrmally acknowledged. I 
cauled its Flag to be hoiflcd on the Commiflarial Houfe of 
France, and it was faluted by the Frigate and the Place 
with %i Guns. — It was not without Difficulty that the 
Pacha confented to acknowledge that Republic. He feared 
that all Italy was comprized in this new Republic, and 
chat, in confequence, he would be obliged to refpe£l indit 
criminately all the Ships of Commerce of that Part of £u^ 
lope:— this would deflioy his Marine. I gave him the no« 
ceflary Explanations, and particularly thofe which related 
to the ObjeS of his Apprehenfions, and be replied to rae, 
< Certainly I wtfii to be at Peace wkb the Italian Repulv> 
lie, without too much inrjuring my Inrerefi ; but if it were 
ftill more difficult, I would do it, fince the great Bonaparte 
defires it-' — ^The Pacha of Tripoli is a brave and enter- 
prising Man, the Friend of France. The Engliffi have fur-' 
nilhed Succours to his Brother, who is at prcfent at De- 
rue, without Means or Credit. His Plan is to raife the 
Country again ft the Bey. The Political and Adminiftra- 
tive Affairs of the Regency are conduced by Seid-Mu- 
haromed-el-Deghais, Minifter of the Pacha. This Man it 
full <^ Sagacity, and has even fome Notions of Europeair 
Politics. He has been in France, and prefcrves for our 
Country a predominant Sentitiicnt of Affection. On the 
ad of Oftober I fct out from Tripoli, and on the i6th ar- 
rived at Alexandria : the fame Day I waited upon Generaf 
Stuart, Commandant of the EngliQi Forces by Land and 
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Sea. I comiDURicated to him the Order of the Miniftet fof 
Foreign Affiiirs, which enjoined me to proceed to Alexaft*^ 
dria^ and if the Englilh dill occupied that Place^ to demaodf 
a fpeedy Evacuation, and the Execution of the Treaty of 
Amiens. General Stuart then told me, that t^ Evacua<« 
tion of the Place would (boftly be efie£kd ; but fiseing that 
I infiftedy and that I defired an Anfwer lefs vague, he d^ 
clared to me, that he had no Orders from his Court ta 
quit Alexandria, and that he even believed he (bonld pats 
rtie Winter there. General Stuart is a Man of midUcre 
Talents : he has for his Aid-de-Camp a French Emigrant, 
called the Chevalier de Sades, a Man of talent, and an £ite* 
my of France, who has much Influence over the General. 
I went the fame Day to fee Khourchid-Ahmid, the Pacha 
of Alexandria and the Capitan Bey, Commander of the 
Forces of the Ottoman Porte. After the cuftomary Com- 
pliments, and fome Language agreeable to the Sublime 
Porte, I announced to them, that the Agents of French 
Commerce would aflemble in Egypt. This Communica- 
tion gave them the greateft Pleafure, and they did not con- 
ceal that they faw with Grief the Stay of the Englifh in 
the Country. I told them, that their Stay could not be 
much longer, and that the general Peace left no Doubt of 
their approaching Departure. On the 17th I vifited the 
Chcik El Meffiry. The fame Day I alfo vifited the Cheifc 
Ibrahim Mufci. On the 1 8th I vifited the Coupu^e du 
Khali Ij, which has formed the Lake Mareotis. The Cur- 
rent of the Waters of the Lake Madi6 is ftill very firong, 
and if the Porte does not make hafte to re-efiablifh this 
important Canal, the Overflows which take place on the 
litile Tongue ot Land that feparates the two Lakes, will 
render the Opening fo confiderable, that it will be impofli- 
ble to travel. I do not think that the Swedifh Engineer 
fent by the Porte to direfl thefe Labours, has the nece/Tary 
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Talents. The Formation of the Lake Mareotis appears to 
have contributed to the Salubrity of the Air. The Citjr 
has no other Water than what it draws from the Wells of 
Marabouf. This little Fort I found guarded by an Engliih 
and Turkifh Garrifon, in order to proteft the Inhabitants 
who came to draw Water. I employed the Day of the 
19th in perambulating the Town, and receiving different 
Individuals who came to vifit me. On the 20th, I fet out 
for Cairo» efcorled by Two Turkifli Officers^ and Six 
French Soldiers, whom I had taken on board the Frigate^ 
but contrary Winds obliged me to return to the Port. 
The next Day I was at Aboukio where I paiTed the Nights 
I profited by this Opportunity to vifit the Fort, which is 
in a very ruined State. On the 22d I arrived at Rofetta, 
after having vifued the Fort Julien ; I faw the fame Day 
Ofman, Aga, and Duvanny of the Town, as well as alt 
the Chriftians who refide there. The 23d I was at Faone, 
where I vifited the Commandant of the Place, the Cadi, 
and the Cheiks ; I received from the latter, and from all 
thofe whom I entertained, Protefiations of Attachment to 
the Firft Conful. I palTed the next Day at Ralimanie, 
where I viGted the Cheik Muhammed Abou-Aly ; the Fort 
of the Town is almoft entirely deflrpyed. I vifited on the 
25th, at Menouf, the Cheik Abdin, whom the Firft Con- 
ful had appointed Cadi. The other Cheiks of that Town 
who came to vifit me, held the fame Language as thofe of 
. Faone. I faid to them, ' The Firft Conful loves your 
Country much, he fpeaks of it often ; he interefts himfelf 
in your Happinefs; he did not forget you, and recom- 
mended you to the Porte. He has made Peace with Eu- 
rope, and this Country will feel the Intereft which he takes^ 
and the Recolledion which he has preferved of the poor 
Cheiks of Egypt.' — Muhammed Kachef-Zourba Matzef- 
^m, who commanded at MenoUf on my Journey through 
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that Town^ has been beheaded in confequencc of being ac* 
cufed of Commanications with the Mamelouks. The two 
Forts of Menouf are defiroyed. I arrived the fame Dajr 
at Bbulak. I fent immediately Citizen Joiibert to inform 
the Pacha of Cairo of my Arrival. The next Mornings 
the 2$th, the Pacha fent 300 Cavalry and 200 In^ntry, 
commanded by the principal Officers of his Houfehold^ to 
accompany me to him, amidfi a great many Difcharges of 
Artillery. Having arrived at the Pacha's^ I faid to him, 
' Peace has been concluded between the French Republic 
and the Sublime Porte ; the ancient Relations of Amity 
and Commerce have been re-efiabli(hed, and I am charged 
by the Great Conful Bonaparte^ to aflure you of his Be* 
nevolence, and to announce to you the Arrival of Com- 
miflaries of the French Commerce in Egypt.' ' The Pacha 
anfwered me, * The Benevolence with which the Firft 
Conful has honoured me, penetrates me with Gratitude, and 
his Commercial Agents (hall meet here the moft friendly 
Reception.' I proceeded then to the Houfe which the 
Pacha had prepared for me. I received the fame Day the 
Vifits of all the principal Men of the Country, and of the 
Copt Intendants. On the 27th I again repaired to the 
Pacha, with whom I had a long Conference. I fpoke to 
bim in thefe Words : * The Firft Conful takes in you, and 
the Country which you govern, a very lively Infereft, and 
defires to contribute to your Happinefs ; he has charged me 
therefore to offer you his Mediation, in order to make Peace 
t^ween you and the Beys.' 

The F^cha thanked me warmly and fincerely for the 
Intereft which the Firft Conful took in his Behalf, but 
he protefted to me, that he had the moft politive Orders 
from his Court, to make a War of Extermination u^on 
f he Beys, and not to enter into any Arrangement with 
(hem. I obferved, that the unfortunate Circonritance^ 

which 
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wbicb had happened to the Ottoman Trcx^ (they ha4 
been beaten Five Times fucceifively by the . MamebQkft)^ 
tendered their Pofition rery critical, and that Obftinacy ex* 
po(ed them to the Lo(s of the Provbce* He then com- 
municated to me the Order of the Porte> and I faw beyond 
a Doubt that it was not poi&ble for him to enter into any 
Accommodation. I informed him that I intended to vifit 
the diCGBrent Cheiks of Cairo, and alfo Madame Murad Bey^ 
and to infpeft the Environs and Fortifications of the City. 
He ordered immediately that the Guard which he had £rnt 
jbould accompany me wberevier I wilbed to go, informing 
me, that he would ufe every Means in his Power to render 
my Stay at Cairo agreeable*— -The fame Day I com-^ 
menced my Vifits,^ be^nning with the Cheik Abdallah«el<- 
Chefcanoi, of the Great Mofque. As I was expe6led by 
him, he had aflembled a confiderable Number of Cheiks. 
The Converfation turned upon the Interefi which the Firft 
Conful took in Egypt, on his Power, his Glory, and on 
his Efieem and Benevolence for the learned Cheiks el 
Cairo. Their Anfwers ezprefled their Attachment to his 
Perfon. He muft have been a Witnefs-Iike myfelf to the 
Enthufiafm excited at the View of the Portrait of the Firft 
Conful, to form an Idea of the Exaltation of their Senti* 
ments. . I have given it to all the principal Cheiks of Cairo, 
and of the Towns where I have traveIled.-*On the 28th 
I invited the Cheik Omar El-Berky, Prince of the Shirifs: 
be was Ul, and I faw only bisSoa.-—* The Cheik Suleiman 
£I-Fargoumy received me with much Friendfliip, and af- 

fared me of his boundlefs Admiration for the Firft Conful. 
-p-The Citizen Joubert and Beye have certified to me that 
the Inhabitants of Cairo never tefiified io much Attach- 
ment to France as on my Arrival. — ^When we pafs along 
the Streets^ every Body falutes us. Their Afirobgers 
make Predi&ions every Day as to what concerns the l*ir(t 
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Coiiral.<**^Oii the 2ifA^ I went to vifil Midattie Mural 
Bejr ; her Intendmt had already prayed of me that I would 
grant her ah Interview. I in£prined her, that the Firft 
Cbiiful had diarged me to interpofc myMediation^in order 
«^mljce their Peace with the Sttblime Pbrte ; bat th^t the 
Acha had ordered that no Negociation (bould be- entered 
iatOk-«-I employed that Day and the following in vifiuog 
dit Ciudel, the Ifle of Ro da Gize, Boulak, and all the 
oter Utde Forts which Funound the City. The Turkifli 
JUdiers murmured to fee me vifit their Forts, but I feigned 
Mt to hear them, and continued my Courfe and my Obfe»- 
frations.*— On the 29th, in returning to Fort Dupoy, a Sol« 
dier menaced me with his Attagan ; but as the Inhabitants 
of the City teftified highly their Indignation againft him, 
I did not flop at his Menaoesj and condnued my Route. 
A Moment afterwards Moftapha Oukii, one of the CMefs 
of the City, pafTed before tne on Horicback. In paffing, 
he reproached my Guides with marching before a Gbrtflian, 
and above all, before a Frenchman^ and menaced them with 
the Bailinado aft^r my Departure. 1 cOuM not be filent 
under ftich an Infult; imd upoh my Return I fent Citizen 
Joubert to the Pacha, to make my Comphnrnf, and demand 
a prompt Redrefs. 1 decbfed 'ta him that I expeSed this 
Mart would come publicly to me to a(k ray P^on, phice 
l^mfelf at my Difpo&l, and imj^loxe my Pity. He fonni 
that Muftapba was gv^Ktly pvotefted by the Pkcha, and 
wanted to arrange it ofherwife j boti periifteil ^y (kclarinfg 
fonnaliy to the Pacha, that.if tfais<Repauration waanot made 
in the Manner in which I d^fiMkdiid it, 1 Ibouki inilandy 
depart, and immediately ^rrite to Parisund Conftantinople 
to ftate my Complaint. Ttris Declaration pmkiced aH the 
Efiefi which I expeded; and Muilapba, alarmed, catne on 
the following Day to me, contiuAed by kofett 1; and be 
publicly a£ked my Pardony andput-hrmlelFsIt Wify Dit^M. 

I told 
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•I told him tbat my firft Intention. had been to^ cut off Kb 
head, and that I only gave him his Life at the Solicita- 
tions of the -Pacha and M. Rofetti ; but if 'in * future |be 
Ihould ever infult the French, or thofe in their Suite, Uis 
Deftru6tion would be inevitable. This Affair, which was 
inftantly fpread throughout^ the whole Cityj produced the 
bed £fie£l.— The fame Day an Attempt was noAe to exaitc 
the Albanefe agaihft me* Two Letters from Roletta,' wrii- 
tcn by Englifli Protegees, aflured that there had been (eea 
upon the Coafts of Narolia a French Fleet of 300 Sail; 
that we were marching againft Conftantinople, and that my 
Vi£t to Egypt had no other Obje£l but to deceive ihtm, 
•and blind them to their Dangers. I made the Merchant 
. come to me who had received the Letter : I made him give 
it me«— I inftantly fent it to the Pacha himfelf, telling him 
that this abfurd Nevrs was fpread to occafion Difbrder^ and 
to endeavour to alter the good UnderftandingVbich exi{^ 
between France and the Sublime Porte ; and I guarantei^ 

• the Falfehood of it with my Head. The Pacha. had diC&o- 

• vered the SnarCf and did not fall into it. He even com- 
;municated to me a Letter from General Stuart, which.be 
had juft received^ and to which was joined an Order pf 
the Day, of the Firft Conful^ when he commanded tU 

• Army of Egypt. This Order, of the DsLy was dated in Au- 
guft 1799, and recalled to the RecsUeflion of the £gyp- 

. tians, that Conftantinople was tributary to Arabia^ and. that 
the Time was now come to refiore Cairo to its Suprems^, 
and; to defiroy the Eaftem Empire of the Ottomans. G^ 
neral Stuart begged the Pacha to confider the Spirit of that 
' Order, and to judge from it of our Attachment, and of our 
Peace with the Turks. I was indignant to find that a Sol- 
dier of one of the moft polite Nations of Europe (hould de- 
grade himfelf fo far as to inftigate AITaflination, by Mc9lis 
pf fucb pn lnCnuatioi|--*ftI^ Pacha treated me with tfie 
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greateft Potitenersj and the £ngli(h at Cairo were Wit, 
neffes of the Attachruent of that City to the French. I re- 
eved a Deputation from the Monks of Mount SinaU 
whom I recommended to the Pacha : I wrote to their Su- 
perior^ to aflure them of the Friend (hip and Protection of 
tlie Firft ConfuL The Monks of the Propaganda at 
Cairo^ whom I placed under the national ProteQion which 
they enjoyed before the War, celebrated a Te Deum for 
the Profperity of the Firit Conful. I afTifted at this Cere- 
IDpny, at which all the Chriftians of Cairo were prefent. 
The Evening before my Departure (the 2d of November) 
I had another Interview with the Pacha^ and recommended 
all the Chriftians of Cairo to his Protedion, as well as 
the Turks> who during the Refidence of the French in 
Egypty were conne3ed with them. He not only pro- 
mifcd to refpefi them^ but even to treat them with Boun- 
ty. On the 3d» I fet out in a Conveyance of the Pacha's^ 
in order to repair to Damietta. The Pacha ordered me to 
be efcorted to Boulak, with the fame Honours that I re- 
ceived on the Day of my Arrival. I had written to Cap- 
tain Gourdin> to repair to Damietta with the Frigate, in 
order to convey me to Syria. On the 5th I ftopped a 
(hort Time at Simenoud, and afterwards at Manfoura^ 
where I faw the Commandant of the City and the Cheik 
Eileid-Muhammed-El-Chenaoni^ who came to fee me, as 
well as all the other Cheiks. [ fpoke to them in the fame 
Manner as the other Cheiks of Egypt, and received the fame 
Promifcs of Attachment. The Tower of Manfoura is dc- 
ftroyed. The fame Day I arrived at Damietta. The next 
Day I went to Ahmed-Pacha-Behil, a Creature of the 
Grand Vizier's; he returned my Vifit the fame Day. 
He conduced himfelf perfeQIy well to me during my 
jStay in that City.^On the J\h I went to viiit the Fort of 
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Lefbe aqd the Toweri of Bogaz. Thiy have not cdotl* 
nued the Works of that Fort, which is in a bad State 7 . 
Thofe of Bogaz are in a good Condition* There in a Gar- 
rifon of 206 M($n in the Fdrt and in the Towers. On tlie 
Stfa i received the Vifit of Haflan Toubar : His Influence 
over the Inhabitants of Menfa!e is fiill the fame. On the 
^h I went to Senenie^ where I faw the Cheik Ibrahim-* . 
El-Behlout^ he who behaved fo well to the French under 
the Orders of General Vial, when they were taken atid 
imprifoned. The Fir ft Conful had exempted his Village 
from all Contributions. I faw all the Chieks at Damietta^ * 
particularly Ali Khafaki* whom the Firft Conful had in- 
vefted with a Pelifle : He is poflTeffed of great Credit, and 
is much attached to the French. There are at Damielta 
Two Chriftiansy who are Men of Merit, and may be very 
ofeful to us : They are M. Bazile and Don Baziie* They 
are poflefied of good Information, have wery confiderable . 
Fortunes, and are very highly refpeded. In Egypt, Chief»>. ' 
Merchants, People, all like to talk of the Firft Conful-r^ 
all dikw up Prayers for his Happinefs« All the Newt 
vrhich concerns him fpread from Alexandtia or Damietta 
fo the Pyramids and the Grand Catarads with aftoniihing 
Rapidity. On the 14th the Frigate arrived at Bogaz from 
Damietta : 1 immediately fet out for Acre^ at which Place 
I arrived on the 19th* 

The jtoth of November, in the Morning, I difpatcbcd 
Citizens Joubert and Legrange to Dgezzar- Pacha, with a 
Letter, in which 1 ftated to him, that Peace being con- ^ 
eluded between France and the Porte, the Relations of 
Commerce flioold be re-efiabli(hed on the Footing they 
Hood before the War, and that I was charged by the Firft 
Conful to confer with him on thefe Obje£ls. I begged of 
him to anfwer me in Writing, if he was inclined, to treat 
- ." • with 
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rriA inc In . fome Hoiin the MtSetigefi - reterored^ 

Dgferzar bad received them coldly. He expreffed t»t 

Dtfire to fee me perfonally, but was unwilling to writer 

Every Body advifed me not to fee him, without an AfluN 

atfce written by himrelf ; but this lie appeared unwilling 

to do: But notwithilanding this cautionary; Advice, and 

his obftinate Refufal to write> I diiftetinined to repair my* 

felf immediately to Acre.—* I repaired to the Houfe of the 

CommiiTary of the Seven Ifles. Very foon after> the 

Drogoman of the Pacha, informed of my Arrival^ came to 

conduft roe to the Pacha, who received me in an Apart** 

nent where he was unattended, and which was without 

•by other Furniture than a Carpet. He had on One Side 

of him a Piftol with Four Barrels, a fmall Air-gun, a Sa* 

bit, and a Hatchet, After inquiring as to my Health, he 

tftcd me, whether I was not pcrfuaded that our End is 

preordained in Heaven, and that nothing could change our 

Deftiny. I anfweied that 1 believed^ as he did, in Pre- 

deflination. He continued to fpeak for fome Time on 

that Subjeft, I perceived, however, that he affeEled a 

D^gtet of Simplicity, but tbat» ^t the fame Time,' he 

wiOied to pafs for a Man of Wit, as well as for a juft 

Mao. He repeated feveral Times, * It is faid, that Dge2- 

zUr is barbarous : this is faife ; he is but jull and fevere* 

Requefl of the Firft Conful, not to fend me, as Commif'' 

fary of Commertial Relations, a lame or a blind Man ; 

beciufe fuch a Bnrfon would be fure to fay, that Dgezzar 

1)ad made him fo'. Soon after he faid, ' I defire that the 

CommriTary you may fend (hall refide at Seide,* as that is 

the mofi commercial Port in my Dominions : Befides, it 

is not neceflary he (hould refide here, where I (hall be my-* 

felf the French CcWiniiflkry, and (hall take Care that your 

CoutitryiKieli beweUrtcrivtd. I highly eftflfm the French. 
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tn Stature Bonaparte is fmail^ but he is nevertbeleft the 
greatefl; of Mankind.. I know that he is greatly regretted 
kt Cairo, where they wi(h to fee bim again/ I:made | 
hvf Obfervations on the Peace between France and the 
Porte ; to which he anfwered * Do you know why I hav^ 
thus received, and feel To much Pieafure at feeing youi 
It is becaufe you conne unauthorized by a A'mairy and 
without any Orders from the Divan* J have the greatcfi 
Contempt for its blind Vizier. They fay that Dgeaawr il 
a Bofnian, a Man of Straw, and cruel tp Exceh ; but nt* 
verthelefs, I can (land the Ordeal. I was once poor. My 
father had nothing to bequeath me but Courage, I have 
achieved my own Elevation by Dint of Exertion. This, 
however, does not make me proud, and Dgezzar, perfaa[te, 
^ill foon finifh his Career ; not that he is old, as hbEpe- 
mies report, (he then performed fome of the Manoeuvre 
of the Mamelukes, in their Mode of riling their Arms, 
&c. which he really executed with furprifing Adroitnefi 
and Agility), but becaufe, moft likely, God will haveic 
To. The King of France, once fo powerful, has periflied. 
Nebuchadnezzar, the greateft of all Kings, was, when bis 
Time was come, killed by a Fly, &c.* He made fevesd 
Bther Obfervations in this Strain, and afterwards fpoke of 
the Motives which induced him to make War upon the 
French Army : From the Whole of bis Demeanour it could 
eafily be feen, that he wifhed to be on good Terms with 
the Firfi Conful, and that he flified his Refentments. The 
following is the Apologue, which he ufed to demonftrate 
the Caufes of his Refiftance. * A black Slave,' he faid, 
« after a long Journey, in which he had fu£Fered the greatc;^ 
Privations, arrived at a little Field of Sugar Canes : He 
flopped therein, and indulged himfelf in partaking of the 
delicious Liquor they afforded ; and at Length was deter-r 
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•rinei lo renaatn .on the Spot. Very foon afttr. Two 
TmveQ^rst who had followed bim, came up. The Fiz^ft 
£iid to him^ Salemallee (the Mode of wiibing Health )\ 
The Devil take it, anfwered the Black. The See^md 
TriHrellef'theti approached; and inquhred why he bad an^ 
fwftred' in filch a Way to To good a Wi(h. I had very good 
Reafon for it,: replied he ; if I had anfwered in a friendly 
Matirter, the Man wool] haveentered into Converfaticjta 
wifth me, and afterwards fat down be(ide me; he would 
have partaken^ of my Refre(hments, and finding them de- 
firahle, . would liave endeavoured to obtain exciufive Pof- 
feffion.' I recommended to the favourable Attenrion of 
Dgezzar the Chriftians and the Convents at Nazareth and 
Jerufalem: He afliired me that he would treat ihem with 
jfiuch Regard. I did not forget the Mutuales, and re«- 
ceived the fame AfTuranoe in their Behalf. Dgezzar fre- 
quently obferved to me, that his Word was, with him, 
'more facred than Treaties. Our Converfation was inter* 
rupted for fome Moments by a Kind of militai^ Mufic, 
which he pierformed in a very agreeable Style. The Pa- 
lace of Dgezzar is built with much Tafte and Elegance ; 
but, in order to arnve at the Apartments, a Nupuber of 
Turnings are neceflary. At the Foot of the Staircafe, 
ilowever, is (ituated a Prifon, the Gate of which is allowed 
to be open from Noon till Evening. I faw a Number of 
■the unfortunate Inhabitants. In the Courts T obferved 
Twelve Field-Pieces well mounted, and in admirable Or- 
der. Never did I encounter a Sight more hideous pr rer 
pulfive than that of the Minifier of Dgezzar, whom I met 
in going out. The Pacha had caufed Onp of his Eyes to 
be put out, and his Nofe and Ears to be cut off. I faw in 
the Towa more than a Hundred Individuals in the fame 
State. Qn beholding the Domedics of Dgezzar, and eyep 
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the Inhabifants of Acre^ One would tmagine liimfelf ia ihm 
Reforts of Brigands ready to aflai&nate. This Moofief 
has imprinted the Mark of his atrocious Chjsirader upon 
every Thing within the Limits of his Power. I had n 
Opportunity of feeing, while at Acre, the Procurateur of 
the Propaganda, as well as that of the Holy Land. Of thp 
former, and of the Gommiflary of the Seyeq Ifles, I coir 
leQed fome Information concerning the prefent State of 
Syria, and the Fortifications of Acre, of which I bad (ben 
but a Part : I was not fuffered to vifit them. The Procur 
rateur of the Holy Land is grateful to the Firft Cpnful for, 
the Prote£lion he hafd afforded the Monks. He aiTure^ 
me that my Recommendation to Dgcz2:ar Wquifi be very 
ufeful. He hinted to me Dgezzar's eameft WiQies to he 
on gpod Ternis with the Firft Conful. It is certain* that 
the former behaved very well to the Crew of a French 
VefTel which put into Acre (hortly before my Arrival. 
Dgezzar occupies all Paleiline, with the Exception of 
Jaffa, where Aboumarak Pacha has been befieged nearly 
Fiye Months, by a Force of 9000 Men. This Operation 
prevents Dgezzar from carrying on HoiUlities with tbe 
defired Vigour againft the Emir of the Drufies^ who, for 
the Space of a Year, had paid him no Tribute. Tripoli 
is tranquil at prefent : It is diflbrent at Aleppo, wimce 
the Pacha has been driven. Damalcus is in open Rebel- 
lion againft the Porte : — ^Not only has the Pacha of the 
Divan been expelled, but the Aga^ who commanded the 
Citadel for the Turks, has been delivered up by the Sol- 
diers to the Infurgents, who have decapitated him. Tripoli 
is now under a rebellious Pacha, who is a Creature of 
Dgezzar ; who has lately ordered him to prote3 the Hl- 
grims irom Mecca. In a Word, all Syria is with Dgez- 
zar, and the Ottomans are as much detefted here as in 

Egypt.

I Toon learned 
that the Ifle and the Republic were fplit into different Par- 
lips, and that even the Trar)quill|ty of the Pl^e was thre^it* 
eoed. J aflembled the Members ot the Cojoftituted Autho- 
xities,and the principal Pctrfons of the Town, at the Houfe 
of the Governor M. de Califbipode. After bavipg repi;e« 
ifente^d to them the Intereft which the Firft .Cxxiful itQok in 
ih^ir Welfare, I induced theqa tg ]^y afide that Spirit of 
^arty, which diilrafled then?, ard to wait without Paf* 
iion, and ip Silence, the new Conftitption. Thefefew 
AV^ords werp received with Enthufiafm, and all of thenpi 
.e;i^qlaiAied, < France for ever! Bonaparte for ever^ 
Thefe Cries were reiterate^ on my going out by mo/e than 
4QP0 Men, who followed me to the Dqor. The Gover- 
nor and tbe^uiSan Commandant were alarmed at it ; aa4 
I leariied by the French' ComfniflTary^ on the follpwing 
Pay, that Two pf the leading Men were fent to Prifon, 
but that| on his Solicitations, and fearful of my Re- 
proaches, they were fet at Liberty in the Courfe of the 
Night. I went to the Conciergerie, and had the Gover- 
nor brought there^ I fpoke to him firongly on the Irre-* 
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gularity of his Condtid : He was atarmed» and promifed 
tbat'^e would look upon tbofe who cried out> ^ I^ve 
thtf Firft Conful !' ai good Citizens, and -fliould in future 
tr^tihem as fueh. As he fenu in the Cburfe of the 
Ntghl^ a Courier to his Govenimenry and I had Keafon to 
believe he bad mad^ a wrong Heport» T immediately wrote 
to their Charge d' Affaires of |he Republic at Corfu, to in- 
formfhim what had^^fTed, and that I was fetring off for 
Meffijia* 1 do not- ftray from the Truth ii| afTuring ydu, 
that the Iflands of the Ionian Sea will declare cbemt^Ives 
French as foon as an Opportunity (hall offer itfelf. 
^ ^Snglifh Army in Egypt* — ^Thac Army, commanded by 
General Stuarr, confifts of 4430 Men. They wholly and 
exclufively occupy Alexandria and the neighbouring Forts. 
The Turks, who formed the Garrifon of fome of tftefe 
.Forts, have been removed. Lately the Englifb General 
"has occupied Demanhour with 100 Infantry and ibo 
. Horfe, under the Pretext of curbing the Arabs. The 
Englilh have made no neceffary Works for the Mainte- 
nance of the Forts ; the Palifades are almoft entirely de- 
ftroyed, and the Branches occafioned by the Rains halve 
very much damaged all the new Fortifications. They oc- 
cupy none of the Works which are beyond the Line of the 
Arabs, and all the Redoubts which exifted at the Depar- 
ture of the French Army are detlroyed.

tfafr Friends of the Connny called for the Confalate for 
Idfe to be gnoCed to the Firft Magtftrate. The People 
ii|oo being confulted anfwered to their Call^ and the Se« 
me prockumed the Will of the People. 

The Syflem of Lifts of Eligibility cooU not refift the 
Teft of Experience^ and the Force of public Opinion* 
' The Organization of the Senate wM incomplete. 

The National JuiUce was left to be admtnifiered bf 
Tribunals without Hamonyf and without Dqpcndence ea 
each other. There was no Authority to proteft or to re* 
forvi tbem; no Tie of Reftraint to fulgeQ them to 
One common Difeipline. 

In fincj there was wanting to Fiance a Power to i;e<* 
elaint Jnftice itfelf, the Power of granting Pardoii. How 
often thefe Twelve Years pail hat that Power been iinr 
plored ! How many Unfortunates have fallen the Vi£lims 
of mi inflexible Stemneis with which wife Men reproached 
our Laws! How many Criminals have been acquitted 
through a falfe Indulgence^ becaufe our PuBiOiments wetf 
top (evere ! 

A Senatus Confultum has reflored to the People the 
Exercife of thofe Rights which the Conflituent Aflembly 
had acknowledged ; but it has refiored them furrouqded 
with Precautions, which prcferve the People from Errors 
or Precipitation in their Choice; with Precautions which 
guard the Influence of Property, and the Preponderance 
of enlightened Talents. 

Should the Firft Magiffracy become vacant, the Du^'ei

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an Emergency : Forms of certatir OpMi(1<» gAtt Aht 

Wifdom and the' Liberty of their Choice ; and the qdick

Thd Cement of Time will every Day conWidater, niore 
Mi more, this tutelary Inflitution. It wilt be not onfjr 
ih€ Term of all Difquietudes, and the Objeft of aH 
Hopes, but likewife the iaireft Redoni|)ences that can bb 
hdd oiit fo pikblic Services and public Virtues. 

Juftice embraces ail the Tribunals with One common 
Bond. They have each their fubotdinate Station and theii: 
Cenfor : They arc always free in the Excrcifc of their 
Pun£Uons ; always independent of Power, but never in- 
dependent of the Laws. 

The Piivirege of grantiiig Pardon when the Inrereft of 
the Republic requires it, or when Circumfiances preferite 
Indulgence, is entruSed to the Hands of the Firft Magif- 
trate; but it is only confided to him utider the Cotfrd of 
Juftice itfelf ; he is to e^^ercife it only under the Eyes df 
a Council, and after having confulted the fevereft Ora- 
cles of the Law. 

If Inftitiitions may be appreciated by their £ftds, nevet 

wis any Inftitution more important in its Refblt than tUe 
organic Senatus Confuhum. From that Moment the 
French People began to confide in their Deftihy ^ Prtf- 
pefty began to refume its former Value, and Specula- 
tionii of diftant View to be multiplied ; — until that Mo- 
ment cvety Thing fcemcd to float in Uncertainty. The 
preftnt Moment was cherifhed; the next was a Subjeft 
of Alarm, and the Enemies of the Country continued to 
cheriQi Hopes. Since that Moment they are reduced 
to Impotence and to Deteftation. 
The lOahd of Elba has been ceded to Fraacre ; fhait 

Acquifitton 
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Acquifition gives her a mild and indufiriotis People ^ Tw^ 
£ne Poits^ a produdxve and precious Mine: but being 
(eparated from France, it could not be inritnateljf united 
Vitb any of her Departments, or fubjeSed to the Regu- 
lations of a common Adminiftration. Principles have 
been made to bend to the Neceflity of Ctrcumftances ; 
Exceptions have been eftabliftied for the Ifland of Elba, 
which its Pofition, and the public Intereil prefcribed. 

The Abdication of the Sovereign, the Will of the Pco« 
pie, and the Neceflity of exifiing Circumftances, had 
placed Piedmont under the Power of France. Amidft 
the Nations that furrounded it, with the Elements that 
coropofed its Population, Piedmont was unable to fup- 
port either the Weight of its own Indepesidence, or the 
Expences of a Monarchy. United to France, it will 
reap the Benefits of its Security, and its Greatnefs ; it; 
laborious and enlightened Citizens will exert their In- 
duftry and their Talents in the Bofom of the Arts, and 
under the Shade of Peace. 

Security ai)id Tranquillity prevail in the Interior of 
France. The Vigilance of the Magifiracy, the Severity 
.of JuIUce, and a Gendarmerie vigoroufly appointed, and 
dire£led by a Commander, grown grey in the Career of 
.Honour, has every where imprefled Terror on the Minds 
and the Attempts of the Brigands. 

Private Interefi has jaifed itfelf to a Sentiment of publip 
Intereft. Citizens have not (hrunl^ from attacking thofe 
whom they formerly dreaded, even when they were 
chained down at the Foot of the Tribunals of Juftice. 
Whole Communes have taken up Arms and deAroyed 
the Brigands. Foreigners envy the Security of our pub- 
lic Roack, and that public Force, which, though often 
invifible, is always prefent, attend on their Footfteps, and 
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Mratch for thejir ^VoteCtion, without way Ncceffiiy «t .i 
piaring its Aid.

Confidence to the Care of Government. They S^f^ 
ported with Courage the Privation^ which Neceflity ipa- 
pofed ; and they received with Gratitude the Succours

, The Crime of Forgery is no longer encouraged by the 

, Hope of Impunity* The Zeal of the Tribunals appointed 
t.o profecute and punifli it, and the juft Severity of the 
Laws, have at Length checked the Progrefs of an Evil

tunes of Individuals.

Our Manutafiures multiply and receive new Spirit and 
Improvement. While they emulate each, they will foon, 
no Doubt, become the Rivals of the moft renowned Ma- 
Bufa£lures of Foreign Countries. Hehceforth there will 
\t nothing wanting to their Profperity but Capitals lefs 
4early purchafed. But Capitalifls begin already to give up 
the hazardous Speculations of Stock- Jobbing, and devote 
their Attention to the Improvement 6f Land and the Pur- 

A A fuit 
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fait of uferu'I Enterprizes. More than Twenty thoufand 
Workmen, who were difpcrfed tlironghout EiTrope, have 
been recalled by the Attention and by the Favours of Go* 
vemment, and wilt foon be reftored to our Manufactures. 

Ani'^ng our Manufa6)ures there is one which is almoft 
peculiar to France, which Colbert kindled up by his Ge- 
nius. It was buried under the Ruins of Lyons : Govern- 
ment has exerted all its Endeavours to extricate it. Lvot I 
is again rcflored to Splendour and Opulence ; already Ao 
its Manufaflures impofe a Trihute on the Luxury of Eu- 
rope. But the Principle of tlieir Succefs is to be found in 
the Luxury of France itfelf ; it is in the Changefulnefs of 
O'-r Tafte, and the Mutability of our Fafhions, that Fc- 
reign Lixury muft look for its Aliment, it is it that gives 
Motion and Life to an immenfe Population, who, with- 
out that Encouragement, muft lofc itfelf in Corruption 
and Mifery. 

There will foon be at Compiegne, there will foon arlfe 
6n the Confines of La Vendee, a Number of Prytanees, 
where our Youth will be brought up in Habits of Induflry, 
and inftrufled in the mechanical Arts.

On tlie Banks of the Rhine from Bingen to Coblentz, 
a neceflary Roacl is cut through inaccelTible; Rocks. The 
neighbouring Communes aflbciate their. Labours to the 
Sacrifices of the public Treafury; and the People of the 
other Bank| who ridiculed the Folly of the Enterpriz^, 
are afloni(hed and confounded at the Rapidity of the Exe- 
cution. 

A great Number of Workmen are employed on the Ca- 
nal of Saint Quintin. 

Tl»e Canal of Ourcq is opened, and foon will Paris 
People enjoy the Benefit of its Waters, and the Salu- 
brity and the EmbelliQiments which they promife. 

The Canal intended to unite the Navigiation of the 
Seine and the Saone, of the Danube and the Rhine> is 
-almoft entirely finilhed as far as Dole, and the public 
Treafury already receives in the increafed Price of Wood, 
to wliich that Canal opens the Approach, a Sum equal to 
that which it has furnilhed for the Continuance of the 
Work. . 

The Canals of Argues, Mortes, and the Rhone, the 
draining of the'M^rfhes of the Lower Charente, are he- 
gun, and will open up new Channels to Commerce, and 
afford new Lands for Cultivation. Wofks are going for* 
ward for the Reparation of the Dykes of the Ifle of Cad- 
fand, of Oflend, of the Cotes du Nord, and the Re« 
'eflablilhrnent of the Navigation of our Rivers. This Na- 
vigation is no longer given up folely to the Labours ajid 
the Cares ut Govenunent. The Owners of Boats ply- 
ing on thefe Rivers have already felt that it was tlieir Pa- 
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trihiony, attd they fix on themfclves the Taxes l^ which 
the Works are to be kept in proper Repair. On thfc 
OceaA fVwts ate crcfling to cover the Roads of the Ifle 
of AiX) and to proteQ the VeOelt of the Republic. 
Cvery where Funds are raiTed for the Reparation and Im^ 
^ovensent of our Ports. A new Bafon and locked 
Shiices will terminate the Harbour of Havre, and will form 
pn excellent Port for the Commerce of La Manche. A 
Compatiy of Pilots is formed to4ecure the (afe Navigar 
tton of L^Efcaut^atid^o free foreign Pilots from the Dan- 
ger to which an unknown Navigation muft expofe them. 

At Arrtwerp Labours are begun, which will have the 
ESe£l of reiloiing to its Commerce its ancient Celebrity, 
"^and the 'Govo-nment has in Contemplatiop a Plan for 
forming Canals to unite the Navigation of the Efcaut^ the 
Meufe, and the Rhine, to give to our Docks thofe Ma- 
^riab of Wood which grows 4n our own Soil, and to 
^ur Manufafiures a Perfe£lion which the Manufadurers 
^f other Countries, diljpute with us on our own Territory. 

l['be Iflands of Marinique, Tobago^ and St. Lucie^ 
iia^re been reftored to ui with all the Elements of Prof- 
f)erity. Guadaloi^ie, re-conquered and pacified, returns to 
Cultivation. Guiana rifcs from a long prptraded In- 
fancy, and afliimes a £k>urifl)ing Appearance. 

St. Domingo had fubmitted, and the Author of itt 
Troubles was in France. Every thing announced the Re- 
turn of Profperity^ but. a cruel Malady delivered it up to 
new Miferies. At Length the Scourge which dcfolated 
OUT Army has ceafed its Ravages. The Forces which now 
are on the liland, and thofe which will fpeedily arrive 
from our different Ports^ guarantee the Profpe6l of its 
fpeefiy 'Return to Peace and to commercial Purfuit^. ,

Every Branch of our Finances becomes more produSivc; 
The Colleflion of dire£l Contribution is lefs rigorous 
with regard to the Contributors. In the Tear Six it 
was reckoned that about Fifty Millions were in the Hands 
of the CoIIeflorsof Taxes, and Payments were Three or 
Four Years in Arrcar. At this Moment the Sum in the 
Hands. of the Co11e£lors is not above Three Millions, 
and the Contributions are paid even before they are dre. 

All the Rules which have been made, and all the Plans 
of Adminiftration which have been formed, give a Pro- 
duce ftill xncreafing. The Rules applicable to the re- 
^iflering of commercial Tranfaf^ions are produ£live to a 
Degree, which attefts the rapid Movements of Capital 
and the Multiplicity of Bufinefs which istranfadied. 

In the Midft of fo many Signs of Profperiiy, the Ex- 
cefs of the dire£l Contributions is flill made a Ground of 
Complaint. 

' The Government has learnt from every one verfcd in 
the Principles of Taxation, that the Surcharge confified 
chiefly in the Inequality of the Mode in which the Taxes 
were impofed. Meafures have been taken, and are carry- 
ing into EfFed, to afcertain the real Inequalities which^x- 
ift in the different Departments. In the courfe of the 
year 12^ regular and fimultaneous Operations will have 
afcertained what is the Relation which ought to cxift 
betwixt the Contributions of the different Departments, 
^nd what in each Department is the juft Rate of the Land 
Ta^f The Moment that a certain Refult has been fixed, 
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the Govemmcat will give Orders for tbofe ^Iterations 
which Jufticc requires. But in the Courfe of this Year, 
and without wat:ina; for thofe Refults^ it will propofe an- 
i?nportant Diminution in the Land Tax. 
. Innovations are ftill propofed in our fio'incial 3yftenr) ; 
htii every Change is an Evil, if it cannot be fatisfadorily 
d-monftrated that certain Advantage would rcfult from 
it. The Government will feek from Time and from Dif- 
cuflions, weighed with all poflible Care, the Maturity o^ 
thefe ProjeSs which Inexperience often hazards ; which 
they fupport by thofe paft ^xan^ples, the Memory of which 
has been almoftefFaced from the public Mind, and on thp, 
fina,nciai Dodrines of a Nation which^ by unnatural and 
exaggerated Efforts, has bfoke throiigh every Meafure ot 
public Contribution and Expenditure; 
, With an Increafe of Revenue which no one ventured 
to calculate, extraordinary Circumftancef hav^, led to 
Wants which it was impoflible to foreiec. 

It w^s neceffary to reconquer two of our Colonies, an4 
to re-eftabli(h in all the Power and the Government of the 
Mother Country. 

It was neceffary, by Means fudden and too extended to 
admit of rigid Economy, to procure Subfifience for the 
Qapital and fipyeral of the Deps^rtments. At leafi, however, 
the Succefs of the Government has been equal to its Ef- 
forts, and after thefe vail Exertions, Refources remain, 
henceforth to guarantee the Capital again (I the Retufn of 
Want, and to difconcert the Projefts of Monopoly. 

In the methQdize4 Statement pf the Minifler of Fi« 
nance^ will be found a general View of the annual Contri- 
butions and the different Branches of the public Revenue 
\)rhat was their Amount during the laft Year, what Profpefl

After au horizing the forcfeen Expcnce of the Year 

12, and appropriating the ncceflary Revenue, Objefts of 

the groateft Iniercft will occupy the Attention of the Le* 

gifld ive Bi)dy. It is iieceffary to introduce a Change into 

our S\ ftem o' Coinage. The Cuftom-hoiife Duties muft 

be reorganized, fo as more efiFe£kually to check the Progrefs 

of contraband Trade. It is at length eilential to give to 

France that Civil Code fo long promi&d and fo long ex- 
p^dled. 

Above all, Projcts of Laws have been formed under the 

Obfervation of Government, and matured in Conferences 

where 
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where Conwiiffions Fron the Council of State and the 
Tribunate were animated only by the Love of Truth and 
Regard *for the public lutereft. Tlie fame Sentiment8| 
the fane Principles will guide the Deliberation ot the 
Legiflatoriy and fecnre to the Republic the Wifdonit and 
the Impartiality of the Laws which ar^dopted. 

On the Continent, every Thing offers us Pledges of 
Repofe and Tranquillity. 

The Italian Republic, fince the Proceedings at LyonS) 
has been daily ftrengthening itfelf by the more intimate 
Union of the People of whom it is compofed. The 
happy Harmony among the Authorities by which it is go* 
verned, its internal Adminiftration, its military Force al* 
ready give it the Charafier and the Attitude of a State 
bng eilabli(hed; and if Wifdom preferve them, they 
guarantee to it a Deftiny of uninterrupted Profperity. 

Liguria, placed under a mixed Conftitution, lees at its 
Head, and in the Bofom of its Auihorities, all thofe o£ 
its Citizens, the moil eftimable for their Virtues, by their 
Illumination and their Fortune, 

New Shocks have convulfed the Helvetic Republic. 
The Government owed its Support to Neighbours, whofe 
Repofe was eOential to the Repofe of France, and it will 
life every Exertion to enfure the Succefs of its Mcvliation, 
thd with it the Happinefs of a People whole Pofition^ 
whofe Habits, and whofe Interefts, make it the neceflar^^ 
Jilly of France. 

Batavia fuccefCvely takes PoffeiEon of the Colonies 
^srhich the Peace reftored to her. 

She will ever remember that France muft ever be her 
moft ufeful Friend or her moft deftru3ive Foe. 

In Germany At laft Stipulations of the IVeaty of 
Luneville are carrying into tSkSt, 

Proffia^ 
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Pniflia, Bavaria, all the Secular Princei who -had Pof^ 
feffions on the left Bank of the Rhine, will obtain on the 
right Bank fuitable Indemnities. 

The Houfe of Auflria finds in the Bifliopricks of Sdh-* 
btirgb^ Aifchtett, Trent, and Brixen, and the greateil 
Pirt of Pan, more than it had loft in Tuf any. Thuf, by 
the 1)3ppy Co-opera.ion of France and RufTia, all pernDa- 
ncnt Interefis are conciliated, and from the Bofom c^f 
tliai Tempeft which feemrd ready to overwhelm it, the 
Germanic Empire, that Empire fo necefTary to the Equi- 
librium and the Repofc of Europe, rifes niore powerful, 
compofcd of Elements more homogeneous, tetter com-r 
bined and more adapted to the Circumftdnces anJ Opi^ 
iiions of the prcfcnt Age. 

A French AmbafTador is at Conftantinople, charged 
with renewing and fortifying the Ties which attach us to a 
Power which fcenis to be threatened with Deftruftion^ 
but which it is our Intereft to fuftain and to fupporc the 
Foundations by which it is upheld^ 

The Biitiftj l-ortes are ftill in Alexandria and Malta, 
The Government bad a fair Right of Complaint, but it 
has received Intelligence that the Veflels which are to 
convey them to Europe are already in the Mediterranean. 

The, Government guarantees to the Nation the Peace of 
tbc Continent, and it is perrnitted to entertain a Hope of 
the Continuance of maritime Peace. This Pe^ce is th^ 
Want, as well as the Dcfire of all Nations, For its Pre- 
fervation, the Government will do every Thing compatible 
yf'iih national Honour, cffentiaily connected with the flrift 
Execution of the Treaties, 

But in England, Two Parties maintain a Conteft for 
Power. One of thofe Parties has concluded Peace, and 
appears defirous of maintaining it. The other has taken 

an 
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an Oath of eternal Hatred to Prance. Hence that Fluc- 
tuation of Opinion and ot Counfels which prevaiT.-— 
Hence that Attitude, at the fame Time pacific and me-* 
nacing. 

Wnilc this Conteft of Parties continues, Meafures of 
Precaution are what the Government is called upon to 
adopt. Five hundred thoufand Men ought to be^ and (hall 
be ready to undertake its Defence, and avenge its InjCH 
iries. Strange 'Neceflity which miferable Paflions impofe 
on two Nations, whom Intereft and Inclination mutually 
prompt to the Cultivation of Peace. 

Whatever Siiccefs Intrigues may experience inLondony 
no other People will be involved in new Combinations— > 
the Government fays, with confcious Pride, that England 
alone cannot maintain a Struggle againil France. 

But we have better Hopes, and we believe that in the 
Britifh Cabinet, nothing will be liflened to but the Coun- 
fels of Wifdoni and the Voice of Humanity. 

Yes, doubtlefs, the Peace will daily be more confoli- 
dated.

The following Article is inferted by Defire. 

Paris, March ly. 

•pOfR feme Months a War of Newfpapers and of the Prefs 
bais been k^pt Up between France and England. This 
feemed merely the dying Embers of ah extinguiObed Con- 
flagration i the laft Cohfolatiqn of a defperate Party ; the 
Food of foxne low Paflions and a few hungry Scfibblers^ 
The French Government was far from attaching In^por* 
tance ta foch Matters. Notwithftanding fome DifficuU 
tie^ in the complete Execution of the Treaty of Amiensi 
they Hill believed they might rely on the good Faith of 
ihe 0rici{h Government, and direded their Attention folely 
to the Re-eftabli(hnflent of the Colonies. Relying upoi^ 
f!h6 Sacrednefs of Treaties, they fecurely difperfed the Re- 
DQain's of the French naval Force, which had been given j) 
Prey to the Englifli Fleet. In this Situation, fuddenly ap« 
peared a folemn Meflage from the Cabinet of St. JamesV, 
and informed all Europe that France was rilaking confide- 
rable P^'eparations in the Ports of Holland and France ; 
an Addrefs was voted 6'y {Parliament, pfomifing to the King 
0f England- fuctl eii^fabr^haiy Means 'of Defence as the 
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•lecurljty of ibe, BriitiCb £mpire and the Honour of the Three 
Crowns might require. 

From the fudden Appearance of this Meflagej People 
doubted whether it was. the £ffe^ of Treachery, of. Lu- 
nacy, or of yT'eaknefs. Let any one cad his Eye over the 
Ports of France and Holland, where hf will fipd only de- 
tached naval Preparations deftined for the Colonies, and 
conGfiing only of One or Two Line of Battle Ships and ^ 
lew Frigates. On the other Hand, let him look at the 
Ports of England, filled w*th a formidable iliaval Force ; on 
fuch a Review one could be tempted to believe that the 
Meflageof the King of England was mere Irony, if fuch 
a Farce were not unworthy the Majefty of a Government. 
If one confiders the Influence of Fa8ions in fo free a 
Country, one might fuppofe that the J^ing of England had 
only had the Weaknefs to yield, if Weaknefs were com- 
patible with the Firft Quality of a King. In (hort, no 
rational Motives remain to which it can be afcribed, ex- 
cept bad Faith — except a fworn Enmity to the French Na- 
tion—except Perfidy, and the Defire of openly breaking 
a folemn Treaty, for the Sake of Advantages which wilj 
be maintained, and the Sacrifice of which the Honour of 
France and the Faith of Treaties forbid. 

When a Man reads this Meffage he thinks himfelftranf- 
ported to the Times of thofe Treaties which the Vandals 
made with the degenerate Romans, when Force ufurped the 
l^lace of Right, and when, with a hafty Appeal to Arms, 
they infulted the Antagonift they meant to attack. In the 
prefeht State of Civilization there is a Refpeft which a 
gf eat Monarch, which a polifhed People owe to thenffelves, 
were that Refpeft no more than to feek a plaufible Pretext 
for an unjufl War. But in this Inftance every Thing i$ 
|)recipitate, and repugnant to Decency and to Jullice. An 
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efernal W^ would fuccced a dreadful Contcft ; and tSer 
more unjuft the Attack, the more irreconcilcable would be 
ii5 Animofiry, 

Such a Novelty will doubtlefs excite the Dirapprobatioii 
of Europe. While even the Englifh, whofe national Prid^ 
had not entirely blinded them, fighed'at this Profpcfl, did 
the Times call the Peace of Amiens an Armiftice, and in 
doing fo, paflfed the fevered Satire on the Government it 
defended ; and the rapid Fall of the National Funds is the 
firft Prelu !e to the Misfortunes which may follow ar the 
Revenge due for the Wound given to all focial Rights. 

The French are Icfs intimidated than irritated by the 
Threats of England. They have neither been difpirited by 
their Reverfes, nor elated by their Vidories ; in a Waf 
to which there appeared no Termination, they faw all Eu- 
rope confederated againft them. T«heir Conftancy, their 
Courage, and the prompt Aftivity of their Government, 
brought it to a Conclufion. This War would have a dif- 
fisrent ObjeS. France would contend for the Liberty of 
the States of Europe, and the Sacrednefs of their Treaties ; 
and if the Englifh Government be determined to make it | 
national War, perhaps her boafted formiJable naval Strength 
would not be fufficient to decide the Refult. and to fecme 
the Vidpry, 

The French, flroiig in the Juftice of ^heir Caufe, and in 
the Confidence th^y repofe in their Government, do not 
dread the new Expences and new Sacrifices which fuch a 
War might render necefTary. Their Syftem of Finance 19 
more (imple and lefs artificial than that of London^ and fo 
much the more folid. It all lies in their Soil and in their 
Courage. 

• On the firft News of the Englifh MefTage, all Eyes were 
fumed to the Cabinet of the Thuilleries. As moft trifling 
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M^tienn revived a Cbarafter of Importance^ its mod un- 
prewdit9te4 Words wore eagerly caught up. Every one 
imjpatiently expe3ed the Aflembly for the Prefenrarion of 
$br«igntr$| which Madame Bonapvte holds ontre a Month. 
Wvtrf one was prepared to draw fome Inferences from km 
U war-as Iplendid as ufual. The Firft Conful made hia 
Appearance* and faid, on his- Entrance, to the £ngli(h 
Atnbaflador, who was ftanding befide M. Markoff, << We 
haye been at War for Twelve Tears. The King pf 
England fays that France is making immenfe naval Prepa- 
rations. He has heen led into an £rror. In the French 
Forts there are no Preparations of any Magnitude. The 
whole Fleet is gone to St. Domingo and the Colonies. 
With regard to the Ports of Holland, to which the Mefj 
fage likewife alludes, there are only the Preparations for 
Uie Expedition under Qeneral Vidor> and all Europe knows 
its Defiination is for Louifiana. The King fays farther, 
that between the Cabinets of Paris and London Differences 
continue. I know of none. It is true that England ought 
ta have evacuated Malta, and Malta is not evacuated ; and 
as His Britannic Ma^efly has bound himfelf by the moQ 
folemn Treaty ever entered into> it is impoffibl^ to doubt 
of the fpeedy Evacuation of that Ifland ; and," added the 
Firft Conful, " thofe who would attempt to frighten the 
French People ihould know> (bat it is poiFible to ki]l, hut 
not to intimidate them.*'

ful happened to be near M. Markoff, he (aid to him, half

6. The Independence of the Iflands of Malta, 
Gozo, and Comino, as ivell as the prefent Arrange- 
ment, fliall be under the Protefbion and Guarantee 
of Great flritaiuj France, Auftria, Ruffia, Spain, 
and Pruffia. 

7. The perpetual Neutrality of the Order and 
6f the liland of Malta, and its Dependencies, is 
hereby declared. 

8. The Ports of Malta fliall be open to the Com- 
merce and Navigation of all Nations, '^ho fliall pay 
equal arid moderate Duties.

]^IS MAJESTY'S eameft Endeavours for the Pre- 
fervation of Peace having failed of Succefs, 
H« entertains the faliefl: Confidence that He fhall 
receive the fame Support from His Parliament, and 
that the fame Zeal and Spirit will be manifefted by 
His People, which He has experienced on evety 
Occafion when the Honour of His Crown has biecn 
attacked, or the eflfential Interefts of His Dominions 
have been endangered. 

During the whole Courfe of the Negotiations 
which led to the Preliminary, and Definitive Trea- 
ties of Peace between His Majefty and the French 
Republick, it was His Majefty*s fincere Defire, not 
only to put an End to the Hoftilities which fubfifted 
between the Two Countries, but to adopt fuch 
Meafures, and to concur in fuch Propofitions, as 
might moft effeftually contribute to confolidate the 
general Tranquillity of Europe. The fame Motives 
by which His Majefty was aftuated during the Ne- 
gotiations for Peace, have fince invariably governed 
His Conduft. As foon as the Treaty of Amiens was 
' concluded, 
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fuited to a State of PeaCic, and their Proceedings in 
their more general Political Relations, as well as in 
ihofe which immediately concern His Majefty*s Dp- 
minions,- appear to have been altogether inconfiftent 
with every Principle of Good-faith, Moderation, and 
Juftice. His Majefty had entertained Hopes^ in 
confcquence of the repeated Affurances and Profef- 
fiocs of the French Government, that they might 
have been induced to adopt a Syftera of Policy 
which, if it had not infpired other Powers with Con- 
fidence, might at leail have allayed their Jealou(ies« 

K the French Government had really appeared to be 
^ftuated by a due Attention to fuch a Syftem j if 
their Difpofitions had proved to be effentially paci- 
fic. Allowances would have been made for the Si- 
tua;tipn in which a new Government mufl be placed 
after fo dreadful and extenfive a Convulfioi^ as that 
which has been produced by the French Revolution. 
But His Majefty has unfortunately had too much* 
Reafon to obferve and to lament that the Syftem of 
Violence, AggrefEon, and Aggrandizement which 
charafterized the Proceedings of the different Go- 
vernments of France during the War, has been con- 
tinued with as little Difguife fmce its Termination. 
They have continued to keep a French Army in 
Holland againft the Will, and in Defiance of the 
Remonftrances of the Batavian Government, and 
in Repugnance to the Letter of Three Solemn 
Treaties. They have, in a Period of Peace, in- 
vaded the Territory,. and violated the Independence 

of 
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of the Swifs Nation, in Deftaficc of the Tteaty of 
Luneville^ ^'hich had ftipulated the Independence of 
their Territbry, and the Right of the Inhabitants t6 
chufe their own Form of Government. They have 
annexed to the Dominions of France^ Piedmont^ 
Parma J and Placentiaj and the Ifland of Elba^ with- 
out allotting any Provifion to the King of Sardinia^ 
whom they have defpoiled of the mod valuable 
Part of his Territory, though they were bound, 
by a folemn Engagement to the Emperor of Rtif^ 
Jia^ to attend to his Interefts and to provide For his 
Eftablifliment. It may, indeed, ^ith Truth be af- 
ferted, that the Period which has elapfed firtce the 
Conclufion of the Definitive Treaty, has been 
marked with one continued Series of Aggfellion^ 
Violence, and Infult on the Part of the French 60^ 
vcrnment. 

In thie Month of OShher laft. His Majefty was in- 
duced, in confequence of the earneft Solicitation of 
the Swifs Nation, to make an Effort, by a Repre* 
fentation to the French Governments to avert the 
Evils which i*ere then impending over that Country* 
This Reprefentation was couched in the moft tem- 
perate Terms ; and MeafurdS wore taken by His Ma- 
jefty for afccrtiaining, under the Cifcumftances which 
then exifted, the real Situation and Wifhes of the 
Swifi Cantons, as well as the Sentiments of the other 
Cabhiets of Europe. His Majefty learned, however, 
with the ubnoft Regret, that no DiI|)ofidon to couq- 
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terad thefc repeated Infraftions of Treades and 
ASts of Violence was manifefted by any of the 
Powers moft immediately interefted in prevent- 
ing them; and His Majefty therefore felt that, 
with rcfpefl; to thefe Objefts, His fingle Efforts 
could not be expeded to produce any confiderable 
Advantage to thofc in whofc Favour they might be 
pxerted. 

It was about this Time that the French Govern- 
ment firft diftinftly advanced the Principle, that His 
Majefty had no Right to complain of the Conduft, 
or to interfere with the Proceedings, of France^ on 
any Point which did not form a Part of the Stipu- 
lations of the Treaty of Amiens. That Treaty was 
unqueftionably founded upon the fame Principle as 
every other antecedent Treaty or Convention, on the 
Affumption of the State of Poffeflion and of En- 
gagements fiibfifting at the Time of its Conclu/ion ; 
auid if that State of Poffeflion and of Engagements 
is materially affefted by the voluntary Aft of any of 
the Parties, fo as to prejudice the Condition on 
which the other Party has entered into the Con- 
traft, the Change, fo made, may be confidered as 
operating virtually as a Breach of the Treaty itfelf, 
and as giving the Party aggrieved a Right to demand 
Satisfeftion or Compenfation for any fubftantial Dif- 
ference which fuch Afts may have cffefted in their 
relative Situations ; but whatever may be the Prin- 
ciple on which the Treaty is tq be confidered as 
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founded, there is mdifputably a General Law of Nd* 
tions, which, though liable to be limited, explained, 
or reftained by Conventional Law^ is antecedent to 
it, and is that Law or Rule of ConduQ: to which 
jJI Sovereigns and States have been accuftomed to 
appeal, where Conventional Law is admitted to have 
been filent. The Treaty of Amien^^ and every 
other Treaty, in providing for the Objefts to which 
it is particularly direded, does not therefore affumc 
or imply an Indifference to all other Objeds which 
are not fpecified in its Stipulations, much lefs does^ 
it adjudge them to be of a Nature to be left to the 
Will and Caprice of the Violent and the Powerful. 
The Juftice of the Caufe is alone a fufEcient Ground 
to warrant the Interpofition of any of the Powers pf 
Europe in the Differences which may arife betweeik 
other States, and the Application and Extent of that 
juft Interpofition is to be determined folely by Con- 
fiderations of Prudence. Thefe Principles can ad- 
mit of no Difputc ; but if the new and extraordi- 
nary Pretenfion advanced by the French Govern* 
ment, to exclude His Majefty from any Right to 
interfere with refpeft to the Concerns of other 
Powers, imlefs they made a fpecifick Part of the 
Stipulations of the Treaty of Amiens^ was that which 
it was poffible to maintain, thofe Powers would have 
a Right, at leaft, to claim the Benefit of this Prin- 
ciple, in every Cafe of Difference between the Twcy 
Countries. The Indignation of ail Europe muft 
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Jyrely then be excited by the Declarations of the 
French Government, that, in the Event of Hoftili- 
tics, thefe very Powers who were no Parties to the 
Treaty of Amiens^ and who were not allowed to 
4erive any Advantage from the Remonftrances of 
His Majefty in their Behalf, are neverthelefs to b^ 
made the Viftims of a War which is alleged to arife 
put of the fame Treaty, and are to be facrificed in 
a Contefl which they not only have not occafioned, 
but which they have had no Means whatever of 
preventing. 

His Majefty judged it moft expedient, under the 
Clircumftances which then affefted Europe^ to ab«^ 
ftain from a Recurrence to Hoftilities on Account 
of the Views of Ambition and Afts of Aggrefljcm 
manifefted by France on the Continent ; yet an Ex^ 
perience of the Charader and Difpofiuons of the 
French Government could not fail to imprefs Hia 
Majefty with a Senfe of the Neceffity of increafed 
Vigilance in guarding the Rights and Dignity of 
His Ci-own^ and in protefting the l^terefts of His? 
People. 

Whilft His Majefty was adluated by thefe Senti-. 
mcnts, He was called upon by the French Govern^ 
ment to evacuate the Ifland of Malta. His Ma- 
jefty had manifefted, from the Moment of the Sig- 
nature of the Definitive Treaty, an anxious Difpo-> 
iition to carry into full Effedi: tlie Stipulations of 

the Treaty of Anii^ r^lativ^ tq that 111^4 As 
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foon as He was informed that an illedion of a 
Grand Mafter had taken place, under the Aufpices 
of the Emperor of RuJJiay and that it had bee» 
agreed by the different Priories affcmbled at St. P<- 
terjburgh to acknowledge , the Perfon whom the 
Court of Rome fliould feledk out of thofe who had 
been named by them to be Grand Mafter of the 
Order of St. Johrij His Majefty propofed to the 
French Government, for the Purpofe of avoiding 
any Difficulties which might arife in the Execution 
of the Arrangement, to acknowledge that Eledion 
to be valid : And when, in the Month of Auguji, 
the French Government applied to His Majefty to 
permit the Neapolitan Troops to be fent to the Ifland 
of Malta i as a preliminary Meafure for preventing 
any unneceflary Delay, His Majefty confented with- 
out Hefitation to this Propofal, and gave Diredions 
for the Admiffion of the Neapolitan Troops into the 
Illand. His Majefty had thus Ihcwn His Difpofi- 
tion not only to throw no Obftacle in the Way of 
the Execution of the Treaty, but, on the contrary, 
to facilitate the Execution of it by every Means ia 
His Power. His Majefty cannot, however, admit, 
that at any Period fince the Concluiicm of the Treaty 
of Amiens the French Government have had a Right 
to call upon Him, in Conformity to the Stipulations 
of that Treaty, to withdraw His Forces from the 
Ifland of Malta. At the Time when this Demand 
was made by the French Government, feveral of the 
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Langues oi ArragonyCaJiilej Getmany^ Bavaria^ zxkA . 
Rujfta. Since the Conclufion of the Definitive 
Treaty, the Langues of Arragon zad Cq/iile hzxer 
been feparated from the Order by Spain^ a Part .of . 
the Itali(^n Langue has been abolifhed by the An- 
nexation of Piedmont and Parma to France. There 
is ftrong Reafon to believe that it has been in Con-J ^ 
templation to fequeflrate the Property of the Ba^^ , 
varian Langue, and the Intention has been avowed . 
of keeping the Ruffian Langues within the Domi- 
nions of the Emperor. ^ ' 

Under thefe Circumftances the Order of S/. John 
cannot now be confidered as that Body to which^ 
according to the Stipulations of the Treaty^ the 
Ifland was to be reftored ; and the Funds indifpen- 
fably neceflary for its Support, and for the Mainte-^ 
nance of the Independance of the Ifland, have been 
nearly, if not wholly, fequeftered. Eveii if this had 
arifen from Circumftances which it was not in the 
Power of any of the Contrafting Parties to the 
Treaty to controul, His Majefty would ncverthelefs 
have had a Right to defer the- Evacuation of the 
Ifland by His Forces, until fuch Time as an cquiva-, 
lent Arrangement had been concluded for the Pre- 
fervation of the Independance of the Order alid of 
the Ifland. But if thefe Changes have taken place 
in confequence of any Ads of the other Parties to 
the Treaty ; if the 'trench Government fhall appear 
to have proceeded upon a Syftem of rendering the 
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Qtier nfeolb lad^^endance they had ftipulated, in« 
capable of mamtaining that Independance, His Ma* 
jefty^s Right to continue in the Occupation of the 
Ifland, under fuch Circumftancea, will hardly be 
contefted. It is indifputable that the Revenues of 
the Two Spanifh Langues have been withdrawn from 
the Order by his Catholic Majefty ; a Part of the 
Aalian Langue has in Fad been abolifhed by 
Trance^ through the unjuft Annexation of Piedmont 
said Parma^ and PlacentiUy to the French Terri- 
tory. The Eleftor of Bavaria has been inftigated 
by the French Government to fequeftrate the Pro- 
perty of the Order within his Territories j and it 
is certain that they have not only fanflioned but 
encouraged the Idea of the Propriety of feparating 
the Ruffian Langues from the Remainder of the 
Order. 

As the ConduQ: of the Governments of France 
and Spain have, therefore, in fome Inftances di- 
re£ily, and in others indireftly, contributed to the 
Changes which have taken place in the Order, 
and thus deftroyed its Means of fupporting its 
Independancc, it is to thofe Governments, and 
not to His Majefty, that the Non-execution of 
the Tenth Article of the Treaty of Amiens muft be 
afcribed. 

Such would be the juft Conclufion if the Tenth 
Article of that Treaty were confidered as an Aj-- 
rangement by itfelf. It muft be obferved, however, 

that 
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that thit Article forms a Psfft only of s Ti?eaty^ 
Pbace, the Whole of which is conneSed together^ 
vixkd the Stipulations of which mud, upon a Prin«v 
ciple common to all Treaties, be conftrued as having: 
i Reference to each other. 

His Majefty was induced by the Treaty of Peace 
to confent to abandon, and to reftore to the Order 
of St. John the Ifland of Malta^ oil Condition of 
its Independence and Neutrality, But a further 
Condition which miift neceflarily be fuppofed to^ 
have had confiderable Influence with His Majefty . 
in inducing Him to make fo important a Conce& 
fion was the Acquiefcence of the French Govern-; 
ment in an Arrangement for the Security of thc^ 
Levant^ by the Eighth and Ninth Articles in the 
Treaty flipulating the Integrity of the Turkrfh Em- 
pire, and the Independence of the Ionian Iflands. 
His Majefty has, however, fince learnt, that the 
French Government have entertained Views boftile. 
to both thefe Objefts ; and that they have even. 
fuggefted the Idea of a Partition of the Turki/h 
Empire. Thefe Views muft now be manifest to aU, 
the World, from the official Publication of the Re- • 
port of Colonel Sebq/iiani ; from the Condufl: of 
that Officer, and of the other French Agents iflt 
Egypt y Syria f and the Ionian Iflands, and from the 
dijiind Admiffion of the Firji Conftd himfelfj in hit 
Communication with LordWhitworth. His Majefty 
was, therefore, warranted in confidering it to be 

the 
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the Determination of the French Government to 
violate thofe Articles of the Treaty of Peace, which 
ftipulated for the Integrity and Independence of 
the Turkijh Empire, and oixht Ionian Iflands; and 
confequently He would not hare been juftified 
in evacuating the Ifland of Malta^ without re- 
ceiving fome other Security, which might equally 
provide for thefe important Objeds. EGs Majef- 

ty accordingly feels that He has an inconteftable 
Qaim, in confequence of the Conduft of France 
fince the Treaty of Peace, and with Reference to 
the Objefts which made Part of the Stipulations of 
that Treaty, to refufe, under the prefent Circum- 
ftanccs, to relinquifh the Poffeflion of the Ifland 
of Malta. 

Yet notwithftanding this Right fo clear and fo 
imqueftionable, the Alternative prefented by the 
French Government to His Majefly, in Language 
the moft peremptory and menacing, was the Eva- 
cuation of Malta^ or the Renewal of War. 

If the Views of Ambition and Aggrandizement, 
which have thus been manifefted by the French Go- 
vernment fmce the Conclufion of the Treaty of 
Peace, have in fo very particulafr a Manner at- 
tracted the Attention of His Majefty, it has been 
equally impoflible for Him not to feel, and not 
to notice, the repeated Indignities which have been 
offered by that Government to His Crown, and to 
His People. 

The 
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The Report of Colonel Sebajliani contains the 
moft unwarrantable Infinuations and Charges againfl 
His Majefty's Government, againfl the Officer who 
commanded His Forces in Egypt^ and againfl the 
Britijh Army in that Quarter. This Paper cannot 
be confidered as the Publication of a private Indi- 
vidual ; it has. been avowed, and indeed bears Evi- 
dence upon the Face of it, that it is the official 
Report of an accredited Agent, publifhed by the 
Authority of the Government to which it was ad- 
drefTed, who thereby have given it their exprefs 
Sanftion. 

This Report had been publifhed a very fhort 
Time, when another Indignity was offered to this 
Country in the Communication of the Firfl Conful 
of France to the Legiflative Body. In this Com- 
munication h^ prefumes to affirm, in the Character 
of Chief Magiflrate of that Country, *5 That Great 
Britain cannot ftngly contend againfl the Power of 
France ;" an AfTertion as unfounded as it is inde- 
cent, difproved by the Events of many Wars, and 
by none more than by thofe of the War which has 
been recently concluded. Such an , AfTertion, ad* 
vanced in the mofl folemn official A61 of a Go- 
vernment, and thereby meant to be avowed to all 
the Powers of Europe^ can be confidered in no^ 
other light than as a Defiance publickly offered to 
His Majefly, and to a brave and powerful People, 
who are both willing and able to- defend His jufl 

Rights^ 
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Rights, and thofe of their Country, againft every 
Infult and Aggreflion. 

The Condua of the Firft Conful to His Majefty's 
Ambaffador at his Audience, in Prefence of the 
Minifters of moft of the Sovereigns and States of 
Europe^ furnifhes another Inftancc of Provocation 
on the Part of the French Government which it 
would be improper not to notice on the prefent 
Occafion, and the fubfequent Explanation of this 
Tranfadion may be confidered as having the Effcft 
of aggravating inftead of palliating the AflFront. 

At the very Time when His Majefly was de- 
manding Satisfaftion and Explanation on fome of 
the Points above-mentioned, the French Minifter 
at Hamburgh endeavoured to obtain the Infertion 
in a Hamburgh Paper of a moft grofs arid oppro- 
brious Libel againft His Majefty, and when Dif- 
ficulties were made refpcding the Infertion of it, 
he availed himfelf of his official CharaSier of Mi- 
nifter of the French Republick to require the Pub- 
lication of it by Order of his Government in the 
Gazette of the Senate of that Town. With this 
Requifition fo made, the Senate of Hamburgh were 
induced to comply; and thus has the Indepen- 
dence of that Town been violated, and a free State 
made the Inftrument, by the Menace of the French 
Government, of propagating throughout Europe^ 
upon their Authority, the moft ofFenfive and un- 
founded Calumnies againft His Majefty and His 

Government. 
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Government. . His Majefty might add to this Lift 
of Indignities, the Reqiiifition which the French 
Government have repeatedly urged, that the Laws 
and Conftitution of His Country Ihould be changed^ 
relative to the Liberty of the Prefs. His Majefty 
might likewife add the Calls which the French Go- 
vernment have on feveral Occafions made upon 
Him to violate the Laws of Hofpitality with re- 
fped to Perfonswho had found an Afylum within 
His Dominions, and againft whofe Condud no 
Charge whatever has at any , Time been fubftan- 
tiated. It is impoffible to refled on thefe different 
Proceedings, and the Courfe which the French 
Government have thought proper to adopt refpeft- 
ing them, without the thorough Conviftion that 
they are not the EflFefk of Accident ; but that they 
form a Part of a Syftcm which has been adopted 
for the Purpofe of degrading, vilifying, and infult- 
ing His Majefty and His Government. 

Under all thefe Infults and Provocations, His 
Majefty, not without a due Senfe of His Dignity, 
has proceeded with every Degree of Temper and 
Moderation to obtain Satisfaftion and Redrefs, while 
He has neglefted no Means confiftent with His 
Honour and the Safety of His Dominions, to in- 
duce the Government of France to concede to 
Him, what is, in His Judgement, abfolutely ne- 
ceflary for the future Tranquillity of Europe. His 
Efforts in this Refpe£t have proved abortive, and 

He 
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He has therefore judged it tiMttladj to order Hi$ 
Ambaffador to leave Parif. In having Recourfe 
to this Proceeding, it has been His Majefty's Ob- 
jeft to put an End to flie fruitiefs.DifcufSons which 
have too long fubfifted between the Two Govern- 
ments, and to clofe a Peripd of Sufpenfe peculiarly 
injurious to th^ Subjeds of His Majefty. 

But. though the Provocations which His Ma- 
jcfty has received might cntkic Him to larger 
Claims than thofe which He has advanced, yet 
anxioos to prevent Calamities which might thus 
be extended to every Part of Europe^ He is ftill 
willing, as far as is confident with His own Ho- 
nour, and the Interefts of His People, to afford 
every Facility to any juft and honourable Ar- 
rangement, by which fuch Evils may be averted. 
He has, therdFore,"no Difficulty in declaring to all 
Europe, that notwithftanding all the Changes which 
have taken place fince the Treaty of Peace, not- 
withftanding the Extenfion of the Power of France^ 
in Repugnance to that Treaty, and to the Spirit of 
Peace itfelf. His Majefty will not avail Himfelf of 
thefe Circumftances, to demand in Compenfation 
all that He is entitled to require, but will be ready 
to concur, even now, in an Arrangement by which 
Satisfadion fliall be given to Him, for the Indig- 
nities which have been offered to His Crown and 
to His People, and fubftantial Security afforded 
againft further Encroachments on the Part of 

France* 
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His Majefty has thus diftmdly and unrefervedly 
ftated the Reafons of thofe Proceedings to which 
He has found Hunfelf compelled to refort. He i^ 
aftuated by no Difpofition to interfere in the in- 
ternal Concerns of any other State ; by no Pro- 
jects of Conqueft and Aggrandizement ; but folely 
by a Senfe of what is due to the Honour of His 
Crown, and the Interefts of His People, and by 
an anxious Defire to obftrud the further Progrefs 
of a Syftem, which if not refifted, may prove fatal 
to every Partvof the civilized World.
